With reference to Government order No. 456TR, dated 24th 
8eptcml>er 1891, 1 have the honour to submit the annual report for the survey 
and settlement year Ist October 1890 to 30th September 1891, The Deputy 
j.ip.igttri We.u.m Du*«. Surveyor-Goneral’s annual reports have been received 

iiurdwan Kaj Khaa Mebala. for tilo estates noted lu the margin only. All of 

ChitaBooK and s«niii. Settlement OfHcors’ reports wore not received 

till the 8th February 1892, when the Dubalhnti report reached mv office. 
Mr. Reily has not sent an annual report for Orissa, but only a half-yearly 
report for the six montlis ending 30th Simtember. fie explains that as 
he only joined his appointment in February last, his half-yearly report, dated' 
28th November 1891, contains a history of the whole year’s work. The tabular 
statements annexed to it do not, however, show the area surveyed and cost up 
to, and during, the survey-settlement year, but only the total area surveyed 
and expenditure incurred up to 4he end of March, ainl during the half-year from 
the end of '!&larch to the end of Septombor 1891. Some other officers also 
failed to submit the annual reports called for, and have merely furnished brief 
accounts of the progress made up to, and during, the half-year ending 30th Sep¬ 
tember 1891. The Deputy Suproyor-General’s reports for Jalpaiguri, tiio 
Burdwan Raj khos mohals, Chittagong and Scrail were received on the llth, 
l-3th, and 30th January, respectively, and his report for Orissa has not boon 
received up to date. But Colonel Sandcinan, recently, during my tour in Grissa, 
jl^avo me a brief statement of the work done. 

2. In this report Government estates and temporarily-settled tracts under 
settlement of land rovenuo are first dealt with, then wardk’ estates, and 
afterwards permanently-settled estates. As regards Government estates and 
temporarily-settled tracts, the larger settlements of Orissa, Chittagong, and 
Jalpaiguri are put in the forefront of the report; otiior Government estates and 
BaekerRunite. | Dscm. temporarily-settled tracts follow in the order given 

Tippers. ‘ Miilospore. in the margin; jvards’ and private estates are 

KosUwli 1 Nsdis. grour>ed in the Commissioners’ Divisions to which 

they belong, and in the order lollowod in the Government’s and*tho Board’s 
Annual Administration Reports. As this is the first report of jts kitd called 
for, much difficulty has been experienced in getting the facts and figures from 
lo^ officers. The r«*port has had to bo very hurriedly written, and errors and 
mistakes^ will probably be detected in the figures furnished ; but it is hoped that 
in ftttura years, timely notice having been given of what is reijujred, these 
difficulties will iRsappear, and that the report will be submitted on the due 
date. Potty settlements carried on under the Regulations, and surveys and 
settfemeuts of some small estates ordered by Commissioners and Collectors under 
section 108 of the Tenancy Act, are not included in this report. 
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GOVKHNMKNT ESTATES AND TEMPOEABILY-SETTLED TBACTS.

3. Mr. Reily in his letter of the 28th November 1891 submitted a report 
of the progress made in survey and settlement for the half-year ending 30th 
September 1891. As ho joined his appointment on the 16th of February, he has, 
he explains, dealt in his half-yearly report with the entire work from the date 
he took over charge, and has not, therefore, submitted a separate annual report. 
The survey report for Orissa has not been received from the Survey Depart¬ 
ment. The total area surveyed cadastrally up to the 30th of September 1891 
was 1,048 sijuare miles. Of this361 siparo miles were surveyed before the 30th 
September 1890 and 687 square miles during the survey and settlement year 
under report. The total expenditure on survey to the end of the year was, 
ac(!ording to the settlement officer, Ks. 2,19,031. 

4. SeUkmmt. —Mr. Ilcily joined liis appointment as Settlement Officer 
on the 16th February 1891, and remained in charge during the year.

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8. Dmareatum. —The Settlement Officer bu ^t reported the area demar¬ 
cated during the year. He saye that he wai able to rat 852 square miles 
demarcated and ready by the date of his report, and expected to have a 
further area of 858 square miles ready by the Slst of December 1891. The 
Survey Department will in future undertake any demarcation that is required. 

9. Atteitation, Fixatim of ItenU^ ifc. —The number of tenants whose status 
had been determined up to the close of the year is 29,190, the number of plots 
attested being 138,042, and the area attested in acres 83,752.. The average 
number of plots attested daily in Rshang is reported to be 139 : in Lembai 
and Kotrang 480; in Karmala 630; in Tangi 317; and in Jagat^gpur 463; 
but it is not possible to ascertain from the Settlement Officer's report the average 
doily number attested by each Assistant Settlement Officer. The work of 
attestation was, it is said, delayed by errors and inaccuracies of the khasras 
prepared by the Survey Department. Under the survey rules parchat or 
jaiimbandi slips should have been given to the raiyats at the time of survey, 
as they were given in Muzaffarpur, Srinagar, and elsewhere, but the rule on this 
point seems to have been overlooked by Mr. Patterson in Orissa. 

10. Jamabandi slips are now being distributed among the tenants. The 
work of attestation will, it is hoped, thereby be expedited. The averara stan¬ 
dard number of plots expected to bo attestecl daily by each Assistant Settlement 
Officer in Ohittagang is 600. The complication of tenures and the difficulties 
in attestation are far greater in Chittagong than they are in Orissa; and if the 
khasras are prepared with care, there is no reason why a much larger number 
should nor. be attested by each officer in Orissa than has hitherto been reached. 

11. Fixation of Rent. —No rents were settled during the year. The 
Settlement Officer reports that the existing rents have been recorded for 
29,190 tenants holding an area of 83,752 acres. The rental given fur these 
tenants according to “ previous jamabandi ” is Rs. 59,284, or on an average 
between 11 and 12 annas an acre. These Ogures are manifestly incorrect, the 
average rate of the existing rent in Orissa being known to be two to three 
rupees an aero or more. 

12. Aisenment of Land Revenue, —No assessment of land revenue has yet 
been made. 

13. Patwdns. —There arc, the Settlement Officer reports, 404 patwdris 
in Orissa, distributed as follows:—

14. Mr. Rcily reports that even though tlie services of patwdris are got 
free, the cost of the area surveyed by them is almoSt double that surveyed by 
the fully paid agency of amfns. This is due to the fact that the same number 
of chainmen is required in either case, whether the services of a patwari or those 
of a profe8.«tional amfn are utilised, and while the patwdri surveys from 3 to 4 
acres a day, a professional amfn will survey from 10 to 16 acres; hence the 
cost of the chainuidn is more than doubled when patwdris’ services are 
utilised ill the survey. The Settlement Officer proposes, therefore, to dispense 
with the patwdris’ services in survey, and to utilise more competent local men 
who have been trained to suiwey, and can turn out a larger area. Wjjen the 
survey and .settlement is completed, he would dismiss the present staff of pat¬ 
wdris, and substitute for them selected Ooriya amfns, who may have done well 
during the course of the survey operations. The objection to\he adaption of 
this course would be, that the new men so appointed would be strangers in their 


♦ 
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several circles, and proba|j^ would not be aooeptable to the raiyats and 
zamindara. 

15. There are 25 kdnnngoes in Cattaok, 12 in Puri, and 
12 in Balasore. The kdnungoes in Puri were made over to the Settlement 
Officer in May last, and have since been employed in survey and settlement 
work. In Cuttack the kdnungoes had not been mode over to the Settlement 
Officer at the date of his report, but have since then been placed under him. 
In Halasore as there was no survey work in progress during the year, the' 
services of the kdnungoes were not required by the Settlement Officer. 

16. Baundarg disputet. —I'he total num her of boundary disputes which arose 

OnttMk ... ... in in Cuttack and.Puri was 1,039. Of these, 729 

••• — were settled during the year, and 810 remaiaed 

1,089 at end of the year. In aadition to the 1,039 boun* 
— dary disputes died at the time of cadastral survey, 
717 disputes wore reported by the Demarcation Inspootur. 

17. 1 visited Orissa twice during the year under report, and spent 12 
days there on each occasion. On tlio first occasion, in communication with 
Mr. Reiiy, 1 drew up a detailed programme of work and estimates, and arranged 
for the employment of patwdris and kdnungoes, and the utilization of the 
services of chaukidars as cnainnieii. 'I'be work of attestation and settlement had 
not then begun. At the time of my second visit during the rains, attestation 
work and the preparation of soil-class maps were not in progress. I was 
therefore unable at that time to pronounce an opinion as to the merits of the 
work being done, but 1 have again recently visited Orissa and recorded my 
opinion on the character and progress of the work in notes which have lately 
been submitted to the Board. 

18. Cost .—The total expenditure on sottlomeut during the yoar was 
Rs. 45,598. The expenditure on survey daring the survey and sottloment year, 
Ist October 1890 to 30tb September 1891, has not been reported. 

Atifful, 

19. The Tahsildar of Angul, Babu Narayan Chandra Naik, has not submitted 
an annual report showing what remained to bo done at the end of September 
1890, and what was done during the year. His final report was rcceivod since 
the close of the year, itad has been submitted to tUo Board. Tho assess* 
ment of the entire estate was made before the beginning of the year under report, 
and jamabandis were published; but Oovernment having ordered in August 
1890 that lat'ds brought into cbltivation within the period of last settlement 
should bo assessed at half tho full rates for tho first five years, at threo-i^uarter 
rates for tho next five years, and then at tho full rates for a further period of 
fivd years, tho khatians had to be revised and explained again to the raiyats. 
This work was done during tho *yoar under rejiort. Kiiatians were corrected 
in accordance with the orders pf Govomment, and raiyats’ signatures were taken 
upon them. Sub-Deputy-Oolloctor Babu t’huku Lai Bircar and the Tahsildar, 
Babu Narayan Chandra Naik, were each in independent charge of five parga- 
nas. Babu Chaku Lai Sircar completed his circle in January 1891, when ho was 
transferred to Cuttack. The tahsildar also completed the revtsieu of jamabandis 
and the explanation of them to tho raiyats of his circle during the year, and took 
their signatures to the khatians. Fair copies of the khatians were prepared and 
distributed amongst tho raiyats, and another cony is being made for record 
in the tahsildar’s office. The new jamabandis will'tako effect from tho begin* 
ning of the year 1892. Kabuliyats cannot be taken from the sarbardhkdrs until 
the questions of the percentage to be allowed to them and the form of kabuliyat 
are settled by Oovernment. The expenditure on settlement from tho beginning 
of the operations to the end of the year is Rs. 54,140. Tho Settleffiont Offi<;er 
estimates that a further expenditure of Rs. 7,304 will have to «be incurred in 
making fair copies of the records for his office and taking kabuliyats from the 
sarbarakdrs.

20. The SQrvey and settlement of this estate has been completed, as stated 
in paragrlipbs 12 and 13 of my Annual Report for the year ending March 1891. 
Tlie' Settlement Officer, Babu fialaram Das, has submitted a very incomplete 
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repo/), of the work done during the year. He that several objections 
remained undisposed of at the end of the previous year, and that further olnec- 
tions were made after publication of the draft records, so that the final 
preparation of the records was not completed before the end of the year 1891. 
The objections, however, have now been disposed of, and the records are being 
corrected and copied. The final re^rt was promised in February 1609, but 
has not been received up to date. The following statement shows the number 
of objections ^sposed of during the period under report:—

21. The Settlement Oificer, who is also tahsildar of Banki, ceased to draw 
settlement allowance from the end of March 1801. The dolay in the submis¬ 
sion of his final report is, ho says, due to the necessity of making enouirios 
on objections raised to tlio records as published. The total ospendituro during 
tho year on settlement work was Ks. 1,078, 

22. Tho total number of tenants whoso rents were recorded, and for whom 
fair rents wore settled during tho year, is 2,047. 

28. I visited Banki on two occasions while tho survey and settlement 
proceedings wore in progress, and examined tho khasras and khatians on the 
ground. They appeared to mo to have boon carefully prepared. 

24. An ostiinato for a iion-prufossional survey and for tho settlement 
of Bunki, amounting to Ks. 1,64,411, was submitted by the local authorities 
before I took charge of tho work. This estimate was revised by mo and 
reduced to Us. 40,000. The actual cost fur a professional survey has been 
Ks. 2.'),097, and for settlement Ks. 12,508; total Ks. 87,695, the increase of 
revenue obtained being Es. 7,974. 

25. A Bchomo fur tho reor^nisation of the sorbariihkurs’ establishment 

, , with draft rules foR their guidance was'submitted 

MAintoueuo^ oi recordi jx ai. i i» al. ^ i a* i 

after the cioho of the ^oar, aiul was saiictioned 

by tho Board. There wore previously 143 circles with 195 sarhartihkiirs. The 

niimboT of circles has boon reduced to 75 and tho number of sarbaruhkdrs to 100. 

Tho retiords will bo kept corrected by them under rules which have been 

approved by tho Board. ‘ • 


Cjiittaoono Division. 

Chittagong Sadar Subdivision. 

26. Mr. Slack wa» in charge of tho Chittagong settlement office until 
nth of July, when, on being deputed to act as District and Sessions Judge of 
Chittagong, ho was relieved by Mr. C. Q. H. Allen, who remainod in charge till 
tho end of tho year. Mr. Slack was out in camp for 141 days, and Mr. Allen 
for 4 days of tho period daring which ho was in charge of the settlement 
office. 

27. The Suttlomont Officer’s time was employod in looking after the staff 
of khanapiud amins, in inspecting tho offioos of the assistants, and supervising 
the work of tho khosra office, where the khatian and*'various other forms 
wore written up. 

28. Mr. C. Q. H. Allen, Covenanted Deputy Collector, joined as sm 
Assistant Sottloment Officer on tho 2nd March 1891. Up to tho 23rd of April 
he was engaged in learning survey work, and from that date till the 11th of 
July was employed on sottloment duty. Between the two latter dates 
Mr. Allen spout 2 montlis and 17 days in camp, and was in chuge of Ihe Soutli 
Banskhali and Anwara-Parki oirclee. These circles comprise an area of 81'8 
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• 

square miles, of which tiie aMestation of 15 Tillages, eomprising an area of 31 
square mites, was done daring the yoar by Mr. Allen, who also disposed of 345 
cases, and occasionally helped the Settlement Oihoor in inspecting kbanapuri 
amins working near his camp. 

29. From the 11th of July to the close of the year Mr. Allen acted as 
Settlement OtBcer, and besides superrising the work of the khosra oflSce, also 
aided in the general administration of the district by disposing of such criminal 
cases os wore made over to him. 

30. Mr. Atul Krishna Koi joined as an Assistant Settlement Officer on the 
Slat of January lost; but, having done a month’s attestation work in the Belgaon 
Circle, be fell ill and left. His place was filled on the let of April by 
Babu Durga Charan Ghose, who was deputed to act as an Assistant Settlement 
Officer. His circle covers an area of 70 8i]^uare miles. Babu'Durga Charan 
Ghose, besides disposing of 1,308 cases, did the attestation of 32'3 square 
miles in 26 villages. Up to the 12th of July, when the Babu returned 
to head-quarters, 3 months and 12 days wore spent by him in camp. On the 
12th of July, Babu Durga Charan Ghose reverted to general duty, but conti¬ 
nued, in addition to his other work, to supervise his sottlemeut establishment 
who wore engaged in correcting the records, in accordance with the orders 
passed at attestation time, and in collecting the various figures needed for the 
preparation of fair-rent decisions. 

31. Babu Romesh Chunder Das arrived at Chittagong on the 24th of 
January 1891; since that time he has been in charge as Assistant Settlement 
Officer of the Satkania Circle, a tract covering an area of 371 square miles. 
During the year ho was in camp 165 days, and attested in that period 54,487 
plots, besides disposing of a large number of cases. On the IGth of July this 
officer returned to head-quarters, and from that date till the end of the year, 
be acted os the Settlement Officer’s (Mr. Allen’s) Personal Assistant. 

33. Since receipt of his annual report, the Settlement Officer has re¬ 
arranged the circles thus:—

33. Progress of— 

(a) Demarcation.—The demarcation of the Sadar subdivision, with the 
exception of the hilly portions, which could not be conveniently assigned to the 
neighl^uring villages until the topographical survey of them had Imen done, 
was finished during the year under report; The worx actually done during the 
year comprised the demarcation of 4^ villages in th^nos Hathazari, Fatikraari, 
Rtmjan, Town, Kumira, and Mirkasarjai. 

(b) Sttrveg.—ln the Sadar subdivision there is an area of 1,636 Bi]^naro miles, 
of which 1,262 was estimated to require cadastral and 364 topograpmoal survey. 
Up to thebegbningof the year, 380 square miles had boon 5adas|rally Purveyed, 
and daring the year under - report a farther area of 348 square miles, os 
well as 112 square miles of topugraphical work; but the latter will require 
some revision. The survey of tne village situs, owing partly to the amfn’s 
miscondact and partly to intrihacy of the plots, was in Mweral instances full 
of errors, and kbanapuri was on this account to some extent delayed. 

In fhe present ^^^ason the Survey Department has, according to the Settle¬ 
ment Officer, to complete the cadastral survey of 534 square miles, the 
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topographical mirrej of 252 square miles, the reTUton of 112 square miles of, 
topographical work, and the traverse of— 

(i) the main circuit along the coast down to the town of Uhittagong and 
the south bank of the Fenny river; 

i ii) some 15 miles of the Fatikchari th&na boundary; 
iii) few villages near the town of Chittagong; and 
iv) a portion of the boundary of the proposed forest reserve. 

Originally it was expected that the survey of the Sadar subdivision would be 
completed by the end of this official year; but owing to increase in the area 
for cadastral survey, more time will be required. 'I'ho cadastral work was 
practically finished in thdnas Bahskhali, Satkania, and Patya, save in two 
villages, while portions of thfinas Kaojan and Hathazari were aone. 

The Settlement Officer arranged with the officer in charge of the Survey 
party that this season’s cadastral work be begun simultaneously in each of 
the remaining thiinas, and that each sheet as it is done bo sent to him and 
not kept till the whole village is finished. In this way he hopes to have work 
ready fur his ansistants when the circles south of the Karnafuli are finished, 
and also to get large villages ready more promptly than has hitherto been 
the case. 

(e) Rectipt of records.—Up to the 1st of January the work of preparing the 
records required for attestation in the Sadar suodivision was done by the 
Survey Department, but after that date it was made over to the Settlement 
Officer, and the Survey Department has now merely— 

(i) to supply maps for the khanapuri amfns to use when preparing the 
kliasru; 

(ii) to furnish the areas of all plots; 

(iii) to ink maps the khanapuri of which has been done; 

(iv ) to supply traces of such maps. 

Before the beginning of the year the Survey Department had prepared and 
handed over the records of 36 villages, comprising an area of 15*9 square 
mites. During the year the records of 212 villages, with an area of 205*8 square 
miles, wore prepared and handed over for settlement work. 

(d) Kltampuri. —During tho year the khanapuri of 477,682 plots was 
completed ami the entries (previously done by the Survey Dmartment) 
regarding 306,463 plots wore revised. The stoS employed by the Settlement 
( Ifficor on this work consisted on an average 120 amfns under 11 Inspectors. 
Taken as a body, the average doily outturn of each amfn came ..only to 31 
plots. 

(e) Fixation of rent, determination of exitUng rent, decision of fair rent .—The 
existing reuts wore recorded and the status determined of 33,679 tenants during 
the year in tho Sadar subdivision. No fair-rent decisions we^o passed. 

(/) Assessment of Land Revenue ,—No assessment of land revenue was made 
in tho Sadar subdivision during the year. 

34. Training and utilisation of patwdris, kdnungees and other local ojfkers,—^ 
There arc no local village officials in Chittagong who can be utilised in 
keeping up tho records, but a scheme has lately bMn sanctioned by Govern- 
roont under which tho khos tohsil establishment will be strengthened and 
utilised for this purpose. 

Old Thdna Ramoo \n Cldttagong, 

33. Surreg .—The survey of Old Thdna Ramoo was completed before the 
beginning of the year. 

36. Settlement .—The settlement work was in charge of BabuDurgaCharan 
Ghose up to-the 4th of November, when he was relieved by Babu Jogendra 
Kumar Bose, who remained in charge up to the end of the year. The number 
of days spent in camp during the year by the officer in charge of this tract 
wtut 332. 

37. The work performed by Babu Jogendra Kumar Bose oon^ted in 
completing, the attestation (wliion was finished in May last), in aMidiug 
disputes, and preparing the necessary figures for fair-rent decisions. Within 
the period under report the following wora was done:— * • 

(i) The entries regarding the lands held by 15,389 tenants were attested. 
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(ii) Fire hundred aAd fifty-eight original auita and 1,062 objections 

were disposed of. 

(iii) Eight fair-rrat decisions were passed. 

38. Altogether fair-rent decisions have been passed in 43 of the 50 villages 
in Bamoo. According to these decisions the revenue and rental of tenants pay¬ 
ing direct to Government, inclusive of talukdars, would have increased from 
Rs. 53,657 to Rs. 90,126. Soil-class maps are now, in accordance with the orders 
of His Honour the Lieutenant-Qovenior, being prepared, average rates for blocks 
of homogenous quality are being struck, ana statements are being made out 
showing what the revenue would be according to these average soil-class rates. 
1 visited Chittagong twice during the year, spending 13 days on the first and 
10 on the second occasion, and examined the work of khauapuri being done 
by the Settlement Officer, and the work of attestation on the ground. Both 
appeared to mo to bo done with thoroughness and care. Some of the fair-rent 
decisions passed by Babu Durga Churn Ghoso were also read by mo, and 
appeared to me to be sound. 

39. The standard of work expected in Chittagong is— 

(o) 30 plots daily of khanapuri by each amfn ; 

(i) 600 plots attestation by each Assistant Settlement Officer; 

(c) preparation of soil-class maps, two sejuuro miles a day, by an Assistant 
Settlement Officer. 

40. Cost .—The total oxpendituro in the Sadar subdivision during the 
year was—

41. In Ramoo there was no oxpendituro on survey. The sottlemont 
expenditure was Rs. 15,389.

42. The survey of tho Duars commenced in November 1888, and the settlo- 
mont work commenced at tho end of November 1890. Up to the end of tho 
year under report an area of 480,010 acres was cadastrally surveyed, and tho 
records of 3,430 jotes were made over to tho Sottleinoiit Officer by tho survey 
party. An area of 102,063 acro^ copiprisud in 3,507 jotes in tho Mynaguri 
tahsil was oss'essed during the year, and resulted in an increase of Rs. 36,210 
in tho revonuo. Tho total expenditure on survey from tho beginning of tho 
operations to tho end of the year was Rs. 3,26,109 and on sottlemont Rs. 62,685, 
out of which sums Rs. 1,10,784 and Rs. 30,459 resiKtctively were expended 
during the year ending 30th Scptembei* 1891. Tho following table shows the 
names of Settlement and Assistant Scttlomeut Officers employed during the

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4‘{. The Hetticmcnt work was under tho charge of Mr. Sunder throughout 
the year. Babu Chandra Kant Ganguli, who was his hrst Assistant, having 
taken furlough, tho post which ho held was abolished and two other assistants 
wore appointed in his place. One of those, Babu Ilaris Chandra Rai, was 
designated 2nd Settlement Olliccr, and the other, Babu Rash Mohan Chandra, 
Assistant Settlement Oilicor. Babu Haris Chandra Rai reported himself to 
Mr. Sunder on 6th November 1890, and was employed up to 7th December in 
tho Settlement Office# On the 8th December ho was deputed to demarcate the 
boundary between Bhutan and Jal])aiguri; ho was engaged on this work up to 
Ist March 1801, when his health failed, and he proceeded on sick leave. He 
was succeeded by Babu Ram Ciiandra Sen, who completed the demarcation 
work, and thereafter was employed on attestation, and on classification of 
soils of jutes in two taluks at pargana North Mynaguri of Mynaguri tahsil. 
Not being acquainted with English, he w’as of little use, as be was not able to 
write notes on tho jotes which ho had inspected. On June 1st, 1891, ho was 
relieved by Babu Haris Chandra Rai, who was sent to pargana North 
Mynaguri, and was employed there in chocking classiiicatioa of soils of jotes 
and in attestation work; but he frequently complained of being ill from fever 
and unfit for duty, and had to bo transferred to Orissa on 24th August 1891. 
Tho other officer, Babu Rash Mohan Chandra, shortly after his appointment 
Hufiered from illness which prevented his being employed in tho mufassal. On 
17th April 1891 ho was sent out to attend to attestation work and checking of 
khanapuri in taluk Haihaipathnr, of pargana North Mynaguri; but failed, 
owing to illness, to do anything, and returned to Jalpaiguri on 12th May 
1891. Ho was sent out again on 2l8t May 1891, but again became ill of 
fever and returned to the Settlement Officer’s camp at Kyranti on 5th 
June 1891, and was enijdoyed from Cth to 14th Juno 1891 in helping 
to complete tho attestation work in parganas Chengmari and Norlli 
Mynaguri. On 15th .June 1891 lie returned to Jalpaiguri, and was employed 
on general work in tho office up to 20th August 1891, when ho was sent to 
taluk Baradigi, ofq)argana North Mynaguri, to chock classification of soils 
and eonqdcto attestation work of some jotes. Ho returned to head-quarters on 
5tli September 1891 and did no work after tliat, as ho complained of being ill 
from fever. Ho availed himself of leave witfiout pay on 22nd Soj)tombcr 
1891, and has now been sent to Dinajpur as Sub-Deputy Collector in the 
regular line. 

44. Since tho transfer of tho above-named officers, throe now men have 
boon appointed to fill their places, vi/.., BuJ)u Upendra Chandra IMukorjca, who 
trus Income-tax Assessor of Dinajpur; Babu Jndub ChandraMozumdar, who 
was a ktinungo at Rumpur Bualia; and Babu Hurilal Gupta, who was a clerk in 
tho office of tho Commissioner of tho Rujshahi Division. None of these 
officers, tho Settlement Officer reports, know anything of settlement work or of 
tho Western Duars, but fhey are loarniiSg, ana are now employed in pargana 
Morughat in collecting information to enable tho Settlement Officer to furnish 
a report us to the rates which should be adopted for jotes in Falakata tahsil. 
T'he attestation of jotodars’ and chukanidars’ holdings, and tho work of 
recording tlioir rights, in tho three pai'ganas of the Mynaguri tahsil, was 
comj)letod by 28th Juno 1891, when the Settlement Officer returned to 
Jalpaiguri. 

45. No work was done in the mufassal between 1st and 15th April 1891. 
Cholera then broke out in the Duars and compelled the staff to return to 
bead-quarters. Out of a camp of about fifty men, twelve men died of cholera 
and fever in tho first fortnight of April, and from then up to tho time of their 
return to h«>ad-([U!ivters, work was carried on under very trying circumstances, 
and with much difficulty. The rains commenced early in Slay 1891, and 
rejmated. attacks oi^ fever so seriously affected tho health of most of tho 
muhaiTirs in camp, that it was found imjiossible to keep them out after 20th 
Juno 1891. 

46. Toiiiy .—The Settlement Officer was on tour for 217 days during the 

year; Babu Ilaris Chandra Rai was out for 141 days; Babu Ram Chandra Son 
was out for 87.days; Babu Rash Mohan Chandra was out for 90 days; Babu 
Upendra Chandra Mukerjea was out for 10 days, and JJabu Jadub Chandra 
Mozumdor for 7 days. * 
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47. Atteitation .—Tho entries in the records relating to holding of 11,890 
jotedara and 5,0S9 chukanidars were explained to the jotedars, and they were 
also informed what laud is in possession of 11,392 adhiars who are under them. 
Three thousand five hundred and seven jotes, covering 162,003*39 acres of land 
in 71 taluks of parganos North Mynaguri, Chengmari, and South Mynaguri, 
wero inspected, and attestation of the holdings of the above-mentioned jotedars 
and chukanidars was completed in camp. It was not j)ossiblo to oonipleto 
in camp tho balculation of tho Government revenue payable on account of 
tdl the jotes, or to announce to every jotedor and ohukanidar tho amount of 
the increased revenue and rent. A portion of this work hud to be done at 
head-quarters during the recess, and printed* notices, with extracts from tho 
khatians, ore now being issued to jotedars, showing (1) how much land they 
hod at last settlement, (2) the revenue paid for it, (3) how much laud they 
havo by the present settlement, (4) what amount of revenue they will have to 
pay, and (5) stops by which the revenue payable by present settlomunt, when 
it 18 progressive, will rise. 

48. Demarcation .—The total number of jotes demarcated during the year 
was 2,863. The work of doinorcation was done by a native surveyor, who 
was asssted by a stuff of 16 amfns. All tho demarcation papers required by tho 
Survey Department were furnished to that Department, taluk by taluk, as 
soon as finished. In some cases jotes which liad boon demarcated during tho 
previous year had to bo redoraarcatod during tho year mider report, as the 
earthen mounds which tho amfns had erected had been washed away or covered 
by jungle and grass, and could not be found by tho Survey Department. In 
consc(]uoDco of cholera and much sickness among tho amfns of the Survey 
Department, many jotes which wer(j demarcated could not be measured. 

49. Surviy. —The total area surveyed during the year, according to 
Mr. Hunby’s report, is as follows:—

50. Tho area that remained for cadastral survey at the close of the year is 
reported by tho Survey Officer to be 6 miles, but the* Scltlcmont f )flicer siiys that 
the traverse survey oftwoblocksof land, covering 58,679 aer<'s, or about 91 sipKiro 
miles, in Falakata tahsil, also remained’to bo done. Those blocks of land contain 
several jotes which will havo to be cadastrally surveyed, 'rraverso survey of 
about 600 acres of land in taluks .Sesuabari and Morichltari of pargami .South 
Myni\guri will have to be made, and cultivation therein wi41 have to Im 
cadastrally surveyed. Several jotes in pargauas North Myn.aguri and Oheng- 
mari were omitted from survey, and will have to l>c done. All tliai remains 
unfinished will, it is believed, bo completed by tho .Survey Department during 
the present cold season. 

61. Receipt of records from the Rurvey Deparburnt ,records of 3,430 
jotes were received from tho Survey Depat^ment during the year under report. 
These wore records of the Falakata as well as of tho Jlynaguri talisils. In 
some ca.sc8 the records wore, tho Settlement Officer reports, carelessly nreyaroil, 
and had to be returned to tho Surrey Department for revisiou. Groat ilclay jynl 
trouble was thus caused in tho Settlement office in dealing with sonic of the 
records supplied by the Survey Department. In several cases figures given in 
chittas against tlie name of a person were found to disagree with those entered 
in tho khatians in the name of tho same person, and the totals contained in the 
abstracts were^found to bo wrong. 

62. Boundary du/iufc}.—Five hundred and nineteen boundary disputes were 
pending at the commencement of tho year, and 836 fresh cases were received 
from Surrey Department during the year. Of these, 848 cases were 

It 2 
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diRpOBed of, leaving 506 cases in Falakata, Alipur, and Bhalka pending at the 
close of the year. The m^ority of the cases disposed of related to streams and 
roads, which the Survey department were directed by Mr. Walsh to show as 
Government khas. Objections were made by the jotedars ; but when enquiry 
was made at the time of attestation, the plots to which they referred were 
recorded in Government khas possession, or as in possession, of the jotedar 
according to the circumstances of the case. Where a stream is a running one 
and supplies water t'o several jotes, it was recorded as Government khas, and 
where it gives water to only a single jote, it was entered as part of that 
jote. ^ ^ • 

5-3. Khanapuri.—‘’Theta are two kinds of crop-yielding land in the Western 
Duars, viz,, “rupit,” from which the cold-weather or dman paddy is obtained, 
and "faringati, ” which yields the bhadoi, or early paddy, as well as tobacco, 
jute, and other rabi crops. The jotedars know these lands as “haimanti” and 
“bhadoi,” or “dola” and “danga.” The surveyors were at first instructed 
by the Commissioner to classify the land as Ist, 2nd, and '3rd class rupit, and 
1st, 2nd, and 3rd class faringati. The survey amtns found it impossible 
to classify rupit and faringati into Ist, 2nd, and 3rd class, and the jotedars 
asked to have their land classified into high land or faringati, and low land 
or rupit. This classifioation was approved by His Honour ihe Lieutenant- 
Governor, and accordingly the classification was made in the whole of the three 
parganas of North Mynaguri, Chengmari, and South Mynaguri of the Myna- 
guri tahsil, thus— 

(a) Rasti (includes homestead, garden, and bamboos). 
lb) Unpit. 
e) Faringati. 

[d) J)oba (fish-ponds). 

(c) Waste. 

• All low land has boon classified as rupit, and also all land on which two 
crops (viz., bhadoi paddy and ^man paddy) arc generally grown in one year, 
anu only high lands on which tobacco and rabi crops are grown have been 
classificii as faringati. This system of classification is understood by the jote- 
durs and their under-tenants, and has been accepted by them. 

.54. Firation of rents. —As regards fixation of rent of chukanidars and 
other under-tenants of the jotedars, tho instructions at first given to the Settle¬ 
ment Officer wore, to simply record the amount which tho chnkanidnr is pay¬ 
ing at present and to leave it to the jotedar, if dissatisfied, to apply for settle¬ 
ment of tho fair rent to bo paid by the chukanidar. These dl-dera were given 
by Government, on a roprosentation made by Mr. Lowis, the Commissioner, 
that ehukanis wero permanent tenures held under the jotedars, at fixed rents. 
Rut it having boon subsequently ascertqinod that this was not an altogether 
correct statmuont of tho facts, tho Sottlomont Oflicor was instructed to settle 
tho ronts of tho chukanidars of his own motion. 

.55. Assessment 0 revenue. —In assessing the revenue payable to Government 
by jotedars, tho following points have been considered, namely, (1) situation of 
tho joto, (2) its nearness to roads, markets, and tea gardens, and (3) tho circum¬ 
stances of tho jotodar and his ability to pay the revenue. A considerable 
number of the jotedars of Mynaguri tahsil are, the Settlement Officer says, 
Nopsulcse and others who reside in Kurseong, Tindaria, and other parts of 
Darjeeling district; pleaders, traders, and money-lenders of the .lalpaiguri, 
Tlooghly, Kuch Bihar, and Rangpur districts, and Muhammadans of the 
neighbouring estate of Byknntpur. Tho jotedars of Mynaguri have been 
spocigWy benefited by roads and markets which have opened out every part of 
the tahsil: tiioir jofes are well under cultivation and yield good crops, and 
their condition, the Settlement Officer reports, is prosperous in every respect. 
Tho tahsil is well advanced, and is at present the best cultivated part of the 
Duars. Tho increase of revenue in the three parganas of Myn^uri tahsil 
by thjs settlement will not, the Settlement Officer says, be below Rs. 60,000, 
and will bo due chiefly to extension of cultivation on nearly'every jote in 

S argnnas North Mynaguri and Chengmari, and also in some taluks of South 
rynagiiri; to the recovery by the present settlement of* the aiqount which was 
remitted nearly seven years ago under the reduction scheme which Colonel 
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Horton bad recommended; and to the application of tbe rates which hare been 
sanctioned for this settlement. The number of jotes actually assessed during 
tbe year is 8,507. Of these, assessment was given out for 1,192 jotes. The 
area contained in these 1,192 jotes is not stated. The existing rental or 
revenue of them has been increased from Rs. 34,416 to Bs. 70,627. In 
cases in which the increase of revenue has been very great, chiedy in the taluks 
of parganas North Mynaguri and Chengmari, tbe increase has been spread 
over five years.' When Lord Uliok Browne submitted Colonel Morton’s reduc¬ 
tion scheme for consideration of Government, he observed that Colonel Morton 
had expressed an opinion that ‘*the mistakes of the last settlement, or, in 
other words, the causes of the over^asseRsment were three, vix., (1) insufficient 
classification of'land, (2) no allowanoe being made for injury to cro]|)s by 
wild animals, (3) too sudden an increase in the total rent pa 3 'able for a jote.’’ 
The Settlement Officer reports that ho has taken care to avoid similar mistakes 
in the present assessment of the Government revenue. Ho has been asked to 
report how much of the increase in revenue is duo to extension of cultivation 
and how much to his having raised to a higher class, lands which were classified 
under a lower class at the last settlement, and how much to the other causes 
mentioned. He has not yet reported on these points. 

56. The work of settlement has been considerably delayed in the Mynaguri 
tahsil by the number of cases of mutation of names which had to be aisposod 
of. Great difficulty was experienced in making people pay the fees for 
mutation of names, in cases in which they had got the survey amfns to enter 
tlieir names in the new records, as owners of the jotes, without previously apply¬ 
ing to the Deputy Commixsioner of Jalpaiguri to have their names entered in 
his registers. They had hoped to escape paying the mutation fees, and they 
paid up only when threatened with resumption of tbe jotes. Five hundred 
and forty-one cases of mutation of names were disposed of. Evidence as to 
possession was recorded in every case, and Ks. 2,456 were realised by tbe 
Settlement Officer on account of mutation fees. 

57. Patwdrit and Kdnungoeg. —No patwdris or kanungoes exist in the 
Duars. The Government revenue is collected by tahsildars, who supply all tiio 
information that is required from time to time regarding jotcR and their tenants. 
These officers, and the men who aro employed under them, will have to keep 
the records of the present settlement corrected. 

58. His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor visited .Jalpaiguri during the 
year, and was satisfied that good .work was being done there. I regret that 
1 was unable within the year to inspect Mr. Bunder’s work myself, but 1 shall 
go in camp in the area now rmder settlement immediately that this report is 
submitted. 

59. Co»t. —Tbe cost of survey during the year is reported by the 
Deputy Superintendent of Survey to* bo Rs. 1,03,658. The Settlement bfficor 
reports the cost of survey to be Rs.'1,10,784. No explanation is furnished 
of the discrepancy. The Settlement Officer may have himself incurred some 

• expenditure on demarcation and revision survey, which he has added to the 
experkditure incurred by the Survey Department, but he has not said so. 

GO. The expenditure on settlement during the year was Rs. 30,459. 

Backeboitnge Division. 

Backergunge Government Ettatea* 

61. The annual settlement reports of Backergunge wews received on the 14th 

October and 3rd November. These report^ were manifestly incorrect and had 
to be returned. A revised report was received from the (..'ollector on the 2nd 
January 1892, and this again was revised by a further communication rpccivod 
on the 27th idem. , * , 

62. At the commencement of the year under report there were 48,QoTem- 
ment estates under settlement in various parts of the district of Backergunge. 
Of these, 21 were being settled under the Regulations and 27 under the Tenancy 
Act. Only those being settled under the Tenancy Act, which aro under my 
supervision, aVo dealt with in this report, and are shown in the appendices 
annexed. But the progress made in the settlement of the estates under the 
Regulations is ^so slsown in the Collector’s report No. 8T, dated the 31st 
December 1891, and No. 53'!', dated 24th January 1892, which are annexed. 
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G3. Tlie Collector, who immediately supervises the Settlement Officers, 
gives the following account of the work done during the year:—

(i) Siirn-y (yierfdlmo .—The whole 
work done from the commencement of 
survey operations down to 30th Sep¬ 
tember 189U is shown below as accu¬ 
rately as I am able to give it. Out 
of the 27 estates, the survey had been 
made and records prepared of six estates—Joynsgar, Lamchipata, Shambupura, Qolakpura, 
C'liar I’tidma, Ohar Ufidna—covering an area of 25*72 square miles, by local agency under (ho 
supervision of iJabu Giris Ohandm JJutl, Dcpjity Collector of tho regular establishmont; and 
of tliroo estates—Ohars Jangln, Kalachnnd, and Sitaram—tho survey had been made under 
tho supervision of the Suhdivisional OHicer of Ilholu and of one estate—Char Chandroil— 
under the Bubdivisionul Oflieer of I’atuakhali. In tlie cose of Char Jangla tlio survey was 
made for a sotllomout uudertlio Regulation, but after it was eomploted it was found advisable 
to liavo settlement mailo under the Tenancy Act, and notifioalion was published accordingly. 
The cost in<*urro(l by these ollicers n.s pay of amtns for survey and preparation of records is 
Rs. 4,213-4-9, and the total area surveyed 28*98 square miles. 

(i:) For tho sTirvoy ami khanapuri of the remaining 17 estates a professional party 
under the ordora of Colonel Stool arrived on the island in December Iffen, and remained 
there up to tho following Juno. In that time tho party made— 


(A) A traverse survey extending over 157*40 square miles; but in this area is included 
92’3 Sfiuato miles, the an'a of Char iihuta JaUajmara, and piu*t of Char Anuada Frosud, &o., 
which are not at present under sidtlemout, but which jt was advisable, either for convenience 
of tho survey, or tor tho prevention of further d{fg[>utes as to their jiosition^to include within 
tho area of traverse survey. Gf tho estates actually under settlenionti tho traverse survey 
only oovert'd (151 square miles, i.r., tho area of the Ui estates—(1) Lamclii Koralmora, 
(2) Krisloprosnd, No. o2.>7, (3) Bhusan Lapta Madaupiua, (4) Char Umod, (5) Char Bhairav, 
(ti) (’bar Price, (7) Char Lakhi, (Si Char Ivornlmara, (9) Mndhupiira, (10) Gpneshpura, 
(U) Istlmohau, (12) Bairngyn, (13) Char Lor4 llnrdinge, (11) Char Kali, (15) Char Fasson, 
(ICl (iliar Udny Kali; the party being unable to make traverse survey of one estate—Char 
Dnimmoud, No. 5305—as it was found to bo entirely under water at high tide. 

(B) Cadastral survey of the 12 estates—(1) Lanichi Kondmora, (2) Kristonrosad, (3). 
Bliusnn Lnptu Madanpura, (4' Char Umod, (5) Char Bhairav, ((!) Char Price, (7) Chu^Ijakbi, 
(8) Char Kfualinara, (0) Mndhupura, (10) Oonoshpura, (11) Lalmolian, (12) Bairagya. The 
area of these villages by tho cadastral survey is 43*79 square miles, but the Settlement OlBoer 
infonns mo tho area by traverse simvey is 57*2 square miles. Tho party has giveu no 
explnnution of this wide ditference, nor is tho Settlement Oflieer quite certain as yot as to lUo 
reason for tho diserejianey, but the ditfercnco is probably duo to omission (if tho area of jimgle 
laud. The Settlement I Mlioer will, however, make a sliict enquiry on this point. 

(C) Khanapuri of 11 of the abovo-iiamod 12 villages, the exception being Char Lakhi, 
eotnprisiiig an area of .‘J-7;> square miles.* The area which tho party gives as the area over 
which klianaimri and reoord writing was complefeil i.s 11*42. This 41'42 4- 3-75, the area 
of Char.Lakhi, comes to 45*17 square miles, whieh is less by 1*02 square miles than tlio area 
by, cadastral survey. ,Tho Settlement OHicer has yet to find out wherein tho difference 
lies. , 

(D.) In Juno 1890, tho party went into recess at Barmekjioto, and I am unable to state what 
work was done by its members from that month up to tho end of September 1800. I pre¬ 
sume they were ('ugaged in ealculating areas, filling up the rem.iining columns of the khasra, 
preparipg khatian ami forij with respect to villages or whioh the khanapufi had been done 
on the Held, inking up the maps, and preparing tracings of tho maps for the Settlement 
Officer. 

(E.) In November 1890, the party forwarded to the Settlement Offii^r khasra, khatian, 
tori], uiilau khosru, area and crop statement, and tracings of maps of six estates—Lamohi

Khasra, Ao., 
for Char Bmed, No. 535(>, were forwarded in January 1891; of Madhup-ira and Lal> 
mohan in April; and of Gbneshpuraand Bairagya inUay 1891. Thorererus of the last* 
named four estates were forwarded in a verjr incomplete state, the terij and khatiaus being left 
half done and full of discrepancies; the writing, too, was in groat part illegible. The seven 
villages, namely, l>unchi Koralmara, Kristoprosad, Bliusan l^pta Mi|danpura, Char Bhainiv, 
Char Price, Char Koralmara, and Ohar Umra, of which the papers have been received in a 
complete form from the professional party, cover an area of 21*21 square miles. No infonna* 
tion has been supplied as to what the party did in each month of the period from Juuo 1890 
to May 1891. . 

(F) The total cost of the work done in tho^e estates by the survey party, as reported by 
Colonel Strahan in his letter referred to in paragraph 9, is Rs. 13,841. No {Hirtioulars what¬ 
ever have been supplied to show how this sum is arrived at, or how muoh should be regarded 
as cost of traverse survey, oadastral survey, or khanapuri, and record writing; and if, as I 
believe, the distribution of tho total I’ost Iwtwoon tho Wards’ aud Guverniuont estates is 
inequitable, the charge against tho Goverument estates must be inornased. 

(G) Stttlement work ,—As regards settlement work up to tho 30th Soptoinhor 1890, little 

need be said. Babu I'yari Mehnu Boao was 
appointed Settlement (ItRcer for both Wards’ 
and Government estates in the island of Duk- 
biu Sliabdspur in December 1^89. Tho Govern¬ 
ment estates noted on tho margin were mode 
over to him on diiferent dates, and two of these, 
however, vi/., Joynagar aud liatiiohipata, were 

transferred from his file to that of Mr Bwijo Dos Dutt ou tho 14th July 1890. The settle¬ 
ment work which Babu Pyari Mohau Bose actually carried out by tho end of September 1899 
is shown below :— 

At! fetation and record of right* and crliHiig rent *.—Attestation and record of rights and of 
existing rents of Char Joynagar and rjarachipata, which were made o»er to Mr. Dwija I tas Ihitt 
in Jluy 1890. He (Babu I'yari Mohan Bose) also comjileted tho settloraent work of Chur 
Badiia, but tho settlement was not nolually sanctioned within tho year under n'port. Tlio 
greater part of the remainder of his time was usefully spent in assisting tho survey party 
during their operations in this district (ride parngraj)li 14), and ho was also emjdoyed in other 
work in connection with estates of which sottlement was oomplotod before 30th 8optomi)or 
1890 and of which no notice is called for in this report.

64. The discrepancies noticed in the Resolution on my annual report for 
the Financial year ending March 1891, between the numoer of Government 
estates in Uackergunge and the number supplied to His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor on tour, are explained in the note annexed to the Collector’s report. 

65. 1 inspected the work of Baba Fyari Mohan Bose and Mr. Dwija Das 
Dutt from the 17th to the 23rd April 1891, and again since the close of the year. 
The work of kbanapuri and attestation done by these ofiScers appeared to me to 
have been done well and carefully. 1 examined several of their decisions, and 
thought them fairly convincing though somewhat discursive. The increase of 
revenue obtained and expected in the Government estates in Backergunge now 
under assessment under the Tenancy Act, is Rs. 25,114. This increase is 
mainly due to extension of cultivation and to the assessment at prevailing rates 
of lands hold hitherto at abnormally low rents. There is no doubt that recog¬ 
nized prevailing rates do exist in these island chars in Backergunge. The chars 
being of recent formation, there is little difference between the rates paid by 
one raiyat and another on the same char, the lands of which are as a rule exactly 
of the same quality. Babu Pyari Mohan Bose was on tour 192 days—his head¬ 
quarters is at Dowlatkhan—and Mr. Dwija Das Dutt was on tour 167 days 
(luring the year ending 30th September 1891. 

CniTTAGONO Division. 

Oovernment Ettatca in Tippera, 

60. The Deputy Collector in charge Babu fiajani Kumar Datta has sub¬ 
mitted a confused report in which Government and private estates are mixed 
up, and from which it is difficult to ascertain what was actually done daring the 
year under report. 

67. iS'wysrjaoTi.—The survey and preparation of the record of rights- were 
completed at the close of 1889-90. There were 112 objections filed under 
section 105 of the Tenancy Act regarding the classification of lands and 
entries in the khatians and 30 obji^tions under section 106, which were disposed 
of in the first half of the year. The final records were published in March 1891. 
An increase of Rs. 2,346 has been obtained on the previous rental of Rs. 4,830, 
and is duo to the assessment of jungle lands previously left unassessed and to 
enhancement of rates owing to rise in prices since they wore last fixed. 
The total cost was Rs. 3,359, or 15 apnas an acre, on an area of 3,465 acres. 
This high rate is duo to delay caused in tlie decision of numerous disputes. 

68. Pargana Mawurdi —The survey was completed daring the last cold 
seasoif, and the draft records were published on 35th June 1891. There were 41 
objections under sections 105 and 106 of the Tenancy Act, which were locally 
enquired into and disposed of. The records were published on the 30th Sep¬ 
tember 1891. An expenditure of Rs. 180 was incurred on an area of 627 
acres, or nearly 5^ annas per acre, and an increase of Rs. 391 obtained on the 
previous rental of Rs. 874, which is due partly to enhancement of rates and 
partly to the assessment of excess lands. 

69. There was no special officer in charge of these settlements. A Deputy 
Collector of the district staff, Babu fiajam Kumar Datta,^ was in ohatge.

70. Chifr P«tr ^lar,—Thu eatate waa notified iof antrey and aettlement 
nnder tile Tenancy Act in July 1890. The aurvey waa ooinpleted during the 
year, and the reoorda were finally pnbliahed on the tkb April 1891. The eatate 
eonmriaea an area of 5,176 aorea with 136 n^ata, and a rental of Ra. 3,145, 
or fia. 551 in.ezceaa of the previoua jama. The aurrey coat Ra. 478 and aettie- 
mentRa. 116. 

71. Char Oasi and Char Fakira, —The aettlement of theae two eatatea 
waa begnn under the Remlationa in December 1890. Subaequently in July 
1891, Government ordered that the record of righta and aettlement of renta 
ahould be made under tiie Tenancy Act. The eatatea oonipriae an area of 
7,255 and 2,748 acrea, reapectively, tiie former being a Qovomment eatate and 
the latter a reaumed eatate, the property of private individuala. The aurvey 
waa completed during the year under report and coat Ra. 1,311. The aettlement 
work had not oommencea at the cloae of the year. A aummary aettienlent 
of the latter eatate (Char Fakira) for the current year baa been made witii 
the proprietora at the previoua jama. 

72. The work in theae three eatatea was carried out by a Deputy Collec¬ 
tor of the diatrict staff, Babu Jamini Mohan Das, who waa out on tour on 
settlement work only 8 days during the six months ending 30th September 1891. 
He was also em^oyod on other work during the year, and therefore was, it is 
said, unable to give proper attention to settlenaont duty. The moasuroments 
were tested by a Sub-Deputy Collector of the district staff. There has been 
much unnecessary delay -in bringing these petty aettloments in this district to 
a conclusion. 

Dacca Divibiok. 

Oovemnunt Ettata in Daee%, 

73. Jowar JonmangaL—ThQ survey and settlement of this estate was com' 
pleted before the commencement of the year under report, but the proceedings 
were not finally closed, pending decision of certain disputes which wore disposed 
of at the end of April 1891. l^e survey cost Rs 221 and the settlement lis. 161; 
total Rs. 382^ or annas 4^ per aci^. on an^ area of 1,199 acrea. It was not 
nocessaiy for the Settlement Officer, it is said, to go into camp during the year. 
Babu Mohendro Nath Mojumdar, Deputy Collector of the district staff, was in 
charge of the proceedings from 1st October 1890 to 3rd December 1890, and 
Babu Srinatb Bhadra for the remainder of the year under report. There has 
been great and unnecessaiy delay in completing the proceedings and sub¬ 
mitting the final report. 

Bubdwau Division. 

• Oovemmmt Eatatea in MUnapore, 

74. The only Government estate in Midn^re unde/ settlement, under 
the Tenancy Act, during the year, wasBhetia. Survey and settlement proceed¬ 
ings were completed by the Settlement Officer by end of the year 1800, but an 
appeal was mane against his decision by certain tenure holaers locally called 
aymadars. This appeal has not yet been decided by the Special Judge, and the 
final report has not therefore been yet submitted. No expenditure was incurred 
during the year. Babu Rajendra Nath Roy is the Settlememt Officer. Ho is 
also in charge of the survey and settlement of a number of private estates, of 
wUch a record of rights is being made under the Tenancy Act.

77. The total cost of survey to the end of September 1890 i« reported by 
the Settlement Officer to be Rs. 1,08,426. At a conference held in Burdwan on 
the20th June 1891, it was proposed to make a traverse survey of tauzis Nos. 1, 8 
and 3 of the llankura district, but it was decided before doing so, that a special 
report be submitted by the Manager showing what results had been obtained from 
the traverse survey of tauzi No. 4 of that dutrict, and whether the Raj had been 
put in a position to recover possession of lands of which it had been dispossess¬ 
ed in tauzi No. 4, of which a traverse survey had already been made. To en- 
ablo the Manager to como to a conclusion on this point, Mr. Shaw with a small 
detachment was engaged during the year under report in (a) relaying thak- 
bust boundaries of 21 mauzas which bad been leased in patni in tauzi No. 4, 
so that a comparison might be made of the areas now in actual possession of the 
patnidars witn the lands they should be in possession of. aocoroing to the thak- 
bust maps: (&) and also in the cadastral survey of some lands in the Burdwan and 
Hirbhum districts, which are admittedly khas, out were omitted from survey in the 
previous seasons (c) in dbtinguishing by comparison between the tliakbust 
iiud present survey maps, the lands that appertain to the several lots which 
make up the Sujamutha estate. The boundaries of 21 mauzas above referred to 
wero relayed daring the year. An area of 2,769 acres was cadastrally survey* 
ed in Burdwan and Birbnum. The boundaries of villages which had already 
been surveyed iu Sujamutha were rectified. The lands appertaining to the 13 dif¬ 
ferent tauzis of which the Sujamutha property is ooniposed were distinguished. 
'I'lie work that remained to be done at the end 6f the year is as follows 

\i) Cadastral survey of about 40,000 acres which, though most of it was 
notified for survey and is admittedly a part of the khas mehals, 
yet was never pointed out to the survey officers by the managing 
authorities as port of their estates, and therefore was. omitted 
by the survey party from survey altogether. 

(ii) The traverse survey of tauzisNos. 1, 2 and 3 of Bankura with an area 
of about 650 sijuare miles. Mr. Shaw is now engaged onthis work. 

78. The total expenditure on survey during the year was Rs. 18,982. 

70. ^rbo survey of Sujamutha was completed before the 

beginning of the year under review. ,The settlement was at first entrusted to 
Mr. Reily, who it was hoped would be able to make an amicable settlement of 
rent witu the raiyats. After Mr. Reily had made numerous attempts to affect 
an amicable adjustment of rents without success, the Settlement Officer, Mr. 
Dwijendra Lali Roy, was instructed to settle fair rents in accordance with the 
law. That officer reduced the existing rent in village Madhukali on the ground 
of deterioration of the soil, due to the obstructiem of the drainage. T%e Special 
Judge reversed the Settlement Officer's decision on appeal. Some time after ^is 
1 visited Sujamutha and in accordaboe with the orden of His Honour the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor, suggested terms of a compromise which, with some mpdifications,

Aooording to the 
Settlement Officer’s report, whidh is ourt and misleading, the rents of 3,334 
tenants have been settled before, and 8.618 tenants daring the year under 
report He mves the rent aooording to settlement at Bs. 80,917, ute previous 
rental being Bs. 86,103, but in fact the new rentil will eqt^ or exceed the. old, 
Mr. Dwijendra LaU Roy was in camp for 6S days, exolasive of halts within 5 
miles of Eajlagar, his head-quartera 'ihe ^nmbw of days spent on tour, 
considering the orders repeatedly given to him to go into every village and 
dispose of objections on the spot, was, 1 consider, utterly inadequate. The 
delay and extra expense attendant on the settlement proceeding in Sujamutha 
is greatly dus to the want of oo>operation on the part of the officials, and to 
their failure to furnish the Settlement Officer with information which was in 
their possession. 

The expenditure incurred on settlement wasBs. 14,810, of which Re. 8,960 
was expended during tiie year. 

80. ffstoffltfpur.—This estate, together with two other mohals, Panchberia 
and Chandnihat, in Birbhum, belonging to the Bnrdwan Raj were, under 
settlement daring the year under report. They contain 00 villages with an 
^gregate area of 16,229'62 acres, of which area 15,886‘69 acres belonging to 
Hukumapur and 416 60 acres in two villages belonging to Panchberia and 
Chandnihat, were snrveyed before the end of September 1890. The remaining 109 
acrea of Hukumapur and 118’33 acres of Panchberia were surveyed during the 
half*year ending September 1891, and the records of all the 90 villugos wore 
mode over by the professional survey party, to the Settlement Officer, by the end 
of September 1890. The records of Hukumapur were finally published on the 
30th June 1891, and all the kbatians fair copied. Tbo settlement of the other 
two villages was amicably made, by the Sottloniont Officer, on tbo spot, under 
instructions, which were approved by the Board, and occupied only four doys. 
There are 2,211 roiyats in Hukumapur, 193 in Panchberia, and 16 in Chandiii. 
hat—total 2,420, with a rental of Rs, 15,009* 13-8, against the previous jama of 
Rs. 12,818-13-8, thus yielding an increase of Rs. 2,191. The survey cost 
Rs. 10,500, and settlement Rs. 17,574; fair rents had been settled for 120 tenants 
up to ^ptember 1890, and for the remaining 2,092 daring the year. The diffi¬ 
culties that arose in the sottlelnent of rents and the terras of compromise finally 
accepted, by the parties are described in the Settlement Officer’s report, which is 
annexed. 

81. The Settlement Officer, Babu Sukumar Haidar, was in camp 84 days. 
I consider the number of days sfibnt by this officer in camp very inadequate. I 
inspected his oflice, and the work of khanapuri, attestation, and settU'iuent of 
rents on the ground in March*1891, and suggested certain terms of comproiniso 
between tbo managing authorities and tbo raiyats which were ultimately 

, accepted, and according to which the settlement has since been concluded.

Bqf Srinagar^BatutUi EtUtiet. 

82. Mr. Collin was in charge of the Settlement office from let October 
1890 to 8th May 1891, but in addition to his duties as Settlement Officer he 
also held charge of the office of Collector of Pumea from 1st October to 7th 
November 1890. Babu Bepin Bohari Assistant Settlement Officer, was in 
charge of settlement work in the Malda district from 1st October 1890 to 
20th January 1891, when be was relieved by Babu Barhamdeo Naraio.^ The 
latter officer was in sole charge from the 9th May 1891 to.the end uf the* ypar. 
The head-quarters of Mr. Collin was, daring the year under report, a4 Purnea, 
Babu Bepin Behari Dd’s head-quarten was at Malda. Babu Barhamdeo 
Narain had no bead quartera until be relieved Babu Be^in Behari D6 at Malda. 
Mr. OolKn was absent from his head-quarters 33 days witiiin the period from the 
1st ot October 1890 to the 7th May 1891, Babu Bepin Behsri Di 83 days 
between the 1st Oetober 1890 and the 20th January 1891, and Babu Barham¬ 
deo Karau was on toug 179 days out of the entire year. The greater part of 
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the Bettlement o! these estates had beat oompleted before begionfog of the year 
under review What remained to be done during the year was the final 
pablioation of the reomds^ retrial of eases which had bera remanded by tiie 
Appellate Court, eomjnlanon of stet^mts, and writing the find 

report. Besides this tiiere remained in the district of l^da the meesnre* 
ment of five villages in pargana Kotwali, of one village of patgana 
Akbarabad, and the settlement of 44 villages of parganas Kotwali and 
Akbarabad. The five .villages in parganas Kotwali and Akbarabad were at 
first omitted from survey at the request of the managing authorities, as th^ 
were of a scattered character, and it was tliou^t they were not woridi the 
expense of a survey. Later on the landlords appued for a measurement, which 
was accordingly carried out. The village omitted in pargmia Akbarabad 
is one which had diluviated in the year of survey and was 8abee(|uently 
re-formed. As resards the 44 villages which remained for settlement in par¬ 
ganas Kotwali and Akbarabad, a dispute arose as to the standard of measure¬ 
ment, the proprietors claiming five cubits to the luggee, and the raiyats six 
cubits of 22 inches. The dispute was judicially decided in May 1899 in favour 
of the landlord; the raiyats appealed against this decision, and pending disposal 
of the appeal, both parties applied to have the settlement of these villages 
deferred. The appeal was decided by the Special Judge in favour of the 
landlord, but yet the raiyats ref used to attend and attest the areas of their hold¬ 
ings and the amounts of their rents, though snmmonses were issued against them 
individually. Mr. Collin was chiefiy engaged during the part of the year in 
which he held charge of the Settlement office, in publication of the final 
records, in the preparation of statistical statements, and in compilation of the final 
report. He also visited Malda twice and completed the settlement of eleven 
villages with 1,609 tenants. From November 1890 to the middle of January 
1891, Babu Barhamdeo Narain was in camp in the Farkiah pargana of the 
Monghyr district. Ho settled two villages containing 316 tenants, and decided 
16 boundary disputes which have been remanded for fresh trial by the 
Commissioner and tlio Board. From that time to end of the year he was 
principally engaged in recording rights and settling rents in pargana 
Akbarabad in the Malda district. Babu Bepin Behari Do was engaged from 
the let October 1690 to the 20th January 1891 in the Malda district. He 
decided four boundary dispute cases, disposed of 170 objections under section 
105, of 12 disputes under section 106, and settled the rent of 66 raiyats. 
The progress made in the settlement of 44 villages in pargana Kotwali and 
Akbarabad is described by the Assistant Settlement Officer thus:-— 

(ii) In the Molds distriot the settlement of 15 villages of pargana Kotwali and 
29 villages of pargana Akbarabad was made during the last administrative year. I will 
take up eaeh pargana separately. « 

(() In pargana Kotwali the settlement of two villages, llarinarainpur and Chuok 

Harinarainpur, was made by_ Babu Bepin Bebari V4, 
SattioiiMiitofpargnnaKatiraiL Them was no dispute regarding rates, and both parties 

agreed that excess area mould be assessed without any 
allowance. The settlement was made on these terms. Babu Bepin Behari D4 also settled < 
the rout of 13 raiyats of mauza Sadpur. These men olaimed to be fixed rent raiyi^ts, and 
objeoted to pay additional rent for the excess area; but additional rent was deoreed after an 
allowance or two euttahs in the bigha, and four tenants were held to be fixed rate raiyats. 
There was no appeal made. The settlement of two other villages, vis., Lakhighat and 
Jalalpur, was made by Mr. E. W. Collin. In the former, apphoation for settlement of 
fair rent was made regarding nine raiyats only in whose ease there was an inoreaae of area, 
and it was assosaed at the rate of 81 annas per bigha without allowance with the consent of the 
raiyats. In Jalalpnr only the existing rent,was recorded without dispute, and fair rent was 
fixed regarding four raiyats only. He (Mr. Collin) also settled the rent of seven tenants in 
Sultonpur, of whioh the attestation had been made by me. There ww no applioation for settle¬ 
ment of rent of other tenants. The settlement of two villages, Pirojpor and Boojroog Sultan- 
pur^was made by me. There was no diapute regarding the ratee, and the excess area was 
suited after on allowanoe of two oottaha in the bigha. This was the rate of oUowanoe made 
in other villagos of this distriot in the previous year. In three other villages of this pargana, 
namely, Jote-Beeroo, Jote-Binoda, and Biyibpar, the existing rent only was reeled in 
the al^noe cd applioation for settlement of foir rent. In the remaining four villages ol thia 
pargana, the exWng rent only of all the raiyats was asoertsined and reooraed. The 
fanffiords did not generally apply for aettlement of fisix rent in this* pargana, 1^, 
beoanse there was little inorease of em; and, 2tuUif, in order to avrid diipulaa regarding 
existing rent and ratsa. »

also by Mr, OoUm. The raiyats of this talnka did not attend the eettiement 

prooeedi^ Md their oxisting rent waa recorded by the Sattlemont Officer mostly according 
aamindar. The same waa also held to be the to rent. After 
pablioaton of the record of this taluka, the landlords preaeuted a number of petitions, 
mying that aoTcniiyamt entered in the htutabiid did not find piece in the settlement records. 
In course of enquiry in these oases it oame to light that many raiyate of this taluka held 
very much more or leas landHhan what was entered in the Awtabud, and the rent payable 
was unrenaonably disproportionate to the area held by them. The aetUemont of taluka 
Mu^flapur hod to be made by me. The raiyate of this taluka were as reousaut as those 
of Oopeenathpur, and there was the aame disparity betwoeu the area found and the rout 
eutom in the hu»tabu4, 1 acooi^iugly followed the procedure adopted regarding Lukhipur, 
and died the rental of each holding according to the area found by the survey at the village 
rate of 10 annaa 9 pies including battah, which was admitted by both paruas. TOie raiyate 
of talnka Sriniboahpur 'attended the aettlement prooaeding, and their eiiating rent waa 
oorreotly recorded. The eame was held to be fair rent, as there wee no proof of previous 
moMimment and previous area. The majority of the raiyate of this taluaa liad been held 
to M nzed rent roiyata. ^ The existing rant was only recorded in the village Hehamniadpur, 
as there waa no application for aettlement of fair rent by either party; and although a portion 
of the ytUage was dituviated, the raiyate, in order to preserve tneir rights, did not deaire 
a reduction of rent. The whole of Hudeeniigar had aubmarged in the Cwigaa, and emerged 
after two when one Babu Bhagabutti Charon Roy, the owner of an indigo fuotniy, who 



BanuU Raj, and the latter agreeing to give him a lease of the village at the rote of 8 annaa 
per mgha. The old raiyats of Hudoonogor contended thot their right in the land had 
not been oxtingnidiod, while the landlonla urged that they had lost the right by non- 
pajrment of rent. This case also waa oompromisra by lands wing settled with the nuyeta 
at 11 annas per bigha.

The rentenll of 
Srinibaahpur and Hudeinngar waa kept together by the landlords. 

88. MamUfuaut of the reeordt.—ln order to train tho patwiri# of those 
eatatee in the work of aurvoy, claaaes w«re opened at the tahnl ofRco of the 
Daphar paigana and at Nohatta in Bhigalpur, at Monghyr, and at Pumoa, 
Out of 161 iMtwdris of the Srinagar estate, 48 received oertificatea of proBciency, 
md the majority of the other* were partially trained,. The Superinteadent 
of the aurvev party reported that, tbon^ only a email proportion of the 
patw^ of tte estate received training anmeient to permit of their being provid> 
ed with oertifioatea, yet moat of them took an intmligent interwt in the work 
while in progr^ and the {greater number are, in bia opinion, quite capable of 
making oocrtfitiona and addition* to the map*, althongh unable to make ramplete 
originBl survey of wfade villages. Since the setdement has been in progress, 
the number of jmtwdris on the Court of Wards’ portion of tiie estate been 
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reduced by 47. There are now 104 patwdriL of whom 48 haiw received certifi* 
oaten and the reat have been partially trained Tbia makei a prorinon of one 
patwdri to every 6^ equare milea, in which the estate owns a half share. In 
addition to the patwdns, the Manager has appointed a staff of 15 officers, Who 
have been selected from employes of the Survey Department, and whose duty 
it is to supervise tho patwdns and to chech the rocoru and maps. Each of tM 
proprietors has been supplied with copies of the vill^ maps, and with comtdete 
copies of the records, vi;., khasra, khatians, and terijes. A set of-rules has been 
drawn up by me, and issued by the Board of Revenue for the maintenanee of the 
records, and there should be no difficulty in carrying out the work of correct¬ 
ing them from time to time, if .the rules ore observed. The Srinagar-Banaili 
estates having now passed out of the hands of the Court of Words, it will be for 
the proprietors to keep np the records or not as they may wish. 

84. Cost ,—The total expenditure shown in Appendix A as having been 
incurred to end of September 1891, is taken from me report of the Assistant 
Settlement Officer, Babu Barhamdeo Narain, who is now in charge of the Settle¬ 
ment office. The total area surveyed was 698| square miles, or 447,189 acres. 
The total cost of survey and settlement from the beginning of the operations to 
tho end of year was Rs. 3,01,.384, and the total increas# of rent Rs. 22,770. 

I inspected the work twice during the year, once at Pomea and once at 
Mulda. 


Dacca Division. 

Dakhin Shabdzpur Pargana in Backsrgungs. 

85. The circumstances under which this estate was brought under 
survey were described in previous reports. The Dakhin Shab^zpur pargana 
is divided into two mahals or ostutos, Nos. 1763 and 1764 of tho llackurKunge 
Collector’s tausi. Estate No. 1763 is entirely managed by the Court of Warns, 
and estate No. 1764 is hold ioiutly by tho Court of Wains and others. The 
co-sharers of No. 1704, wno at first refused to join tho Court of Wards in an 
application for survey and record of rights, submitted during the year an 
application for tho preparation of a record of rights of their shares also. This 
application has been granted. Tho work done during the year is described by 
the Collector us follows:— 

(o) Survey .—The operatiuns for the survey and rooonl of rights of this estate, No. 1703, 
oommcDood in Dooember 18')0, and from tho ooinmoueemeut down to 30th September 1390 
tho work which had been done is shown below. 

A professional survey party under the orJors of Oolonel Steel arrivefl on .the estate 
in Deoomber 1839 ond romoinod there np to (he following June. They were engaged 
on the survey of tho Dakhin ShabAspnr ward's estate and nine Qnveriimeut estates 
in Bsokergungo at the same time. The work done in the Dakhin Sbabsspur estate was the 
following 

(A) Travorso survey of tho whole estate, the area of which was found to be 130'C3 

square milos comprised in 38 villages. 

(B) Cadastral survey of 36 of these villages, comprising an area of 124’66 square’ 

miles. 

(0) Ehaiisnuti (i.r., filling up the first four columns of the khasra) with res{)eot to 14 
of the smallest villagos in the estate, comprising an area of only 17'&8 
square miles. 

(A) In Juno 1890 the party went into recess at Borraokpore. They were engaged in 
i«lculating areas, filling up remaining columns nf the khasra, preparing khstians and 
terijes with respect to the 14 villages of which the khanapori had been done on the field, 
inking up the maps, and preparing tracingsy>f the maps for tho Settlement olfioe. 

(f) The ^survey party forwarded to the Settlement Officer, in October 1890, khasra, 
khetian, terij, niilim^ khasra, area and crop statements, and tracings of maps with rospeot to 
four villages, oud similar papers with res^ to one village in November, five in January, and 
four in M ay. The records of these last four and of one of the five of which reoords were sent 
in January .were found to bo incomplete, ae tlie names of intermediate tenure-holders had been 
omitted and some of the papers wero misring, so that a revirioo of the whole of khanapori 
work couneotod with those five villages beoome neoesseiy. The nine villages of wbiob the 
papers were reooived in a complete form from the professionel party cover an area of 5 38 
square miles only. ' 

(d) Tho total cost of the work done in this estate by the survey party, as reported by 
Colonel Strehau in his letter No. doted 6th November 1891, is lie. 86;046-7. No 
partioulare whatever have been supplied to show how this earn was arrived st, or how much

66. S 0 t(lenu»t —The Settlement Officer, Babu Pym Mohan Boae, joined 
hia appointment on the Slat December 1889. From that time till September 1890 
be was engaged jNotlj in^ the settlement of Qoyemment estates, partly in 
settling diaputea, in smoothing the way for tlio survey party in Dakhin ShaW* 
por, in reconciling differences which arose between the survey amfns and 
tbe tenants, and supervising and testing the kbanapoii work of those amlns. 
The work that remained to be done on the 1st October .1890, the work 
done during the year under report, and the work that remained to be done at 
the end of the year, is described by the Collector thus:— 


(a) On the 1st October 1890 the work which remained to be done was— 

(A) Cadastral survey of *24 smiare miles. (JVMe.—There was an area of 5-85 square 

miles “ ohar ” land of which cadastral survey was not needed; henoe difference 
between area by traverse and area by cadastral survey.) 

(B) Ehanapuri and record writing inolusive of inking in and oompletiag the maps, 

estimating area, and pnqraration of traoingB of 24 villagm covering area of 
107'22 square miles. 

(G) The settlement work of the whole estate. 

(D) The preparation of copies of reoords for tbe tenants and the Oolleotor. 

(b) 'Within tbe year, 1st October 1890 to SOtb September 1891, the work actually done 
by the Settlement Officer waa— 

(A) Cadastral survey of *24 square miles. 

(B) Kbanapuri, inking in ana completion of maps, estimating of area oomnleted for 

the 24 villages noted above, record writing completed for 13 villages out 
of the 24 (orea of the 13 being 33'08 square miles). 


For the other villages kbatians and tcryei were partly written, but the Settle¬ 
ment Officer cannot give the exact amount remaining to be done on 1st 
October 1691. Tracings prepared of maps of 23 villagea out of the 24. 

(0) The settlement work done in the year was as follows 

(c.) Attestation and record of rents completed in 11 villagea oovoring an ana of 
14‘49 square miles. 

(b) First poblioation of reoprds made with respect to six viUagos covering area of 
2‘09 square mUes. .

* (e) One hunched and twenfy*one suits (99 for settlement of fair rents with respect 
to 590 tenants, «nd 22 suits on other questions) disposed of. Forty-two 
boundary disputes and 114 miscellaneous petitions of objection were also 
disposed of. Besides, the Settlement Officer also claims that he disposed 
eummarily of a large number of verbal objections of which the only record 
is the corrections i^e in the records when such wero/ound to be needed. 
(D) CoUeotore’ oopieeof reoords of the three villagm (C) were prepared. 


87. The small outturn of settlement work is explained as follows:— 




one had been washed away completely by the river after the survey, tod no settlement work 
was called for with respect to it. The reootdc of five villas covering area of 12*20 square 
miles were received in such an incomplete state that it wss found necessary to depute amine to 
revise them, lie remainiDg eight villages of which the reociids were received from tbe survey 
raiiy are included in (Ca). Tne six in (C5) and three in (Ce) form part of these ‘right. 
The remaining three in (Ce) are three vuloges of which tbe khanapun and record writigg 
were done donng the year under review under supervirion of the Settlement Offiaer. The 
reoends of other villages of whioh the kbanapuri was made by him oould not be got ready 
for attestation during the year.

89. The expenditure inourrod by the Survey Department is far in excess 
of the estimates. The existing rents of the raiyats are accepted as fair, but it 
does not follow that the rental payable to the proprietors of the estate by 
howladars and other tennre'holdors, the amount oi whose rent will be settled 
on the basis of the rentals payable b/tho under-raiyats to them, will not be 
increased. 

90. I visited Dakhin Shabdzpur once during the year, and again since 
the close of the year, and inspected the work of khanapuri and attestation. 
Tho khanapuri, which is very complicated in Backergunge, and the work of 
attestation appeared to me to have been carefully done. Tho standard of 
attestation which tho Assistant Settlement Officer has endeavoured to work up 
to is 1,600 plots a day. 


CinTTAaojro Division. 

Serail Pargana WarSt Estate in Tippera. 

91. Tho survey of this estate was undertaken by a detachment of No. 2 
Varty, Survey of India, in November 1889. Tho total area under survey, was 
180,664 acres, contained in 299 villages. To the end of September 1890 
tho survey party bad flnishod tho traverse survey, as also the kistwar survey, of 
166,882 acres, and tlio record-writing of 125,696 acres; tho remainder 
was completed during tho year under report, but it was not till Sep¬ 
tember 1890 that the Survey Department sent in their first batch of records 
for 26 villages only. The settlement operations commenced in November 
1890. The rcconls of 280 villages with an area of 128,722 acres were 
made over to tho Sottloniont Officer up to tho end of the year under report. 
Of thoso 31, with an area of 3,378 acres, were received in the previous year. 
During tho year, fair rents were settled and the rights were rocordra of 
15,773 tenants holding an area of 37,089 acres; to this must be added an 
area of 9,913 acres, which was cither khos patit or belonged to landlords other 
than the Court of Wards, so that the total area of thoviUa^ settled was 47,002 
acres. Of tho tenants recorded as under the Court of Wards, 714, with an 
urea of 6,642 acres, wore cultivating tenuro-holders, and 15,059, wi^ an area 
of 30,447 acrew, settled raiyats. There were also 1,221 under-raiyats, vrith 
739 acres. An increase of Ks. 16,876 was obtained in the rental, partly by the 
assessment of ejxcess lands found in the possession of tenants, and partly by 
assessment at preyailing rates, of lands held at less than thoso rates; but this 
amount is liable to alteration after pnblioation of the draft jamabandi and the 
disposal of objections. 

92. Tho total cost of survey to end of tho year was Rs. 99,168, or annas 8f 
an acre, for an area of 180,664 acres, out of which Rs. 27,876 were expended 
during tho year. The settlement cost Rs. 13,533, or 4 annas 7 pies an acre, 
on an area of 47,002 acres. The settlement work is reported to have 
proceeded without any difficulties. Deputy Collector Babu KaU Shankar Sen 
has throughout been in charge of the proceedings and was on V>ur 125 days. 
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98. I iaipeoted the work once darioff the j^eer, in April lest. It seemed 
to me that the work of atteatatioa and setuemeat was beiag wril doae, bat the 
Qumbeor of days speat by the Settlemeot Officer on tour is quite msuffioient. 

Oaisss DnrieiQK. 

Kujtmg. 

94. The sorrey of this estate, which appertains to t^ie Burdwan Raj and 
ooDtaios an area of 146,804 acres, was oomj^eted preTious to the year under 
report. During the year under reriow the rent of 28,841 tenants and 3,000 
ttnder*nuyatB had been recorded, leaving a balance of 7,014 to bo dealt with 
at the end of the year. Of ten boundary chsputes instituted, nine were 
decided. Besides these, 2,738 objections relating to mutation of names, 
classification of soil and rent-free tenures and holdings were disposed of. The 
Settlement Officer, Babu Chandra Nath Ghosh, was on tour 181 days. The 
settlement has, it is reported, been completed, and the final report is promised 
shortly. The settlement was made amicably, the rents being adjusted by calcu¬ 
lating the village rates on, the land ascermined by measurement, by the 20 
dvAti podika. Du^g the half-year ending September 1891, the Settlement 
Officer was principally occupied in settling rent-free tenures and in record¬ 
ing the rent of the uuder-raiyats, most of whom, it is said, cultivate lands of 
the Idkhirajdars on the half-produce system. An increase of Rs. 7,192 has 
been obtained on the previous rental of Rs, 1,08,056. The cost of survey to 
end of the year under report was Rs. 50,648 and of settlement Rs. 21,272, out 
of which Rs 13 and Rs. 5,496, respectively, were expended during the year, 
the details of which will be found in Appendix A. Whore the application of the 
village rates to the area by the 20 dtuti podika resulted in a reduction of rents, 
the Settlement Officer was instructed, in accordance with the recent orders of 
the Board and of Government, to adhere to the existing rent, and therefore 
had to revise the rentals of some individual raiyats, whose rentals would l)o 
reduced by strict application of village rates to survey areas. 1 have recently 
inspected the work at Mossagai. The khanapuri and attestation appeared to me 
to nave been carefully done. A separate report has been submitted to the 
Board, on the question of the assessment of rent and resumption of iofe/lr rent- 
free lands. 


Kanika. 

95. Daring the year Mr. Srinath Dutt was in charge of the settlement of 
the Kanika estate from Ist October. 1890 to 14tb May 1891, when he was 
transferred to Burdwan. Mr. Sokhawat Xlossein was placed in charge on 3rd 
July 1891. Mr. Srinath Dutt was 73 days on tour, and Mr. Sakhawat Ilossein 
85 days. The estimated area of the estate is 282,240 acres, including 104,320 
acres of j.ungle, which latter was surveyed on tke 4*' scale. 

06. Up to 30tb September 1890 an area of 163,630 acres was oadastrally 
surveyed, the balance 14,290 acres having been surveyed during the year under 
yeport. Of the 632 villages comprised in the estate, the records of 440 were 
made oyer to the Settlement Officer up to September 1890, and 137 during the 
year under report. Mr. Srinath Dutt recorded the existing rexfts and the status 
> of 7,848 tenants. Ho submitted rate reports for 129 villages, which, however, 
the Board were not prepared to accept, because it was thought that the enhance¬ 
ment of rent which would result from the proposed rates was too largo. 
Mr. Sakhawat Hossein was directed to submit a revi^ rate report, which ho has 
done since the dose of the year for 511 villages, but the Board, as now consti¬ 
tuted, has been unable to accept Mr. Sakhawat Hossein’s proposed rates because 
the proposed settlement wodd^ appear to be too lenient,to the raiyats. 
Mr. Sakhawat Hossein was principally engaged during the portion of tiio yoax 
when he was in chuge, in preparing hu rate report. His proposals, if accepu-d, 
wonld result in an increase of m. 10,704 on a present rental of Ha. 89,344. The 
Settlement Officer will now, in accordance with the Board’s order, have again 
to justify his proposed rates, and possibly to revise the rentals of some oC the 
raiyats. . 

97. I visited Kanika once during the year, and examined the work 
of attestation done by Mf. Srinath Dutt. 1 found that the areas of holdings 
resulting from survey, and the new rentals enterdl against their names 

n 2 
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which were snpposed to hare been explained by Mr. Srinath Datt, had 
not been understood by some of the raiyats whom 1 examined, and I instracted 
Mr. Sakhawat Hossein in such oases to hare the attestation done over again. 
He chocked and completed the attestation of 31 villages containing 15,087 
khasra entries, disposed of 1,103 objections and of some important boundary 
disputes during the year. The settlement is an amicable one. It is not 
conducted under any law. The Court of Wards as landlord demands whatever 
rent it thinks equitable. If the raiyats accept the proposed rents, the 
settlement is concluded; if the raiyats decline to pay enhanced rents, the 
enhancements must bo sued for in the Rent Courts. The total cost of survey 
to end of the year was Bs. 66,399, and of settlement Rs. 8,965'12<2. 

PBIVATB ESTATES. 

Bubdwan Division. 

Private Estates ia Midnapore. 

98. * During the year under report there wore 11 settlements under Chap* 
tor X of the Tenancy Act on the file of the Settlement Officer, Babu Rajendra 
Nath Roy, whoso head-quarters were at Midnapore. They were—

(2 Gur Moyna, (8) Belabaria,

the details of which will be found in appendices A and B of this report. Two 
estates, Cbowrachak No. 365 and Uttampore, were struck off on the application 
of the proprietors. 

(1) KesiarL—Thia is a long pending settlement. Orders were issued for 
revision of the settlement records prepared by the late Settlement Officer, Babu 
Bissessur Banerjeo, on the ground of irregularities in his proceedings, which, 
however, wore uphold by the Special Judge on ^poal in the case of four out 
of the 41 villages comprised in the estate. The parties in the remaining 
villages have come to an amicable settlement. The final report is pending 
compilation of the statistics which are now being collected. 

(2) (tur Moyna, (3) Dakhin Moyna, (4) Sudampore, (5) Gur Safat. —The final 
reports of those estates were submitted during the year under report. There 
wore appeals to the Special Judge againstAho decisions of the Settlement Officer 
in respect of estates Dakhin Moyna and Gur Safat; the orders passed on these 
appeals by the Special Judge have been carried out, whilst the appeals in the 
eases of estate Sudampore were partly dismissed and partly withdrawn. 

(6) Changrachak or ChowAchak No. 363, (7) Nemuck Mehal, (9) Srikanta 
Kalagantla, (10) Benagalsia. —The measurements of these estates were finished 
in May last and wore tested by the Settlement Officer. In August following 
cases for determining the length of the local measuring poles and the dimen¬ 
sions of the local bighos were locally decided, and the work of recording 
rights and rents was taken up in September and is now in process. 

(8) Belabaria. —The work was commenced hero in December 1890 and was 
completed during the year under report. An appeal is now pending before the 
Special Judge regarding a boundary dispute, the hearing of which is fixed 
fur the 4th November 1891. 

(11) J/ayurt.—Tho complotioh of the proceedings in this estate is pending 
result of an appeal to the Special Judge in respect of throe out of the five 
vill^es comprised in the estate, in connection with the length of the local 
metuuring poles, and the dimensions of the local bightu- 

99. During the year the Settlement Officer was in camp 106 days, which, 
oonsidering that he has allowed the settlement of these estates to be unneces¬ 
sarily prolonged, is altogether insufficient. He was, however, also employed 
on road cess, and other work daring part of the year. 

Mollarport Estate in Birhhum. 

100. This is a permanently-settled estate, owned, by Mohant Gopal Dasa 
as patnidar under the Mkharajah of Burdwon, and is situated in the district of 
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Birblram. The surrey and reowd of rights were authorised under OoTermaent 
notification dated 5th November 1889| because of disputes likely to end in 
a breach of the peace. The estate oontains an area of 33,530 acres comprised 
in forty-five village The survey by plane-table commenced in January 1890 
under the supervision of Munsbi Nundji, who also had charge of the com¬ 
pletion of the settlement of the Oubalhati estates, and of' the measurement 
of some villages belonging to the Hardia Indigo Factory in Champaran. 
Up to 30th ^ptember 1890 an area of 31,711 acres was surveyed, and the 
remainder 1,819 acres was surveyed during the year under report. The 
survey and khanapuri having been finished in October 1890, the work of 
computation of field areas, checking areas by,summation of fields, by com¬ 
parison with 'statement of village areas, and attestation was done dunng the 
year under report. Five boundary disputes were disposed of before, and 36 
during, the year. 

101. . Fixation and aeitlmmt of rests.—I inspected, in February 1891, the 
work of khanapuri and attestation, which appowed to mo to have been earefully 
done, and having enquired into the questions in dispute between the mohant 
and his tenants, suggested certain terms of compromise, which the Settlement 
Officer reports the Collector disapproved of, on the ground that they were likely 
to load to enhancements, which he thought the mohant was not entitled to. As 
the landlord and tenants themselves hesitated and asked for numerous adjourn¬ 
ments, thereby prolonging the proceedings and increasing the expense, the 
Settlement Officer was finmly instructed to proceed to settle lair rents judicially 
in accordance with the law. He settled the rents of 131 raiyats during the your, 
with the result that the existing rental of these raiyats, Rs. 1,736, was increased 
to Rs. 3,003. The Settlement Officer expected that settlement of rents of tho 
remaining 3,866 raiyats would have been completed by tho end of January 
1893, but has not yet submitted the final report.

Ho was 
on tour 146 days during the year under report in the Mollarpore estate, 43 days 
in Dubalbati, and 7 in Champaran.

104. The final report of tho survey and settlement of those estates 
was submitted to the Board with this qffice No. 300TA, dated the 3nd 
February 1892. 

105. A survey and the preparation of a record of rights was sanctioned 

under section 101, sub-section 2(a), owing to the existence of serious disputes 
between the R^ah of Duludhati ana his tenants regarding the rent and area 
of holdings. The necossa^ notification was published in the Cakutta Oazette 
of the 20th December 1887, but 17 villages were subsequently added to the list 
under separate nothications, dated, respectively, the 35th July, 25th September, 
and 16tb October 1889. - 

106. Thesorveiy by plane-table was commenced in March 1888 and ended 
in March 1890. The settlement was begun in November 1889 and was 
finished in August 1891. 
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107. The iurvey operatioiu extended over a tract containing a total area 
oi 41,794 acres, of whioh 4, IS6 were subsequently excluded from the survey. 
The area that came under settlement was 37,7aS acres, classified thus:—

108. The total numbur of objections filed under section 106 was 2,073, of 
which 192 were disposed of during, and the balance before, the commencement 
of, tae year. The total number of applications for setUement of rent under 
se^ion 104, clause (2), was 162, of which 73 were disposed of during the* 
year under report. The total number of tenants in the estate is 8,497, and 
the amount of fair rent settled is Rs. 86,295.

Prieate EttaUt in Tippera, 

112. Jotear Alaidia Durgapwr .—This is a small estate belonging to the 
Mabaraiah of Hill Tippera. Rates were determined in November 1800 after 
disposal of the objections presented by the raiyats, and draft khatians were 
published in May 1891, the records being fiudly published in September 1891. 
The estate has an area of 1,264 acres in eight villages. The survey, which 
was finished before September 1890, coat Rs. 857>7<3 and settlement Rs. 220.8*2. 
An increase of Rs. 1,099 has been obtained in the rental, and is duo to the 
assessment of excess land. Deputy Collector Babu Rajani Kumar Datta, who 
is in charge of settlement work in the district, hod his head.qnarters at Comilla 
and was out on tour on settlement work on this and other estates for 120 days. 

Biiaoai.i>ub Division. 

Smtkal Parganat prieaU aamutdar't Eitaies. 

113. The survey and settlement of 18 private permanently'Settled estates 
in this district, comprising 1,430 villages, witn an area of 441,rilO acres, of which 
203,018 are cultivated and 238,492 uncultivated, was in progress during 
the year. 

(a) Survey .—The work that remained to bo done at tho close of the field 
season 1889-90 was the survey and measurement of 420 villages. On tho Ist 
November 1890 the Settlement Officer, Mr, Craven, took tho field with two 
assistants, Babus Ros Behaty Dutt and Jogondra Chandra Bhanja. There were 
three field parties, one being under tho immediate charge of tho Sidtlomont 
Officer and the two others under the two assistants. In tho middle of Decombor 
a third Assistant Settlement Officer, Babu Baiomm Das tSiipta, was appointed 
to relieve tho Settlement Officer of the personal cliargo of his party, winch was 
then working in the Jamtara subdivision. Tho supervising staff was further 
strengthened in February last by the appointment of a kdriungo to each 
party. The party working under Babu Ras Behary Dutt, in tho Godda sub- 
division, surveyed the boundaries and measured in detail the fields of 176 
villages, .covering an area of 31,709 acres of cultivated land and 12,753 uc.res 
of micultivatcd land comprised in 103,900 plots. Tbe -Dumka party under 
Babu Jogondra Chandra Bhanja surveyed the boundaries and measured in

116. From the abstract annexed it will be seen (1) that the total area of 
Qovomment estates and temporarily-settled tracts under survey and settlement, 
during the year, was 9,090 square miles, of which 2,381 miles had been survey¬ 
ed prior to, and 1,397 miles wore surveyed during the year under report; too 
total expenditure on survey and settlement from the beginning of the operations 
to the end of the year being Rs. 13,04,875, and the increase of revenue actually 
obtained being Rs. 1,10,078, or 8‘44 per cent, on the outlay. This amount 
does not represent anything like the increase that will bo obtained when tho 
settlement operations are completed in Chittagong, Orissa, and Jalpaiguri, 
which ore expected to yield an increase of revenue amounting to about eight 
lacs of rupees in addition to what has been actually obtained; (2) the total 
area of wards’ estates under settlement is 1,995 square miles; the increase 
of rental actually obtained amounted to 6*96 per cent, on the outlay; an(^ f3) 
the total area of private, permanently-settled estates, under survey and settle¬ 
ment was 816 square miles (inclusive of tho Sonthal Parganos estates), the 
increase of rental obtained being 42*49 per cent, on the outlay. 

117. From a revenue point of view, it is hoped that these results may 
bo considered to be satisfactory. There has nowhere been any serious opposi¬ 
tion to tho proceedings, nor has any seriouVi dissatisfaction with tho results 
boon expressed, on the part of cither the landlords or tenants concerned.

With reference to the Oovemment Cironlar No. 15TA, dated the 17th October 1891 
calling for a report on tl^ progress made in tnrrey and lettlement of Oiissa for tha half* 
year ending 30th September 1891,1 have the honour to lubmit the following'report. 

2. There has been some delay in eubmitting this report, due to the laot that while on 
leavo at Darjeeling llis Honor the Liontenant-Govomor draw m^ attention to certain ertora 
and discrepancies which were found to exist in 'the figures contained in the progress report 
submitted for previous months, and I was anxious on my return (on the 2nd Novembe^ to 
reconcile those orrors before submitting the present report. 

3. The area of the three districts is given difierently by different authorities, and 
I have met with very great diffioulties in my endeavours to get at anything like aoonraie 
figures for the three districts. It was only on the 17th November thi^ I got the eorreoted 
figures for Cuttack. 1 have in the present return adhered, and intend in future to adhere, 
to the areas given in the revenue survey records. These figures are more likely to be 
accurate than those taken from other sources. 

4. 1 give in the margin the area of caoh of the throe districts of Cuttack, Fnri, and 

Hnuaro miiot Dalosoro. I think it advisable, however, to treat each district 
in detail, os the matter is somewhat complicated by the foot 

■'"> > . that in some coses the area of Angul and Banki has been 

jtniftw.re , _ included within tho area of the Outtaok district, while in other 

Totiti ... 0,141 coses tho area of those two estates has been excluded. Then, 

again, the entire area of Konika has been taken as lying

12. The two pemianent-Bettlod estates (1) Andhari, No. 6 in map, (2) Manikpatna, 
No. 2 in map, wore surveyed prior to my arrival in the distriot.

It will be Ruen that every onnsidorablo progrem has been made in demarcation work 
eince the 30th Juno 1801. The Government in their letter No. 4'JIT—tt, dated 23rd Sep¬ 
tember 1801, intimated that they expected 1,400 square miles to ho cadastrally surveyed in 
the current year, and a further area of 1,400 square ^iles to ho traversed ahead ready for 
cadastral survey in the coming sonsou. I was therefore called upon to get 2,800 square miles 
demarcated. I at first thought this would bo impossible, more so, that during *the rains, 
• p. s. Mva. T. a arcu. owing to the country being more or less under water, little 
or no work could bo undertaken. I have, however, been able 
to got 8r>2 square miles* demarcated and ready for the 
traverse camp to take the field whenever they may begin 
work. In addition to the 852 square miles, of whfeh the 
demarcation has boon completed, demarcation work is in 
progress in 28 parganaa in Cuttack and throe porganos in Balasoro, and I expect to 
tr. a «n>tk T. M. arua. have a farther area of 858 square miles ready for the 
traverse camp by the 31st December 1891. We will there¬ 
fore have l,710t squaro miles ready for traverse camp by 
the dlst, December. To enable mo to complete the area 
expected of mo I willhave to demarcate another 1,090 square 
i,no milos, and 1 have very little doubt this eon be done by the 

end of .February. 

The demarcation of Pori has been completed as far as the temporarily-seitlod area is 
coboemed. This of course does not include the 335 square miles of lake Chilka. I have 
given instructions to the Assistant Settlement Officer to demarcate the 156 square miles of 
pormanoutly-setUod area during the current month. Even if it is dwlded not to cadastrally 
survey the remaining four permanently-settled estates, the demarcation of the area will have 
to bo medo in any cose to enable us to complete our maps. 

I understand His Honor to sav that he wanted the survey of Cuttack'to be token in 
hand before we pat our hand to llalosore. With this object in view I have made arrange¬ 
ments to get the entire tem})orary-settled area in Gnttaim demarcated during the ourimit 
season. And have dso taken steps to get quite 800 to 900 square milsa demarcated in 
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BftUion u vwlL I find no difSooIiy in fottun in koeping tho domannUon vrork quite 
1,000 to 1,400 aquue milM ahead of the travene. 

Final orders widi regard to the permaneofc-aettlod ana in Otiasa have not been leoaTed 
19 to I have thomore hiUierto reetriotod the demareatioaot thepennanent>nttled area 
to anoh eetatea m come vithin the irrigated area. I hare very little doubt, homTer, that 
pargana AuU No. 24 in the map, will erentnallj hare to bo lurreyed, and I have ^oe* 
ioie nven orders to have this area demarcated in anticipation of the Oovemment orders. 

^e entire staff of nine officers made over to me will be enga^ in attatation and soil 
maps of tile 1,048 (1,0S5 square miles shown was wrong, and the Sumj Department has 
sinoe sanplied corrected figui^ which is 1,04$) square miles, which have been cadastrally 
snrvsysa, and of which we have receiv^, or are about to reoaive, the records. 1 have no 
officer available to take up and dispose of the boundary disputes that will crop up when ths 
1,400 square miles are under survey. In the Director’s note, without number and date, but 
which was evidently written in February last, and which contains a detail estimate for the 
Orissa survey and settlement, in paragraph 59 Mr. Finuoane makes provision for two officers 
to do demuoation work, and also to supervise field work of amins and dispose of boundary 
disputes. His Honor has given mo one Sub-Deputy to do demarcation woric. And this 
officer when he joins will.be put in charge of the demarcation. But I have no officer to 
supervise the field work of over 1,400 square miles or to take up the boundary dispute oases. 
During the past year only 1,048 square miles were under survey, and there were 646 boun¬ 
dary dispute oases filed. This year the area to bo surveyM. both oa^tral and travorse, 
amounts to 2,800 square miles, and the number of boundary disputes will be quite 1,800 
to 2,000. These oases will have to be token up on the spot and dispo^ of, and 1 hope the 
Ghivemment will see their way to sending mo at least two offioers to dispose of thoso oases 
and also to snpervisH the amins at work in the field. 1 don’t think that higlily-paid offloors 
ore neoesaoiy for work of this kind. But they must bo offioers who have had some know¬ 
ledge of revenue work. It is excellent training for an officer who is to bo put to settlement 
work the following year.

The figures given in columns 10 and 11, “ Ilocords received by the Assistant Bettlement 
Offioers,” are taken from the Survey Departroont returns. They do not agree with column 
19 of statement B. The truth is, the Burrey Department state that they liave handed over 
1,301 records, while the Assistant Bettlemont Officers only acknowledge to have received 
1,160 records. The difference is 141. 

Some two months ago a difloroncotef this kind was detoc^d by mo, and on going into 
the matteui found that tho Survey Department enter in their returns all records dnpatchtd, 
while the Assistaut Sottlomont Officers only enter, in the return submitted by them, those 
reeords which have been actuallf tKrifxid. I have written to the Survey Department to say 
that in future they must not enter in their returns any records as having boon made over 
'until tho receipt from the Assistant Scttlenirat Officer for such records is in their hands. 
Unless 4^ is done there will be endless confusion.

CMima 8 —Is blank as we cannot give the nnmber of teoants for the entire ana undnr 
mrfqy. I don’t see how this can ever be done until the entire records ere received, and even 
tben'tdl the etiestation is eompleted. The fignras can only be treetod es epptoximateiy 
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coneot. I can of ooune give the information after oelleoting it from the road'oeu paper*, 
but those will not be aocarate, and moreover the road oeaa papers in this distriot an nine 
years old. 

L have added onlumns 19 and 20, in which I have given the number of villages for 
which records have been received and the number of tenants in these villages. It wUl be 
seen that 1 have added a column No. 5, showing the total number of villages surveyed up to 
date. This will enable us to aecertain how many records am still due from the Survey 
Department. 

It will be seen that 2,243 villages have been surveyed (column 5). Of ‘this number we 
have received (column 19) the records of 1,160 villages. The number of records therefore 
which arc still with the Survev Department amounts to 1,083. These records, I am informed, 
will be in my hands by the 15th December 1891. 

I have also added three new columns, Nos. 12, 13 and 14, in which are given the number 
of plots in the area, the number attested up to 31st March, and the number attested during 
the half-year under report. The annexed statement shows the number of tenants whose 
status have been determined and the number of plots attested up to the dose of the half-year 
ending 30th September 1891;—

The rate of progress in attestation is much impeded owing to the numerous errors 
that uro found to exist in the khasras supplied by the Survey Department up to 30th 
September 1891. It will bo seen that 138,042> plots were attested (nulumu 3 of the state¬ 
ment given above). Out of this number, the A.ssistant Settlement OUluors report that over 
34 per cent, wore found to be inrorreotly recorded. 

The tenants, on being oallad a(K)n to hear the entries read out to them, state that they 
were not present when the survey was made; that the amins would give them no infor¬ 
mation, and that they knew nothing about the entries made against their names. I have been 
on the spot and seen miioh of the attestation done before me. In a large portion of the oases 
the attestation-writer has to go out into the fleld^and get almost every plot identified. 

All this extra work, duo entirely to the fact that the records in their initial stage are, to say 
the least of it, carelessly done, takes up the time of the Assistant Settlement OtHcer uselessly. 
The idea that attestation is dune by simply reading out to the assembled tenants the number 
and boundaries of the plots entered against the name of each individual tenant is a fallaoy as 
for as Orissa is eoneernod, and it was on this lliat the estimate of work to bo done was based. * 

This season I hope to bav>* a jumabandi slip in use which each raiyat will havu in his 
possession, and in whieh oaah plot and its boundary wilt be entered, and the tenant will be ■ 
thus given an opportunity b) get himself familiar with the plots put down to his name, and * 
attestation will be made more easy, lint in the absonoo of these jamabandi slips, and when 
the khasras have been made up without in any way consulting the tenant, the attestation 
oifioer has much trouble in mtting an ignorant and pig-headed raiyat to consent to the entries 
entered against his name. This extra wu^k has thrown the attestation work bock very much, 
and is the cause of tlie poor outturn in many of the oirolos. 

Then, again the preparation of soil maps, and the necessary statements connected with it, 
take up a lot of the time of the Assistant 8ettloment Offioer and bis staff. 1 trust, therefore, 
that ^e Assistant Settlement Officers will not be expected to turn out the same standard of 
w^rk as that found possible in Chittagong and elsewhere. As the officers become better 
nc(]uainte(l with their work, a largo outturn of work may be expected, and I have no doubt 
during the coming season the outtnm of work will be much higher. 

Khant^uri. 

Tlie onolosod statement marked <) and D will show the progress mode, in khanapnri in 
the area surveyed in the districts of Cuttack and Puri up to SOth September 1891. In my 
opinion it would fadtitato work and enable us to do our attestation much foster if the 
khanapuri were made over to the Settlement Deportment Thi^ 1 believe, has bew done in 
Chittagong, and has atuwered admirably. I trust the Qovernment will let ns do our

The patwAris that refused to attend the training.whools hare been told that they have 
forfeited tlieir appointments, and I would propose to dismiss all these men. Unless Govern¬ 
ment is prepared to do this and act firmly in this matter, all hope of getting any work out of 
these patwiris had better be abandoned. 

In my letter No. 1421, dated the 26th September 1801, I have shown'that the local 
patwAri is such a laay, incompetent man, that even though we got his services free, the cost of 
the area surveyed by him is almost double that of a paid agency. This is due to the fact 
that we have to keep up the same number of ohainmen in oUner case, whether we utilise 
the services of the patwAri or a professional amin, and the losy, inoompotent nntwAri only 
surveys three to four acres a day, while the paid agency survey from 10 to 16 acres, lieniw 
the cost of the ohainmen is more than doubled when patwAris’ services are utilised. 

• 

KAnungot. 

There are 23 kAnungos in Cuttack, 12 in Puri, and 12 in Balasore. The kAnungos 
in Puri were made over to mo by the Oolleotor so for bock os May lost, and they have been 
employed in survey and settlement work. They have also carried out their own duties under 
an arrangement oome to with the Collector. 

In tiuttaok the kAnungos have not been made over to me as yet. I believe the Collector 
of Cuttack is now preparra to do so; and four men reported themselves to mo on the 2nd 
Novembef 1891. remaining 21 men have not reports themselves yet. 

In Balasore I have not yet token over either the kAnungos or patwAris, as no surrey 
work has yet been undertaken in that distriot. 

^ I believe all the kAnungos are oomrotent men, and will be able to supervise the work 
*of amins. I intend to use eight out of the 23 kAnungos of Cuttack to sufjorvise the khana- 
puri of the 363 square miles where a revision survey is in progress.

It will be noticed that the numbers pending inTaori, Bahaog, and Soumala otnies are 
few. Moreover, these oases that remain for disposal in them three oiroles are of aoom* 
plicated nature, and in which the dispute cannot be aettled till the Assistant Setdement 
Officer is in possession of further evidence. , 

The disputes in Jajatsinghpur and FipU were not touched by Mr. James Taylor

In addition to the boundary disputes filed at the time of the cadastral survey, there 
are quite 717 disputes reported by the Dofflarostion In> 
spectors. Ttiese disputes refer to the 15t parganos under 
demarcation (CuttooK <046 and 141 in Balasore).^ I have at 
present no officer specially deputed to sup^vise demaroatiun 
work. The Director of Land Beoords in his note on the 
survey and settlement of Orissa put down two Assistant 
Srttloment Officers for tiiis work. His Honor the laeu- 
tonaut-Ooveruor doterrainod to place at my disposal two 
Sul)>I)eputy Collectors for this work (His Honor’s Note dated 
the lOtU October 1891). Tlioso two oflicors havp not yet joined, rending their arrival these 
disputes will have to bo disposed of by Mr. Son and Mr. Walsh, and this will impede the work 
of attestation in their respo^ve circles.

IHATB the honour to euhmit herewith the half.jearly aiatementa A. and B, ealled for by 
the GoTomment of Bengal in their letter No. 45ST—R, of the 24th ultimo, and to make the 
follow ing report* The atatemaata aent relate to the half.year ending the 30th ultimo. 

2. Sapante atatementa have been given for Old Thina Bamoo, ainee that aettlement haa 
alm^ been treated apart in an office point of view from that of the Sadar aubdiviaion. 

8. Baaidea fonna A and B, I have prepared and now eubmit a third form (0), which 
ahowa for the varibda araaa which have been brought under the Tenancy Act the work done 
or to be done, that relating to the Government eatatea bting ahown (lo tar as the work done 
ia oonoemed) aput fma Cut oonoerning private eatatea. This form ahowa for lUmoo the 
result in thoae villages where the aasesiment has been finished and the estimated result for the 
whole area. 

4. Information at to the work done bp the Settlement Qffieer and hie aeeietanie, ehowing the 
dUiribution of work to each officer, hie head-quartere, and the number of dope he in» abeent on tour. 

(а) Dtwg the period under review, 1 was Settlement Officer till the recess bemo, via., 
tiO the 11th of July, when I was reUsv^ by lir. Allen on my being appointed to officiate as 
DisMot and SasaionB Judge of this district The Settlement Officer snent his time from lat 
of April till ^e reoe« mainly in looking after the khanapuri, wnioh was under his direot 
supervision, and on which about 120 amint a month were engag^. In addition to this the 
Settlement Officer visited and inspected in the same time hu assistants Mr. Allen and 
Babu Durga Charan Ghose, and also supervised the work of the Khasra oflioe, whore the 
teoords, vis., the khatian and various other authorised forms, are written up. This office is at 
beed-quarters and employs a large number of amla, at present on the average about 187. 
The head-quarters of tne Settlement Officer and his assistants are at Chittagong, and during 
the half-year the Settlement Officer was out on tour 65 dm. 

(б) BaW Jogendra Kumar Bose was the Assistant Settlement Officer in charge of Old 
Thkna Ramoo throughout the year under report, and was engaged in com|ileting the attesta- 
tion, deoiding disputes, and preparing the neoessaiy figures for lair-rent deoisions. Me sficnt 
183 days out in camp. During the half-year he attested 14,776 plots, thereby completing 
the work, disposed of 348 original civil suits, and 285 misoollanoous oases. Against his 
decrees 29 appeals were preferred, and so far as is at present known throe wore remanded, 
oiz wore disnuMed, and one was doweed. Besides this, ho submitted two fair-rent proposition 
statements. 

(r) Mr. C. G. H. Allen, Covenanted Deputy Collector, was the Assistant Settlement Officer 
in oha^ of the Jaldi or South Banskhali and the An wars and I'arko oirclos in the Sadar 
subdivision (mujmillis showing the various villages in each Assistant Settlement Officer's cirolo 
of the Sadar subdivision, and other partioulsn will be sent hereafter, but the Survey Office is 
unable to supply me with them in time for this report). These two circles comprise an area 
of 8I‘8 square miles, of which the attostation for 31 square miles comprised in 15 villages was 
done during the period under report. In addition to this Mr. Allen disposed of i245 ensos, of 
which throe wore appoMed gainst to tlm Special Judge, whose orders have not yet reached mo. 
Mr. Allen, after finishing his survey (xmrse, spent on actual settlement duty two months and 
17 dam io^samp, viz., from the 23rd of April to the 9lh of July. 1 also oooasionally utilizod 
Mr. Allen in inspecting the khanapuri work of oortain smlns who were employed iigiihis 
cirole. 

{(1) Babu Durga Charan Ghose was in charge throughout the half-year of the Bolgaon 
tirole in the Sadar subdivision, which oomprises part of the Banskhali thkna. and in area 
amounts 4o 70 square miles. Daring the half-year this officer was out on tour 3 months and 

• 12 days (from ^nl 1st to July the i2th), and besides disposing of 1,308 jjasos did the attea- 

* tation of 90,103 plots, covering an area of 23’3 square miles in 26 villages. The attestation 
in this cirole, which remains to m done after the close of the half-year, amounts to 02,687 plots. 
This officer on his return to head-quarters in July was transferred to the General Department 
tempowily, but managed, while oarrying on his ordinary magisterial duties, to watch over his 
settlment establishment, who were engaged in bringuig the records up to date in accordance 
with the changes noted at attestation tune and in collecting the various figures needed for the 
fair-ront proposition statements. 

(e) Babu fiomesh Chunder Does was throughout the half-year in charge of the 
Saikania cirole, which eomprises an ares of 271*7 square miles included in 318,010 plots or 
khasra numheie, of whitdi 57,626, inolnding 40,482 done daring the half-year under report, 
have been attested. This einle is too la^ for one officer, and as soon as the additional 
aanstants who have been applied for arrive, it will be divided into two. Babu llomosh 
Ohundra Daae wae praoticsdly wholly employed during the half-year on doiim attesta¬ 
tion. also snbmitted fur-rent propoeition statsmenu for 18 villages, and <hspoqed of 
4^ oases during fjiis time, of whidii seven were af^iealed to the Speoial Judge with the result 
tK*t one was remanded, one decreed, two oonflraed, and three have not yet been disposed 
of. This officer was out in oamp three months and 12 days between the 1st of April and 10th 
of Jt^ 1891, after wbudi he caou into head-quartors and acted during the reoess as Personal 

d 
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Auistont to the Settlement Offioer (Ifr. Allen, who wae then engaged on oriminal work in 
addition to hu own dntiee), beridee looking after hii own estahliahment, who were engaged 
on work mmilar to that noM above with r^ard to Baba Dtoga Ghaian Ghoee. 

5. Progress o^-— 

(a) Demarcation. —The domaroition of all the onttivated traote both in the Sodar tub' 
diviaion and Old Th&na Bamoo was completed before the 1st of April lost The jangle and 
hill portion in Old Thina Bamoo had been murtitioned before tiie oommenoement of the 
present year among the various maozas, so that now no land exists there which is not 
inoluded in some mauza. In the Sador sabdivision the apportionment of the hill and 
jungle iraots among the various villages bordering snob tracts cannot be completed till the 
topographiofd maps of such tracts are ready. Owing to certain errors in sorvey, this work 
could not bo done during the oast recess for thdnas ratio, Banskhali, and Satkania, but I trust 
to be able to finish it b^ore tne year closes. 

(b) Surwg.— -The survey of Old Thins Bamoo was completed before the beginning of this 
year. 

In the Sodar subdivision there is an area of 1,626 square miles, of whioh 1,262 is 
estimated to rociuire cadastral and 364 topographical survey. Of this the department had 
surveyed oodastrally 589 square miles up to the Slst of Iforoh last, since when up to the 
30th Smlomber 139 square miles cadastral and 112 muare miles topographical have been 
done. The topographiou work, as already pointed ont, will require revimon. Some delay wae 
caused in the khonapuri work by the errors found to exist in the survey of many of the basti 
sites in villages. The Survey Department has, therefore, in the coming season, to complete the 
cadastral survey of 534 square miles, the topomphioal work of 252 square miles, the revision 
of 112 stiuaro miles of topographical, and in addition the traverse of (i) the main oirouit along 
the south bank of the Touny river and the sea coast down to the town of Chittagong, (ii) 
some 15 miles of the Fatiokoherry th4na boundary, (iu) a few villages near the town of 
Chittagong, and (iv) a portion of the boundary of the proposed Sitakhund forest reserve. 
Those vanoiu items of work will, I am told, bo completed by the oommenoement of the rains 
of 1892. The work originally was expected to be finished by the end of the current utficial 
ymr, but owing to the unexpected increase in the cadastral area, longer timu will be required. 
Turning to tlianos it may bo pointed out that the ndostrol work has practically been finished 
in thinos Banskhali and Satkania, in thdna Potio, save with regard to two villages, while 

E ortions of thilna Boojan and Ilatluusari have been completed. 1 hare arranged with the 
loputy Superintendent in charge to begin cadastral work in each and all of the uncompleted 
thdnos directly the season commences, so that os the various circles to the south arc completed 
by the assistants, work may be found ready for thorn in the northern circles. 

(r) ^V(’cor(fr.<—The records of Old Thlna Bamoo had all been received before 

the year began. lB>tothe 1st of January the work of preparing the records required for 
attestation in the Sadar subdivision was entrusted to the Survey Department, but after that 
date it was made over to me, the Survey Department merely having to— 

(n) supply maps for the khonapuri amins to fill in and write up the khasras; 

(b) furnish tlio areas of all plots; 

(c) ink up maps the khanapuri of whioh hod been completed, and 

(d) supply traces of such maps. 

Up to the Jlst of March last the records of 79 villages (of whioh 50 had been done by the 
Survey Oflioo) mmtaining an area of 51’3 square miles nearly had been done, and sinee thou 
up to the close of the half<yoar the records of 169 m6re villages, oomprising on area of 170-4 
square miles nearly, have been got ready for attestation work. 

(d) Khumtpiiri .—This work, as reguds Old Tb4na Bamoo, had been finished twfon- the 
year began. As regards the Sador suodivision it had, up to the 1st of January last, been 
done by the Survey Department, but from that date it was mode over to me. Owing to 
various reasons, the khonapuri which had been done by the Survey Department had all to be. 
revised, and in addition to that fresh villages were taken up during the period under,report, so 
that by the close of the half-year 798,121* plots had been done, of whioh 260,279 were com* . 
pletod since the 1st of March last. The staff employed was on the average 12U amins per' 
mensem, which enabled me just not to exceed my supply of maps i^m the Survey Officer. 
Takiug the amfus ns a body, each man did only 31 plots a day. This rate of progress is not 
rapid, but looking at the material available and the complexity of the tenures, 1 am unable to 
hold out hopes of its being much exceeded. To enable me to obtain an inorease iu the staff, 

I used to hold periodical examinations of candidates for aminriiips, and iu that way have 
managed to create a supply, whioh will, I think, enable me this season to inorease my 
uumpw to close on 200. 

. («) Fixation of rent, whether iletermwatiim of existing rentt or decision of fair rent, —As 
cegards the villages in the Sadar subdiviaiun, no fair-rent deoisions have yet been passed. 
For 18 'Villages in thina Satkania fair-rent proposition statements have been prepared. The 
method of procedure hitherto observed was as foUowa:—The existing rents were recorded, 
great core being taken to see that what was recorded was ooireot. l^en this had been done, 
then for each tuuk a table was made showing the lands divided into cultivated and waste 
whioh each tenant hold, and the rent he poid. So far as the meagre data at my disposal go, it

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would oppoftr ikftt owing to tha riaa in prUtai OoTemmant is antitlad to n rise of 63 per eent, 
so that (omitting fraotions) in tha oaaa of a taink whose present OoTsmineut rent is Bt. 1ft, 
Oovemment ■hwd now ^ Ba. 2ft, and tha groas assets, upon whioh tha talnkdar is to be 
allowed 30 pat cent., should baBs. In theoaeeof taluks whoselands had all been sublet, 
if the existing rentals yielded a sum which, afUr deduoting the 80 per cent., mTO a not rental 
tor the taluk whidh came appreoiably near tha 63 per cent, inoreeae, then the exisUi^ rents 
were left untouohed save in those oases where it was dear that a tenant was holding his lands 
at an unihir rent. In this way advantage oould be taken of the efforts whkh the talukdars 
had made to inarease their rentals, and an iuoreose, so far as 1 have seen, a large one, to the 
Government revenue was scoured without in any way oreating opposition from the bulk of 
the oultivatOTS. With r^rd to a taluk whose existing rentats were not considered fair, or 
whose lands, were all, or mostlv all oultivated by the talMdar himself, the rents wore assessed 
at rates the promi^y of whioh wss discussed in the hur*rent deoistou, and whioh were based 
on recorded ovidmoe. 

Under instrootions lately given me by His Honour the lieutenant-Oovemor of Bengal, 
tlie method above sketched out will not be followed out in all its details, but a report will be 
submitted dealing with certain areas and submitting proposals for their assessment by soil 
rates. In Old Imna Ramoo, where for most of the villages the fair-rent dooisions have 
been passed, a report on similar lines will be submitted as soon os jnossible, so that it may be 
cousiderod whether the steps whioh have been taken should be modified or confirmed. 

(0 Aimment of hod rrrrsue.—Noabad taluks being tenures, the sum payable to 
Government by a noabod talukdar is fixed by the Settlement Officer acting under the Tenancy 
Act. There is only one temporarily-settled estate in the district, viz., upitbod Taraf Joy 
Narnyau Ghosal, but the assessment of this estate ooanot be taken up until ell the thftnas have 
been attested, sinee the lands comprising the estate ore soattered over very many villages in 
<4auh thkna. The gross assets ujwn whioh the assessment will eventrully be made will, 
however, bo determined in the same way os in the esse of a noabad taluk. 

6. Training and vtilitation qf paiwdria, kdmingot, and oihot ktenl There are no 

local offioials here, but the care whioh is being taken now in training up amlns from among 
the residents of this district will suffice to provide a supply from whioh to ohoose men to fill 
the [losts of the patw&ris, who, I understand, will eventually be appointed.

WiTR refereifoe to yonr memorandum No. *>f ^be Gth infant, I have the honour 
td aubmit herewiUi my yearly report for the year ending the 30th of September 189and beg 
to atate U»t it waa not aent in earlier booauae 1 waa uod'<r the impreaaion that only a half' 
yearly report waa required from Settlement Offioera by the Qovomment letter No. 403Til of 
the 24th of September lent. 

2. Statementa in Form A and B, ahowing the work done daring the year under report 
in the (government, private, and temporarily-aettlod eatau-a in the Sadar aub<liviaioa and 
old Th&na Ramoo of thie diatriot, are appended, sofiarate aiatemonta being given for each 
of the two tracts, ainoe they have always mten treated apart fr^m ono another. 

3. 1 have not given a atatemout showing the reaulta of aasosHraent of land revenue, 

because thie haa not yet been settled for the noabod talukdan either in the Sodor sub¬ 
division or old Thfina Ramoo. In old Th&ua Ramoo the fair rents payable by the tenants 
under the talukdnrs have been fixed with regard to 43 villagoa, but the gross asaeU uimn 
whioh depends the aueasmont of land revenue of each taluk will have to bo revised in 
aooordanoe with the orders latel;y issued regarding the preparation of soil maps. In the 
Sadar subdivision no fair rent deoisions have os yet been passed. • * 

4. a» to tho work done by the SttUhntvni* Officer and Im tutMatdt, n/unriny th* 
dittrifmtiou of work to each offieer, hiit head-qitorlere, and t/w number of dayt be wa» abrntt oh tour. 

(a) Setltemeni Officer.—The hoad-qnartera of the Settlement Officer and his assiataiils an< 
at Chittagong. I was in charge of the offioe until the 11th of July, when on being deputed to 
act aa District and Seasioua Judge of this district, I was relieved by Mr. C. O. U. Allen, who 
remained in ubarge till the end m the year. I waa out iu oamp during the yoar (or 1-11 days, 
and Mr. Allen as Hettlement Officer fur 4 days. 

My time was employed in looking after the staff of khonapuri amfna, in inafieoting the 
offioea of the assistants, and auporvisiug the work of tlio kliosra office, where the khatiau 
and voriona other authorized forms are written up. 

(b) In old Thana Itamoo, a tract containing nearly 243 wpiare miles, the work was iu 

charge of Bobu Durga Charan Chose up to the -tlh of Novenihor, when ho wns relieved 
by Baba Jogeudra Kumar Hose, who remained in charge up to the end of tlio year, 
llie number of days spent in oamu during the year by the otfiner in charge of this tract 
was 332. • 

The work performed by this officer oonsisted in cniupleting the attestation (which 
was finished in Mi^ lost), in deciding disputes, and pri)|Miriiig the iieocosary figures fur fair 
rent droisions. Within the period under report the followmg work was done;— 

(i) The entries regarding the lauds held by 15,389 tenants were attested; 

(fi) Five humbed and fifty-eight original suits and 1,0G2 mtsocllaneous suits wore 
disposed of, and 

(iii) Eight fair rent decisions were passed. 

(r) In the Sadar subdivision Mr. C. O. H. Allen, Covenanted Deputy Col lector, 
joineo^ an Assistant Settlement OfUoor on the 2iid of March 1891. Up hi the 23rd of April 
Mr. Allen was engaged in learning survey work, and from that date till tfie I lih of <Iuly he 
was employed on settlement duty. Between the two dates last mefitu>no<i Mr. Alien spent 
2 months and 17 days in oamp, and was in ohargo of South Banskhali and An warn IWki 
oiroles. These oirefes comprise an srea of 81'8 siiuare miles, of which the attestation relating 
to 19 villages, oomprising an area of >31 square miles, was done during the year by Mr. Allen, 
who also deposed of 243 oases, and occasionally helped mo in iosj^iiig kbsnapuri amins 
working near bis oamp. * 

From the 11th of July to the close of the year Mr. Allen acted os Settlement DffiMfr, 
and besides supervising the work of the khssra ofnoe, also aid«<l in Ute general iidmiuistra* 
tioa of the district by disposing of such criminal cases as wore made over to him. , 

(d) Mr. Atul Kiishna Kaye joined os an Assistant Settlement Officer on the 3Ut of 
JaunaiT last, but after doing a month’s attestation work in the UHljfaua mrole. he fell ill and 
left His plsM was filled up on the 1st of April by Baba Durga Cfaarsa Chose, who wa« depuhs] 
to aet as an Asahtfant Settlement Officer, The drole above named oovers au an^a of 70 square 
miles, and Baba Durga Charan Gbose, besidM disposihg of 1,306 ossss, did the attestatioq 
of 22*3 squera miles in 26 villages up to the 12th of July, when tbs Baba retired to 
heed-quartenL* Urn months and 12 ^ys were spent by him in oemp. On the 12th of Jul^, 
Bebn Durga (%araa Chose reverted to general duty, but managed, in addition to his 
own work, to sqperviee his settlement establishment, who were engaged in oorreoting tire 
nbotds in esoordanee with the onbirs passed at attestation time, and in eciUectiDg the verioue 
fguzM needed far the preparetimi of uirmt dacaaions. 
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(«) Babu Bamoa Chandra Baa airived at Chittagong on the 24th of Jannaiy laat> ainoe 
when ho haa been in (dutfge oa Aaaiatant Settlement Officer 
i*a ^ho Sotkania circle, a tract covering an area of 271* amiare 

milea. During thia period he boa been in camp 165 dayo, 
and hoa atteated in that period 54,487 plota, beaidea cwpoaing of a large number of ooaea. 

On the 16th of July thia officer returued to head.quartera, and from that date till the 
end of the year ho acted oa the Settlement Offioer’a (Mr. AUen’a) Fenonal Aaaiatant. 

6. Progreit of— 

(a) JDetnareation—Tho domoieation of old Thana Bomoo had been completed before 
the year began, while that of the Sadar eubdiviaion, aave aa regarda the Imly j^rtion^ 
which could not conveniently be allotted to the neighbouring villages unal their 
topographical survey had been done, was finished during the year under report. 1 hope to 
be able to portion out the hilly tracts in th&noa Patia, Banskhali, Satkania, bmore the present 
official year ends. The demarcation work actually done during the year comprim the 
demarcation of 465 villages in thtinas Hathazori, Fatikehori, B^jan, Town, Knmira, and 
Miikasarai. 

(b) Survey .—^Tho survey of old Th4na Bamoo was completed before the beginning of 
the year. In the Sadar aubdiviaion there is an area of 1,626 square miles, of which 1,262 
is estimated to require cadastral and 364 topographical survey. Up totho beginning of the 
year 380 square miles had been oadaatrally aurveyed, and during the year under report a 
further area of 348 square miles was done, as well as 112 square miles of topographiool work; 
but the latter will require some revision. 

The survey of the village sites, owing partly to the amins’ misconduct, and partly to 
intricacy, was in several instances full of errors, and so khanapuri was to some extent 
delayed. 

In the coming season the Survey Department has to oompleto the cadastral survey of 
534 square miles, the topographical survey of 262 sfjuaro miles, the revision of 112 square 
miles of topogmphical work, and the traverse of (i) the main circuit along the coast down to 
the town of Unittagong and the south bank of the Feny river, (ii) some 16 miles of the 
Fatiokohari thdna boundary, (iii) a few villages near the town of Chittagong, and (iv) 
a |>ortion of the boundary of the proposed forest reserve. 

These various items of work will, I am told, employ the Deportment up to the rains of 
1802. Originally it was expected that the work would be done by the end of this official 
year, but owing to the expected increase in the cadastral area, more time will be required, 
with referenoo to the toAiias, the cadastral work has practically been finished in thonas 
Banskhali, Satkhania, and Patya, save in 2 villages, while portions of thonas Baojan and 
Hathazori have been done. 

1 have arranged with the officer in charge of the survey party that this season cadastral 
work shall be begun simultancoualy in each of the remaining th4naa, and that each sheet as 
it is done shall bo scut to me, and not kept till the whole village is finished. In this way I 
hope to have work ready for assistants when the circles south of the KnmafooU ore finished, 
and olso.to got tho big villages ready more proimtly than hos hitherto happened. 

(c) Ilecript of rrcordt .—Dp to the 1st of January the work of preparing the records 
required fur attestation in the duddor subdivision was dune by the Survey Department, Wt 
after that date it was mode over to mo, and tho Survey Department has now merely (i) to 
supply maps fur the khanapuri amfns to use when preparing tho khosra; (ii) to furnish the 
areas of all plots; (iii) to ink maps the khanapuri o^ which has been done ; and (iv) to 
supply truces of such maps. 

Before tlie begiiiing of tho year, the Survey Department had prepared and handed over 
tho records of 36 villages comprising tho area of 15‘9 square miles. During tho year the 
records uf 212 villages covering an area of 205'8 square miles were prepared and handed over 
for settlement work Of these 212 villages, the records of 14, covering on area of 35'4 square 
milea, wore prepared by tho Survey Department. ' 

(d) A'AaNci;>uri.—During the year under report tho khanapuri of 477,682 plots whs done, 
tho entries (previously done by the Survoy Dr{)artment) regarding 306,463 plots wero revised. / 
Tho staff employed by mo consisted on the average of 120 amins under about 11 Inspectors. 
This number enabled me just not to exceed my supply of maps from the Survey Office. Taken 

as a body, the average doily outturn of eadi amin came only to 31 plots. I am unable to h(dd 
out hopes that this scale will bu much increased during coming tho season. To enable me to 
secure supplies of trained men, I used to hold periodic^ examinations of all candidates for 
aminships, and in this way have considerably increased the number of available men. 

(r) lira (ion of rent, tehether determination of rtUting rent or deeieion of fair rmf.—Under 
recent orders tho method which will bo follow^ in fixing rents will be to take existing rents 
and check thorn with tho results obtaiiuxl from the soil maps. Ax regards old ThAna Rimoo, a 
report will be preparoii showing, with regard to the 43 villages for which fair rent decisions 
have btHm possed, uie results which might have been obtained by using the rates obtainable 
from the soil maps. 

(f) jimMtuent of land rerenne.—There is only one temporarily settled estate in this 
district, viz., noabad taiif Jov Norayon Qhosal. With regard to that estate, the gross assets 
which will form the basis on which to make the assessment of land revenue will, so Car as 
the tenants ore concerned, be calculated under the Bengal Tenancy Act. 

6. Training and utilisation tjf palteark, tanunguet, and other toeal affieorti —There are 
no local officials here, but tho care which is now being taken to train ap*ainins from among 
the residents of this district will suffice to provide a eupply from which to chooce men to flfi 
the posts of the patwaris who I undoratanu will eveatuaJly ha i^tpointed.

B»port o» ike eptmtioM in ike Ditiriti of Chiilagoitg for 1890*91. 

At a oonsultation held by the Direotor of Land Beoorda during hU visit to Chittagong, 
in Deoember 1890, it was decided to 'make over all the writing of records in the Cbitta^ng 
District to the Settlement Department, owing to the numerous revisions in the rooords oil the 
previous season as submitted by the survey amius, which wore due to ^ese men not being 
sufBoientl^ aoqnainted with the dialect of the country to be able to understand the exoeMive 
oomplications of the different tenures It was also deoided to make such arrangements as 
would allow of the completion of the survey of the district by the end of tho survey year, 
1891-92; this area comprised the thinas I'attia, Uaojan, Hangania, Hathssari, Fatikohurry, 
Mirki Sa^, Kumira and Islamabad, and amount^ to about 050 square miles of cultivation and 
about 500 square miles of bills and jungle. To meet this demand for iuorossed area, it was 
found nooessor^ to increase the strength of the establishment by more than half as much again 
than had been intended. The scale emploved for the cultivated tract was os usual tho Ifi-inch; 
tho jungle lands wore surveyed topographically on the same scale, only the main drainage 
lines and boundaries however being shown; the hills wore sketched on two-inch sheets reduced 
from these IG-inch maps. 

2. Tho demarcation of village boundaries in tho cultivated portion of the district was 
completed by the Setllemout Deportment about tho end of March, and was ooutinoed in'o 
the jungle portions for each village by tho Survey Department where boundaries could be 
pointed ont; but whore they did not exist, tho country was out up into oonvouiont bionics for 
survey, the boundaries being made in continuation of those of the mljoining villages which 
will bo marked on the maps so os to render it clear to which village each block belongs. The 
demarcation of the Hill Tracts boundary was completed late in J uno after very great ditHculty, 
but tho demarcation of tho thiina boundary between Fa^ckeberry and Jlathasari on the east 
and Mirki Scroi and Kumira on the west could not bo ooinplcled. The work on both these 
boundaries and in tho jungle blocks prosentod exceptional diflicultica; notwithstanding this, 
an ares of 80G square miles was completed in traverse during tho seusou. 

8. The district, owing to the small size of the holds (about 13 to the acre), tho large and 
intricate village sites with their close tangle of thick-set hedges, and moats surrounding home¬ 
steads, and the impenetrable nature of the jungle, often immense dilHculties to an economical 
survey. It is in fact about as difficult a diririot to survey as could lie found in Vcngal or 
elaewhere, and progress has been unavoidably slow, and cost of survey necessarily high. 

4. The average daily progress mad£ by tho aiLiiis under these oirouiustauocs was about 
14 acres when working in cultivation, and only five acres in village sites. Tho total outturn 
for the survey year and the cost thereof will be found in the table at tho end of the report. 

6. At first maps for khonapuri wore not supplied until each mauza was surveyed, but 
as this wss found to cause great delay, some of tiio msuzas being very large and the maps 
thereof being in many sheets, it was decided that eaoh slicol should be submitted to the 
Sqt;tlement Uffioer as complotod, aud in this manner tho maps of 254 villages of now work were 
supplied to Jiim during the season. Area statements were in like manner supplied to the 

a ttlemont Officer for the preparation of the records os fast os they could be fiuislied; but 
»rapidity with which this could bo dune did not at first meet the ex(toetaiions of the 
Settlement Officer. However, some delay in this respect during the field seasun was 
unavoidable for several reasons, but more espootally on ocoonni of the useless exiienso of 
keepiug up an establishment strong enough to rope with tho work when coming in at its 
maximum rate, which was only occasionally the case; at other times, many of the men would 
have been sitting idle, and the remedy would have been os bad as the disease. In recess 
when a sufficient quantity of work was ready, the establishment was promrlionaloly increased. 

6. In office the following majM and ureas have boon snppliod to the Settlement Officer 
and finished in drawing diu’iug the season :— • 
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7. The number of traverse squads at work varied from 15 in January to 21 in June; the 

cost of traversing ia Ba. 60'6 per square mile. The number of field amins in Oeoemher and 
January was 93, but they were inoreased during Februa^, Maroh, and April to 140, after 
which they were greatly reduced, as it was found impraotioable to oari^ on outK)f-door work 
owing to the fio^ caused by the early rains. The coat of field survqy is Bs. ISO'O; owing to 
the great difBoulty experienced in preparing the reoordqof the previous season’s.woik, and^the 
desirability of submitting os many as possible to the Settlement Officer before moving into 
the field, out-of-door operations were not oommenoed until the 10th December, and the 
otfice of the Dakhin Shahb4zpur detachment with one assistant did not leave recess qusrtm 
until 1st January 1891. The revision of the khanapnri work of the previous seosim ia 
Chittagong had been carried on from the early part of November. . 

8. The inhabitants are very law-abiding, and on the whole well-disposed, but they toon 
more interest in the khanapuri than the survey work, and appeared to be imbued with at 
certain amount of suspicion as to the reason of both; however, they seldom offered any 
obstruction to the progim of the survey, aad are eager about their poasessioos being written 
up. 

9. It does not appear probable that the olass of men obtainable in the district would 
ever make good or zealous field surveyors. The work would be too arduous for them, and 
rt-quires more dexterity than they seem to possees. The few candidates who have offered 
themselves for service have not proved very successful. Local menial labour oan be hod, but 
is of an unoertaiu nature, as the men will not work all day, or everv day, and when the hot 
season is on, they cannot do without umbrellas, while the feast ^ot the Hanizan renders them 
unfit for outdoor work for a mouth. They work on a daily hire of four annra in the open 
and six annas in jungle, whereas khalisis imported from India will take servioe at Bs. 8 a 
month, and work ste^ily at all times at that rate. 

10. Mr. 0. (i. H. Alien, c.s., now Assistant Settlement Offioer, was instructed in 
surveying during the early port of the year. 


Rfport <m the operation* in duMct Tipjiera, pargam Sarail. 

1. In pargana Sarail, district Tippera, kistwor and khanapuri work combined were 

carried out. At the end of lost field season a small nreu of 23-19 square miles of field survw, 
and 44 villages equal to'77-18 square miles of record writing, wore left mcomjdete. To 
finish these areas a detachment at first consisting of ViO omius with inspectors, Ac., under on 
ussistant surveyor was deputed ; after the first fortnight the detachment was reduced bv ten 
amfiis, who were transferred to Chittagong, and after that os each man completed his allotted 
task, ho was transferred to Ohittagoiig. , ,v j * 

2. The kiitwar was finished early in January 1891, and the kbanapnn by the end of 
March, the detachment remaining in. the field till the end of April to supply the Settlement 
(fflioer with as many rooonls as possible before going into recess. A severe storm, which 
completely destroyed the office huts about the 2.5tb April, necessitated a hasty return to recess 
quarters, but tho rooerds of 181 villages were supplied before doing so. The remaining 
records wore completed and sent to the Settlement Olfioer in small inetalioents as a certain 
number of villages wore got-ready, and by the end of October tho whole of tho estate had been 

completed and sent. . . . , r , • 

3. The Kelli work was performed entirely by Hinduslani agency, each amln being 
supplied with a muliairir whose pay varied from Bs. 10 to Bs. 12 to_ write the khosra in 
Jlengfili, while they themselves kept a clieck record in Urdu. The Hindustani amiiia were 
able to write 80 to 100 iiumliorB daily ; tho local patwaris employed lost season did 25 to 30 
numbers daily; none of them came forward to offer tbeir services this season. A large 
number of ksvil men and men from Dacca were employed in office in preparing the reooras, 
superinteudod by men who had roocived a tborongh training during the previous season, and 
the n'siilta were more satisfactory than last year. The nee of fractional figtires instMd oi 
decimals to show parts of a kani in tho khations gave muoh trouble, and very great diffionlty 
was experienced in defining the limits of tho mahol ohoka from the old maps. 

4. The raiyats showed the same indifference as last year to the progress of the work, and 

would not attend to point out their fields. They were said to be biding their time to oont^ 
tho S?ettlemeiit Officer’s operations Inwafter. The lands are rich and highly productive, the 
large class of land-owneia aro comparatively opulent, and the ordinary cultivators very well-to- 
do, and both ns a rulwnre highly iude|iendent and very litigious. , . ,, . 

6. The outturn for tho year and the cost thereof will bo found in the table at the end 
of the report.

With referonoe to yoor oironlar No. 15T.A., dated 17th October 1891, 1 have the honour 

« to forward, in original, a letter No. 814, dated 9th November 1S91, with enoloaurca, from the 
Settlement Officer, Weatem Duan, Jalp^uri, to jour addreaa. 

2. From the endoaed atatementa it will be obaerved that Mr. Sunder has not taken 
credit for ^ the work that has boon done during the past year. In foot, the settlement 
record regarding the whole 8,507 jotee entered in column 4 of atatementa A and B ia oomplete, 
but only in the oaae of 1,192 jotea have completion figures boon returned, beoauao in other 
jota though the papers are oomplete, the entries hod u<>t been explained to the tenants by the 
close of September. Since then the work has been pushed on, and but little, I am informed, 
remuna to be dene. I hod hoped to have submitted a oompletion report resording Myoagiiri 

before 1 retired, but have been unable to do so, ainoo there are about 100 jota scattered 
about North Ifynaguri and Chengmaree that still remain to be surveyed; so that the Settle* 
ment Uffioor cannot give me oorr^ figures regarding the relative amounts of waste or oulti- 
Toted or the actual increase of revenue. These jots were omitted by the survey party 
through what apptmrs to have been groat oarelosanesB, and their oxiatonoo was only brought 
to light when ]&. Sunder took tho field, and going from jot to jot, as ho had to do, became 
aware of the existence of cultivated lands rcganling which no maps or papers bod boon 
furnished by tlio survev. These aro said! to navo Wen all arable waste land jots which 
hod not been demarcated by the ofiioor who was deputed to mark oit tho jots by moans of the 
majM, &o., pertaining to the mat jots in tho Deputy Commissioner’s otfioe. All the mal or 
origiual jots were demaruated ; but the Demoroatiou Sub-Deputy was not supplied, it would 
seem, with all papers oouuooted with tho more rooeut or oraolo waste land juts, and so it 
happened that, as regards many of tho latter, boundaries wore nut marked oil, and they were 
returned by tho survey as Covernmont khos. The difficulty and delay whioh has been 
caused need not have arisen if tlu> survoy aiithoritios hod brought to uotiint tlio oxistenoe of 
these undomaroated jots and solicited onlers iu respect of them. 

3. Tho actiuil uu’rease of rovouuo has not been osoertaitiod, hut it will probably amount 
to Its 60,000 on tho wholo tobsil. Tho increase ia dun to tho largo extension of cultivation 
in North Mynagnri and Chengmaree, and also to tho ossessineul at onhauoed rates, 'fiio 
increase in tho cose of individual jots has often boon very csmsiderablo, aud in unlnr to 
lighten the burdou of enhancement, I pro{)osod to spread the increase over n serins of years— 
a proposal whioh was sanctioned by (loverumont and bos been carried into effect. As pointefl 
out by Ur. Sunder, the operations, both survey and settlement, have boon seriously iutorferod 

. with by sickness. Malarious fever must always be couiitisl on in the Diuirs, but to 
this was suiMsradded this season a virulent outbreak of cholera, which for a time broke ujt 
Mr. Sunder’s camp and oomplctely demoralized his ostabUshment; in fact it was with difficulty 
that he could get his amm and otheu to resume work. The oliinato of tho Dnars is a 
dearlly one, and appears to prostrate thowtrongth aud energy of all who havo to encounter it, 
even though they may escape actual attacks of fevur; oud in judging of the outturn of work 
this very serious impe*lim«nt to jprogress must not bo forgotten. 

4. In paragraph 16 Mr. Bunder alludes to the anrres|M)ndcaao that has passed in 
connectitm with tho very important question of the fixing of a fair nmt payable by the 
ohttkonidar. The matter was referred to Government tlirough you by my No. 61'f^ltnt, 
dated 22nd September 1891, and rents ore now Ijoing fix^ in ooeordanco with tho orders 

, pasied. 

» 5. Timber-Waring Inch.— The important question of the manner in vhieh suoh tract* 

should Tie dealt with came under disoossion daring the year, and orders were passed by 
Government; but os 1 have asked for a rooonindontion of those orders, 1 need not do more 
than allude to tho matter os one nlUmaMy connected with the settlement of the Doan, whioh 
should be settled at an early date. . 

6. I regret that I have hod no opportunity of submitting a completion report on the 
resotUement of the Mrnoguri tahsil and of reWrding my views on more than one subject 
oonnected with the settlement operations, and os I retire from tho ijervioo immwliatoly, tho 
opportunity will not offer itself in the future; hut I cannot oonoliidc these remarks witf|<iut 
hearing testimony to the very volaablo assutonce that I have receivsd.from the Settlement 
Officer. Hr. Sunder. He has worked early late, and deveied his best energy to tlpi work 
CQ which he has been engaged. Uia aoqitaintanoe with the colloquial of the district, his 
knowle^ of the people and their wa}[s and customs, eonveniently fitted Turn for the post of 
Settlement Officer for vmioh 1 selected him, end those qualifications have been unsparingly 
devrted to the Government aervioe. In order to eecure continnity of administration,‘aod 
for the presmvhtioil of Chovemment interests, 1 am very stronglv of opinion that n manager 
ohonld 1^ appointed to ^ve charge of the Govenunent enotes of the Duars under the 
Deputy ComittMioAy, aid X know no mm in Bengal better fitted for the post tW 
Xr. Bandar.

2. For want of papers from the Survqr Department no settlamant woric was done prior 
to 28th November 1890; hence, instead of sending you a sepante report for the half-year 
endinff 30th September 1891,1 submit this report embnoing tm period btm Ootober 1890 
to ona of SOT)tombor 1891, inolusive. 

8. When tho survey of tho Duars was oommenoed in November 1888, jot boundaries 
were not properly d^aioated, and the surveyors found oonriderri)le diffloulty in prooeeding 
with work, 08 , owine to some mistake, none of tho jot records of lost settlement were 
supplied to thorn. When tho new records of jots in poreona l^uth Mynaguri were 
supplied to this ofRoo, they were found to be inoorroct and entirere opposed to'nets, and all 
the papere had to bo returned to the Survey Deportment for revision. Thus q laige amount 
of work had to bo redone, while many records had to bo rewritten. This delayed any eettle* 
ment work being eommeuood until the end of November 1890.

fi. Tho seHlomnnt work was under my charge throughout the year under report. 

I. ^*1 assistant, iJabu Chandra Kanta Onnguli, liaving taken furlough, the post whioh 
ho had heltl was abolished and two assistants wore appointed instead of him. One of these 

was Babu Haris Chaudra Itai, who was designated itooond Settlement Offiow, and the other 
was Babu Unsh Mohan Chaudra, who was gaasettud as Assistant Settlement Officer. 

Hans Chandra Eoi reported himself to mo on 0th November 1890, and was employed up to 
Ifh December in the office. On .<tth December 1800 he was deputed to demMcate the 
botmdarjr between Bbutou and Jalpaiguri and did this work up to lot MmwK 1891, when his 
hoalth Med and he proceeded on sick leave. He was succeeded by Babu Dam Gbandra Sen 
who ooraplote(l tho deniarentiou work and threafter was employed on attestation work utd "Htii 
lloatien of soil of jots in two taluks of pargana North Mynaguri of Mynaguri tahsil. He 
<hd not know English, and was of little ‘use, being unable to write any notes on the jots which 
ho had inspected. On June 1 st, 1891 ho was relieved by Babu Haris Ghandre Bai, who was sent 
out to pargana North Mynaguri, and was employed there in checking classification of soQ 
of tots and attestation work; but ho frequently oomplained of bring Dl from fever and 
unlit for duty, and this caused his transfer to Onssa on 24th August 1891. As to the other 
offloer, Babu Uatdi Mohan Chandra, shortly after his appointment he suffered from an 
of oonjunetivitis, which prevented his btung employed in the mufaisaL On irth April 1891 
ho was sent out to attend to attestation work and checking of khanapnri in taluk Hoi 
Haipathar of pargana North Mynaguri, hut Med to do anything, as he beoeme ill from 
fever and returned to Jalpaigun on 42th May 1891. Be was sent out a g*iw on filst May 
1891, but again became ill frem fever and returned to my camp at Kyianti on 5th June 1891 
where he was employed from 8 th to 14Ui Juno 1891, in helping me with completion of -t ferto r 
Monwoik in parganas Chengmari and North Mynaguri. On 15th June 1891 he returned to 
Jalpaigun and was employed on general work in the office up to 20th August 1891, when he 









«w Mnt to taluk Baiadigi <if pargaaa North Mynaguii to ohaok okidficatioa of nO aad 
oompbte atteateiiou work in oonneodon with new reoorda ofiome jotaa irtiioh the Surrm 
Department were late in funiahiog. He returned to head*quarten on 6th Bmitambar 1891, 
aim did no work after thatj'ka he oomplaiDed of being ill from ferer. He availed hhnaalf of 
leave without par on 82nd September 1891, and Lu now been sent to Dinajpur aa Sob* 
Deputy OoUeotmr in the tegular line. 

• 7. Knee the transfer of the above-named offloera, three new men have been appointed 
to All their ^aoes, vis., Baba Dpendra Chandra Mukeijea, who was inoome-tax aimisanr of 
Dinajpur, Babu Jadub Ghaacua Uosumdar, who was a kdnungo at Rampur Bodda, aad 
Babu Haiilal Gupta, who was a olatk in the offioe of the Oommiasioner of the 
Division. None of these offioers know anything of settlement work or of 'WWmn 
Di^; but they are learning, and are now employed in pargana Horaghat in ooUeoting 
information to enable me to furnish a report as to the rates whiou should be adopted for jots 
in Falokata tahuL It will thus be seen that I have been verv handioapped from the 
beginning, and have worked almost single-handed in the settlement of Mynagun lahul, which 
oomprises more than one-third ot the work whioh haa to be done in the Western Doan. I 
have had no help from my assistants. I oommenued attestation work, reoording ot rights and 
oheoking (d damifloation ot soil of jots in taluks of pargana Mouth Hynwuri, on the 
28& November 1890, and went on from there to taluks of parganas North Mynaguri and 
Ohengmari. All attention ot jotdars’ and ohukanidars' holdings and work of reoo^ng 
of their rights, &o., in the three parganas ot the Hynaguri tahsil was oompluted by 28th 
Juno 1891, when I returned to Jalpaiguri 

8. No work was dune m the mufassal between 1st and 15th April 1891. Cholera broke 
out in the Doors and compelled us to return to head-quarters Out of s camp of about fifty 
men, twelve men died of ohulera and fever in the first fortnight of April, and from then up to 
the time of my return to head-quarters, work was oarriud on under very trying oiroumstanoes 
and with much diffioulty. The rains oommeneed early in May 1891, and repeated attaobs of 
fever so seriously affeoted the health of most of my muliorrirs in oamp, and so many deaths 
hod oocnrred and frightened the men, that I found it impossiblo to persuade them to remain 
out a^r 20th June 1^91. 

9. Tour.—I was absent on tour tor 217 days during the year; Babu Ilaiis Chandra 
Bai was out for 141 days; Babu Itmn Chandra Hen was out for 87 days; Babu Boshmohan 
Chandra was out for 90 days; Baba Upendra Chandra Mukerjea was out for 10 days, and 
Babu Jadub Chandra Mosuiiidar for 7 days. 1 have stated in paragraph 4 as to how oaoh of 
the above-named offioers was employed during the year. 

10. In the work of attestation, outnes in the reoords relating to holdings of 11,800 
jotdars and 6,089 ohukanidars have been explained to thorn, and they bavo also b^ informed 
os to what land is in possession of 11,392 adhiors who nro under them. l%oir rights have 
also been recorded. Three thonaand five hundred and seven jots, oovoring 1^2,003*39 acres 
of land, in 71 taluks of parganas North M 3 rDaguri, Ohengmari, and South Mynaguri, were 
inspeot^ and attestation of the holdings of tlio above-mentioned jotdars and ohukanidm 
was completed in camp. Owing to the great sickness and outbreak of oholera, os mentioned 
in paragraph 8, it was not possible to oomplcto in camp calculation of Government revenue 
payable on account of a/l the jots, or to aunouuoo to emrp jntdsr and ohukauidor what 
inoreased revenue and rent thoy will have to pay. A portion of this kind of work had to be 
done at head-quarters during the recess, and printed notices, being oxtraoti from khatians, 
are being issued by me personally jotdars, informing them (1) as to how much land 
they had at last settlement; (2) wnat revenue thoy paid for it; (3) how muoh land 
they have by the present settlement; (4) what amount of revenue they will have to pay; and 
(6) steps by which the revenue payable % present settlement will rise. For ohukanidars, wo 
are preparing a similar notion giving them fall partioulors from the khatians as to how much 
of oaoh class of land is oontoined in their holdings, and what rent is being paid to the jotdar 
■for snob land as recorded by us and osoertsinod from them in oamp. These notices to the 
ohukanidurs will shortly issue. 

11. /femareation.—-The total number of jots domarcated during the year woe 2,893, The 

work of desnorootion was done by a native snrreyor, who was sssistM by a staff of 16 omfos, 
and all papers necessary for the Survey Dep^ment were furnisheil to that Department, 
(aink by taluk, os soon as finished. In somo cases jots whioh had been demaroated 
during the previous year bad to be roderntraated daring the year under report, ss the earthen 
mounM which the amine had erected were cither waehod away or horl been covered up by 
jangle and grass, and oonld not be found by the Survey Deportmont. In oonsequenoam 
ohoura and mnoh sickness among the amins of the Survey Deportment, many jots wbidi 
were demarorted could not be measured; but this work will to completed daring the enwiing 
cold season, and it is hoped that it may not be necessary for the surveyors to return ta the 
Dnars after next year, • , 

12. Siirrtf .—From the enclosed statement, marked A, it will be seen that 166,632‘80 
ooias of land were surveyed during the year under report. These figures are taken from 
Captain Hodsson’t monUily prof^ess reports. In his report for September 1891, it is 
stated that onfy rix square miles of land in the vdiole of the Duors remain to be oadaitrally 
surveyed; but this, 1 believe, is iocorrsot. The traverse survey of two blocks of land, 
oovoing 68,679 aor^ or about 91 Muaro milso, in Falakata tahsil, remains to to done. Tbs 
lead oontsiu Bsveral jots which will have to be oadastrsUy surveyed. Traverse snrvpy of 
abqnt 600 sores ^ land in talok Sesuabari and Uoriohlm of psTgana South Myesguri 



will have to be made, and oultivaiion tbaraon will have to be eadaatrally snmqred. Sefedl 
jota,m parganai No^b Hynagim and Cben^man wan omitted-from enrTey and if31 bate 
to be dime. All that remaina TmAaialied ww, it ia hoped, 1^ oomplated.b]r thb Sttrfajf 
Department during the entuiog oold aeaioa. 1 am not in a ^tion to Mte ezaotty how 
much work remaina to be done by the Survey Department, aa Captain Hodgaon baa retoaed 
to aupply information without the permiaaion of the 8 arvi^r*Gton 0 ral. 

i<T Beetipt of record! from the Survey De/tartmenl. —^Tbe reixsda of 3,490 jots were 
received from the Survey Department during the year rmder report These are reomda at 
Falakata tehail as well os Mynoguri tahaU. In aome oases the reoords.were eaideaaly 
prepared and bad to be returned to the Survey Department for revision. Great delay and 
trouble had been caused in ray office in dealing with records supplied I 7 the Survey Deport" 
ment. In several cases figures given in obittaa against the name of a person were found to 
disagree with those entered in tho khatians in the name of the same persop, and the totals 
contoied in the abstracts were found to be wrong. The correcting of audi errors ud 
recopying of papers in my office has caused great loss of time. 

14. JJouudttr!/ dMpu/M.—Five hundred and nineteen cates said to be boundoiy disputes 
were ponding at the commencement of the year, and 835 fresh coses were received from tike 
Survey Department during the year. The total number of oases was 1,364. Out of the 
above, e48 oases were disposed of, leaving 600 oases of Falakata, Alipnr, and Bhalka pending 
at the dose of tho your. Tho majority of tlie coses which were ffisposed of related to 
streams and roods which the Survey Department were directed by Mr. Walsh to show as 
(iovommont khas. Objcctious of jotdars were recorded by the Survey Department, but 
when inquiry was mode at time of attestation, tho plots to which they referred were either 
riKsorded as in Government khas possession, or as in possesrion of tho jotdars, soeording to 
tho oiroumstnnees of the ease. Where a stream is a running one and supplies water to several 
jots, it has boon roeorded as Government khas, and where it gives water to only a single 
jot, it has baen included as part of that jot. 

15. Khunopun .—When survey operations oommenoed in 1888-8i), tho Survey Deport* 
mont was instructed to khanapuri oocordiug to nature of the land. There are two kinas of 
crop-yielding land in tho Wustem Duars. vi/. “ rupit,” from which the cold weatUor or amun 
potldy is obtained, and " faringati,” which gives to the cultivator the bhoidai or early paddy, 

OB also tobacco, jute, and all rabi crops. The jotdars know these lands as “ haimantiand 
"bhadoi,” or "dola" and’Maiiga." The surveyors wore instructed to make khonaptui as 
Ist, 2ud, and 3rd class rupit, aud let, 2nd, and 3rd class fariugatL The surveyors and North* 
West iimins were confusM, and failed to distinguish Ist class faringati from 2nd olass rupit. 
Jotdars uevor attempt to classify loud themselves, and they wore in dismay at the work of the 
Survey Dopartmout. When the settlement proceedings oommenced, 1 tested the khanapuri 
work of the survey omius and found it impossible to classify rupit and faringati into Ist, 
2 iid, and Srd class. Jotdars protested and said to met “ We cannot divide our lands into 
1st, 2 nd, and 3rd olass, so how can you? We only know high land (faringati) and low 
land (rupit)and they asked me to classify as they understand things. Accordingly, 

1 hare olusiifiod laud in the whole of tho tliree parganas of North Mynoguri, Chengmari, 
aud Soutli Mynoguri of Mynoguri tabsil, as noted below:— 

{») Bnsti (includes homestead, garden, and bamboos). 

\b) Uupit. 

(n) Faringati. 

(d) Doha (fish ponds). 

(s) Waste. 

I have classified os rupit all low land and all land on which two oropsj via., bhadai 
paddy and liman paddy, nro generally grown in one year; and I have shewn as foringati 
only actual high land ou which tobacco and rabi crops are grown. This system of dassifi^ 
cation is understood by jotdars and their under-tenants, and has been aooepted by tham- 
In some oases tho foot of a field being faringati bu been challenged; but when it was ‘ 
pointed out that tho laud was dufosol, and that a crop of jute as well as one of finian piuidy 
tins boon obtained from it in the some year, there was no further objection to the land Ming 
classed as rupit. Khanapuri work of the Survey Department ia regularly tested on 
Adds, aud any changes which are neoossary in oonsequence of bad work of the amfns uid 
surveyors, is ourreoted at onoc and lief ore attestation ofWdings ia proceeded with. 

. IG. fWf ion of r«»/, i!^c.—A^ regards fixation of rout of chuunidaa and under-tenants, 
my instructions were to simply record the amount which the ohukanidor is paying at present 
and to leave it to the jotdor, if he is dissatisfied, to institute a ease for fixing a fair rent to 
be ^oid by tho ohukanidor. While proceeding with work in taluks of North Kynagori 
and Chengmari, I pointed out to tho Oommisdouer of the llajshahi Division, under whom 
I am eipployod, that tho settlement cannot iioesibly suooeod if the above-mentioned insimo* 
tions be adhered to in the case of jots in porgonos North Mynaiprt and Chengmari. 
Prior to tlie present survey aud settlement opmtions, blocks of jungle land in thaae 
parganas bad been token up for oidtivation by Meohee, Qaroa, Nepalese, and Rajbaneie, 
ircm' whom the tahsildars used to realifs Government revenue annually at ^ 4 per 
hsl of land, that is, for as much land as a man oould eoltlTate with a Ba|(la 
plough. Bevonue was not reeovored at any rata per acre on the area of. land wuoi 
the man had hold. Thus one man, or two or three men Jointly, often had a Uook ol 
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50 «r 100 aow of land for whioih tlioj paid only Bs. 8 or lU. 13 aa Gkranmott raroaaa 
thiooghdlMir Bumdol or haadmaa. Wbeo tha turrey kfgan all land of tha above daaoriptioa 
ma iowtd aadar oaltivatien and waa maaaarad aoooidiu to poaioaiiaot tha mondol muik 
ahom in tha laootda aa tha totdar. and the people who had broken the lud heinir eatacad 


ahom in tha laootde aa tha fotdar. and the people whohad broken the lud hning antarad 
aa hia ahnlanidata and adhian. At time of attaetation thaaa ohukanidara ware foand in 
poaaaaaion of land for whkh they are paying the jotdar the nominal rant of Re. 4, while 
the lavanne payable to Qovernmeat b^ tha jotdar for it aoeording to the praseat aottlemeat 
ooasaa to ahont Be. 15, the land being good rupit and entiimy nnder eoltivatiun. I 
aiqdainod to the.Oommiaaianer that, nnder tbase ciroumttanoea, it ia neooaeary to permit me 
to u a fair rent to be paid by thane ahnkanidars. I alao pointed out that, owii^ to fpreat 
wtonaKwi of oaltivation, the roveane payable by jotdara ia riung, and that it waa unfair to 
then not to interfere in the matter of ohnkanidara’ rauta. Some ohakanidan had taken up 
waate jungle land on iota at Be. 1-8 and Ka. 3 per aore. Now all the land, being entirely 


» rnle^ mm •hoii work of ohakanidara who objoot to pay o fair root. Thoj oro proronted 
from plonghing, their oattle an repeatedly impounded, falae oomplainta are made agunat 
them, and they auffer no end of worry and trouble. Ohukanidara know only too well that, 
if they do not aatiaf^ the demands of the jotdara, they will be oorapelled to leave tho jot 
None of the ohukanidara have lease, and jotdara allege that thejr should either be made to 
pay a fair rent or to mve up tlieir holdings for men who era willing to toko them up on the 
jotdara’ terma. I exjiLuned this to the Commiaaioncr, whoso instruotiona on the matter aa 
oontained on hia,lettor No. 477 Hot of 15th September 1891, ore given hereuuder : — 

“I have the honour to acknowledge tho receipt of your letter No. S'lS, dated 4tli 
September 1801, and, in reply, to state in tho com of tha Moohea who have hitherto 
bem parag dao you ore certainly jostiOed in fixing the amount payable by the 
ohnkaniaar to the jotdar as well as tho rout duo by tho latter. In foot, the persons who 
have been entered as ohukanidara really hold no rani ohukani title, and you are bouud to 
fix what eonstitutes a fair rant for them to pay to the jotdar, and record such amount 
in the settlement papers, letting both jotdar and ohnkanidar know that the sum so entered 
represents the rent ^yablo by the one and realizable by the other during the oumnoy 
of the pending settlement. So .far as the Mech and Nepalese oultivaton referred to are 
oonoomod, the above orders dispose of the case; but your letter appears also to ask for 
iostructiona on the wider quostiou of the right of the Settlement Offioor to interfere in 
the oaae of all ohukanidara who may be holding at rates whidi, if recorded as tho future 
limit of the jotdara’ demand, will not admit of any enhanoemsnt of tha Utter's rant 
at the ratos lately aanotionod by Government. ^ This wider subject Lately esme under 
oonsideration, when I examined the assessment papers in order to dispose of certain appaab 
against the enhancoment of rout, and in dooiding these appoals I passed orders whioti doal 
snth this question. 1 have deemed it advisable, however, to tako the present opportunity 
of again raourding my opinion in tho matter. Thera are two mam objeotions that 
may be niged against the adoption of your proposal to record in oortoin oases in tha 
settlement papers, os the sum payable for the future by obukanuUrs, not the existing rant, 
but what you may judge to be a fair reat. The objeotione are ( 1 ) that, oooording to the 
prinoipU aocopted in the Tenancy Act ae underlying the laws for eottloment of rent, the 
existing rent must be assumed to be the fair rout until the oontrary be proved; ( 2 ) the 
distinct order that, in the cose of ohakl|pidars, tho existing rent alone shall be entered, and 
the jotdar be hold incapable of enhanoing except by a regular enit. As to the first objeotion 
1 admit the existeooe of the general principle, but deny its appliuability in the present 
inataneo. Existing rents can only be assumed to be fair rents under oerlaiu oonditions, 
that is, when the tract of country under aettlomont haa been long enough in oeoupation for 
the into of rent to bsoome settled by oompetition and usa^o; the above assumption cannot 
4 m made in the case of a tract of country lately oooupied, and in the process of being 
reolaimed from waste. In the former ease we will probably find that qompeUtion and usage 
have seoored a high but uniform level of rent; in the udtor wo are oertain to find great

mdaimad. That thia must be m will be apparent, if we examine the conditions under whioh 
laada are let for purposes of reolomation. Wa^ lands are settled with the jotdar by 
Government at a nguim rate pinr ecra; the jotdar, hhwever, does not sublet ocoordtug to any 
fixed latae; but an intending eultivator takea a bl^ of wasto agreeing to pay a lump sttm, ^ 
amount of whioh variae aoowdiag to the quality of soil and dimoulty of roolamation. The rant 
ii, of oomae, always an easy one, but it is ondantood that wiien the land haa boon brought 
under onltivaiaoB a fair rent will be fixed ai soma future period: Uie |BBgtii of time ddhng 
wihuih the low not shall be rayablo is not fixed; the duretion of the p«nod dapenda on UA 
diffienltj of iwdamatioa, ana pmy no doubt on the e a siness or good natnre of thi jotdar. 
Then ■ no wiitton leaoe, hut the understanding is, that sooner or later the rant lull be 
lialiio to enhaneement. l^ere are no eetaibliahad rates of rant: the whole amo^mont is a

left to he taken up. There oom^tion for land tempered by the existenoe of waste waitbg 
to be taken up in the near neighoourhood, has indeed taiaed the rant payable by ohnkaaidars, 
but we do find some uniformity in the rate of rent and a settled condition of things that 
warrant us in assuming the existing rent to be the fair rent, and in recording the some 
as the hmit of demand during the pending settlement. In North Mynaguri and Ohengman 
the state of things is eery different. A large proportion of waste exists at th^ last settlement, 
mudi of wUoh has been brought under the plough during the last few years and is still 
held under &e easy terms on which the waste was originally let, while rates obtained by 
reducing the lump rent to the amount payable ^ acre are Y<^ diTergent; contiguous 
holdings, often in the same jot, and of the same quality of land, paying auymng from m. 1-8 
to Its. 4 per acre. Here the objection does not apply, for we cannot aMume' thid the existing 
rent is in any oas^ a fair one. As regards the second objection, it is true that an order 
exists under which existing chukani rents must be reciMed, with no option on the part ^ 
the Settlement OHioer to va^ them or on the part of the jotdar to enhance except after a 
regular suit; it is a question, however, whether this order has any reference to such oases 
as we find existing in North Mynaguri and Ubengmari. My fint impression regarding 
chukani tenures obtained after an oxamination of such papers relating to the past settlement 

as were availablo, was that the tenure is a permanent one,* 
•Tho ord.rwrfBiT^to wMpii««,^ |.y hold undor a written lease and at a fixed rate of rent. I 
c£jilcS”i#n’ *rTOto thus described them in my preliminary report to Govem- 

iwntljr bjFtho jofahr, wid m fur u« th» meiit, and Under this impression the order alluded to was 

passed enjoining the record of existing rates:—“^perienoe 
«tat«raeniwaiinotoomwt,th«onlorwiu hafty liowovofi ihown me tAai my nret impresaioa was a 
ji. r. mistaken one, and that, though theoretioaily the tenure 
may bo such oa I have described above, in reality it is of a 
different oharaoter. A written lease is apparently never given, and though the rough agree¬ 
ments under which blooks of waste are let os described above are oallod chukanis, they are 
olearly agreements which involve no fixity of rate of rent. To leases of the latter description 
the orders alluded to wero never intouded to apply, for that there were chukani teuuroa of 
thia description, was not at the time understood or suggested- I would, therefore, limit the 
appUcation of the rule to caaea which fulfil the oouditious mentioned above; that is, where 
there is a vrritten lease defining the position of the tenant aud fixing the rent rayable by 
him, the nWe rule must ^ held to apply. 1 would also extend its apjplioability to oases 
in which there is no written agreement, bjit where the tenant has been for some time in 
possession at an unchanged rate of rent suffloiently long to indicate that he holds at settled 
rates. In all other oases I am inclined to hold that the rule referred to dues uot rostriot 
the Settlement Officer’s power to settle a fair rent payable by tlie chukauidar, oven though 
in doing so he may have to enhance existing rent. On the whole, 1 am of opinion that 
in many inutannea the agreements in North Mynaguri and Chengmari entered into between 
the jotdars aud their su-oalled chukonidars, are not of such a permauent nature as to 
bring them within the limitations imposed by the two objections aUudod to. Whilo, however, 
ho ldin g that interferenco is, in many inrionues, quite permissible, I do not consider that 
it woum ^ juffidous on your part to interfore in every case. The final settlement of a 
fair rent may very well be left to the parties thorns' '.vos, and intorforenoe is to bo avoided, 
unless Government mterosts ore likely to suffer by delay in reoording a fair rent, or unless 
the jotdar or ohukanidar invoke your interference. It may happen that, as pointed out iu 
your letter, the existing rents paid by chukanidars ore fur some reason so low that the aggre- 

? ato does not enable the jotedar to pay the Government rent assessed at the sanctioned rates, 
n such a cose, if you aro oonvinood that the enhanced Government rate may properly be 
impost on the jotdar, you should at onoo take step to assess a fair rent payable by the' 
chukanidars, enhancing the same to such on extent os to leave the jotdar a profit after 
paying the Government rout. In thus assessing a fair rent on the chukauidar you wiU, 
of course, bo guided by rates paid for dmim lands by other ohukanidora in the neigh¬ 
bourhood. The assessment, I may add, in oases of this nature must be made in oonsultaaon 
with the jotdw and 1^ tenants. Enhancement, however, need not be insisted on, if the 
jotdar objects; for it may happen in the ease of a tea-planter, for instanoe, that he is willing 
to forego profits and allow hu garden coolies to oooupy at nominal rates for the sake of 
their servi^. In su(ffi oases, however, it must he dearly understood that ^e enhanoed 
Government rent will be imposed on the jotdar, even though he may find it convenient 
not to insist on obtaining any enhancement from his chukanidars. I shall be glad to knoW 
whoft you have oommencod to carry out revision of the chukani rents in the fight of these 
iustruotions, for after a oommoaoement has been made, I wish to inspect the work done in 
Older to 'Satisfy myself that the orders have been properly understood. * 

17. The above instructions are now being acted upon so far as ^'ots in parganas 
North Mjmaguri and Ghengmari axe oonoemed. Aa remods ohukamdara in paigaxm 
South Mynaguri, the rents which they are paying at present kas been recorded as payable to 
the jotdar, and no change will be mode except by mutual consent; but there are some casaa 
even in South Mynaguri u whidi ohukamdars are paying very insoffident rent for theii 
holdings, and for whom 1 sltoald be permitted to fix a wr rent. If we do not fix, this rent, 

1 have no doubt (hat it will be taken by the jotdar without pnoeedwg to the oo«irta or

18. of lamd rsemwe.—-In asiosHing the leTenne na^ble to OoTemment by 
jotedars, the points whioh I have oonsidered are (1) situation of the jots. (2) its neameis to 
roa^ markets and tea>gardens, and (3) the oircumstanoee of the jotedar and his ability to 
pay the revenue every year arith ease. A oonsiderable number of the jotedon of Mynaguii 
Teh^ are Nef^ese and others who reside in Kurseoug, Tindaiia, and other ports of 
Darjeeling district; pleaders, traders, and money-lenders of Jalimguii, Hooghly, Koch 
Bihar, and Ban^ur distriota; and Muhammadans of the neighbouring estate of Bykantpur. 
The jotedars or Mynaguri have been especially benefited by roacu and markets which 
have opened out every p«^ of the tehsil; their crops ore easily sold, and with good profits, 
to tea-garden oooliea; their jotes are well under cultivation and yield good crops, and 
their condition is pmperoiu in every respect The tehsil is well advanoed, and is at present 
the beet oultivatod part of the Duara. The increase of revenue in the three pniwanns of 
Mynaguri tehsil by this settlemmt will not be below Bs. 60,000, and will be due ehiei^ to the 
enormous extension of cultivation on nearly every jote in porganas North Mynaguri and 
Cbengmari, as also in some taluks of South Mynaguri; to the rooovery by the present settlement 
of the amount whioh was remitted nearly seven yearn ago under the roduouon suhonie whioh 
Golonel Morton had reoommendod; to the inoroa^ area of nearly every jote, tb.> additional 
land having been hold either surreptitiously by the jotedar or be myment of capitation 
tax; and to the application of the rates whioh have been sanotionou for this settlement. 
In cases in whioh tho revenue has risen high, chiefly in taluks of parganas North 
Mynaguri and Chengmari, the inoreaso has bmu spread over five years so os to enable (he 
jotedars to pay without difficulty. When Ix>rd Ulick Browne submittod Colonel Morton’s 
reduction scheme for consideration of Ooremmont, ho observed that Colonel Morton hod 
expressed au opiniou that “the mistakes of the last settlement or, in other words, tho causes 
of the over assosamont were throe vis.,— , 

(1) Insufficient classifioation of land. 

(2) No allowance being mode for injury to crops by wild animals. 

(3) Too sud^n an iuoroose in the total rent payable fur a jote.” 

Remembering these points, I have taken every care to avoid similar mistakes in the 
present assessment of the Government revenue. 

19. Trainimj ami utUizaUm of Pa(u'drif» and Xdiiuiffort.—No patwfiries or Kdnnngoes 
exist in the Duars. . The Government revenue is oollooted by tahsildars, who supply nil 
information whioh is required from time to time regarding jotes and their tenants Tliesu 
officers and the men who arc employed under them will have to keep tho records of the 
present settlement corrected to obviate another survey of the Western iMiars. 

20 . I'hc annexetl stiitements furnish all particulars as to oost of the survey and sctilc- 
ment operations in tho Western Diisra from the beginning up to the end of Soptonibnr 1H91. 
Information regarding tho work done is also given, and I hope will ho considerod satis¬ 
factory. 

21. In closing this report I would mention that my work luisboen considerably delayed 
in Mynaguri tehsil by the number of coses of mutation of names which lind hi lie disposed 
of. Great difficulty was also felt in making pnoplo pay the fees for mutation of iiainos in 
cases in which they had got the survev amfns to shew their names in the now records os 
owners of the joins without applyin^h’ the Deputy Commissioner of JaljHiiguri to have 
their names entered in the records. They had hofied to csoapo paying the foes, and they 
paid up only when threatened with resumption of tho jotes. Five hundred and forty-one 
oases of mutaiion of names were disposed of. Gvideiice as to possession was recorded in 
every cose, and Its. 2,456 were realixoa by me on aooount of mutation foes.

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The area left for survey withiu the limits origtoally aasignod for ea<lastral oiie,ratious 
consists of about ft square miles, and ooiuprisiw a portion of taluk Itudoemari Kolahori, 
in pargana Morsgbat, which was omitted last season in oo»se<|ueuce of ini|’ierfect demar* 
eonun and inability on the part of tho jotdars to {mint out their boundariei. A portion of 
taluk Ooirkhuta, <9>iwtiug of 17 jots, the existence of which, owing to want of information 






at time of survey and to the jots being only grass plots imporfeotly demaroated. yas 
not known till too lata for thw being taken in band and completed before the rains. 
A fow jots in taluk Gheknakboti whioh, owing to an outbreak of oholeia and ^e death of 
two field surveyors, had to be left unfinished, and a small area of scattered cultivation in t^uk 
H^kumar, east, whioh could not be oomplet^ before the advent of the rains. _ In addition 
to this, owing to the reported omissions of cultivated land in taluk Udlabmri. an area of 
about 600 acres has been included in the work of the present field season : this has alreMly 
l^en surveyed. It has now been ascertained that 200 acres of laud ore not under cultivatiou 
as was reported, bat only about 80 acres, aud of these 27 acres, it is said| will be resumed 
by the Settlement Officer as soon as the crops are cut, os the land is covered with valuable 
timber and the cultivation is quite new. Four^n jots of taluk Borodighi, newly allotted in 
gross jungle, romoin to bo taken up, and a few isolated jots incorporated in the tea lands, and 
whioh for want of previous information had been looked upon as part of, the tea lands, and 
hence omitted from survey have, at the request of the Settlement Officer. Wen put in hand 
and onj now being surveyed. The cultivated area found in taluk Jaigaon will also shortly be 
given out for survey.

I RAV-a th^ honour to aabmit a Battlement report for tha Baokergunga diatriot for 
the ym b^nnug let Ootobar 1890 and ending 30th B^tember 1H91. 

2. Ward* tttate* under earwy and reeord of righte.—O'oa eatata, called tha Dakhin 
Shabfapur eatate, which ia aituatad in the ialand of Bhola. 

3. Tha parnca of Oakhin Shabdapur ooranriees two eatatea, of which the nnmbera 
on tha nvenue roil of tha district are 1763 and 1764. The eatata 1763, which ia under 
the (^urt of Wart^ and which was tha eatata in whi<^ surray and record of rights 
were in progreaa during the year un^er repoit, ia made up of (a) aerea annas share of the umd 
of the pargana of whioh tha greater part woa separated from the 0 annas ahare by a 
partition made before the Permanent Settlement, a small portion being, however, left 
ijmili, and (416a. ISy. \1t. ikr. out of the B annas dhare. This bo. 18^^. 14. 2kr, ahare 
was purahaaedby the proprietors of the 7 annas subsequent to the partition of the land 
between the 7 annas and 9 annas shares. Thera has never been any partition of the 
lands of this 6 a. I 617 . Ik. 2kr. share from the lands allotted to the 9 annas shore in the 
partition made previous to the Permanent Settlement, and hence it follows that the 
proprietors of eatate 1763 poaaesa rights whioh extend over the whole land of the pergunnah. 

4. The operations lor the survey and record of rights of this estate 1763 com* 
menoed in December 1889, and from the commenoomeut down to 30lb Boptembor 1890 
the work which bad been done is sliown below as accurately as I am able to give it. 

6 . A profosaionat surrey party under the orders of Colonel Ktoel arrived on the eatate 
in December 1889, and remained there up to the following Juna They were engaged 
in the surrey of the Dakhin 8hab4spur word’s and of (lovemment estates in llaokorgunge 
at the same time. The work done in the Dakhin Shabfspur estate was the following 

(a) Traverse survey of the whole estate, the area of whioh waa found to bo 130 06 
square miles, compriced in 3 h villages. 

(4) Cadastral survey cf 36 of those villages, comprising an area of 124 66 
square miles. 

( 0 ) Ehanapuri (t.r., filling up the first four columns of tha khasra) with respect to 14 
of the smaUeit villages in the estate comprising an area of only 17 68 
square miles. 

6 . Tn June 1890 the party wont into rcceaa at Borraokpore, and I am unable to 
state what work was done by its members from that month up to the end of September 
1890. All I know is Uiat they Were engaged in calculating areas, filling up remaining 
oolumna of the khasra, preparing khatians and terijes with respaot to the 14 villages 
of whioh the khanapuri had been done on the field, inking up the maiw, and preparing 
tracings of the maps for the Bettlemont Office. 

7. The party stayed at Barr. ->k|)oro until November, and probably wore engaged 
in the above work up to that month, if not later ; but no riatemeut has been sent to me 
to show what progruss was made, or when the work was done, and the utmost I can state 
is that the survey party forwarded to the Bettlemont Officer in October 1890, khasra, khatian, 
terij, milan khasra, area and crop statements and tracings of maps with respecl to four 
villages, and rimUar papers writh respect to ono village in November, five in January and 
four in May. The records of these last four and of ono of the five of whioh records were sent 
in January were found to be inoomp'.ete, os the names of intermodiate tenuro.hulders hod 
been omitted and some of the papers were missing, so that a revision pf the whole of 

. khanapuri work connected with these fiiw villages became necessary. The nine villages 
of which the papers were received in a complete form from the professional party cover an 
area of 6*38 square miles only. 

8 . In the absenoo of any information as to what fho party did in each month of 
the period from June 1890 to May 1891,1 think it prolmbly wilt bo best to regard the 
reoets work of the party as far os this estate is oonoemed, as completed before 80th 
September 1890, since only by doing this that 1 can furnish any figures as to ooit of 
the operations up to the end of September 1890. 

9. The total cost of the work done in tiiis estate by the survey party at reportei^ by 
Colonel Strahan in his letter No. K dated 6 lh November 1891, to your address, is 
Bs. 36,046>7. No particulars whatever have been eupplied to show how this sum was 
arrived at, or how much riiould be regarded as cost of traverse survey, cadastral survey, 
khanapuri. or record writing.

10 . The question as t<i which figure is correct will fcrm the subject of separate 
eorrespondenoe. For the purpose.of the present report I however assume that Colonel Strahan's 
figures are correct, and, as it seems probable, that the mistsike in the Deputy Superintendent’s 
figures is in the item of khanapuri and completion of records, the work which was done 
lost, and of which the accounts must have Wen mode up more hurriedly thpn the aceount 
of the other works which were completed a full year before the figures were given by 
the Deputy Superintondeut. I assume that the figures of (ho Deputy Superintendent under 
the head Khanapuri, &o., should be increased by Bs. 2,539-1-6, from Its. 15,115-7 te 
Bs. 17,664-7, 

11. The professional party did not, as fa** as I am aware, attempt to keep up any 
separate account of expenditure on account of the Qovemment estates and this estate, 
and if there bo no separate account, I presume the distribution of the total cost 'Bs. 49,886-7) 
between the Government estates and this estato can only bo made equitably on the prin¬ 
ciple of charging eaoh item in proportion to area over which the work extended. Adopting 
this plan, however, the sum wnieh 1 find should bo oharged against this estate is muoh lese 
than the sum named by Colonel Strahan. The bo sis and result of my calculation 1 give

12. In this way I arrive at Its. 25,27 8-8 os the amount chargeable against this estate 
as against Colonel Strnhan's figures Bs. 30,645-7, aud although in the return ocoompanying 
this report I adopt Colonel btrahan's figures, those figures will most probably have to be 
revised in the ueur future. 

13. Aooepling Coinnat Strahan’s figures, and assuming the profcsaional psrty oomplet- 
ed their work by 30th September 1800, it follows that the cost incurred by the munbers of 
that party for the whole of their operations described above was lie. 30,045-7—all for survey, 

14. The Settlement Oiliuer joiu> d his appointment on 3Ut Deoemlier 1880, but oe he wae 
at the same time employed on settlement work in the Ooverninout estate, only two-thirds of 
hie pay and sdlowonces and cost of establishment is chargeable against this eetate from that 
date up to 30tli September 1800 Government order convoyed in their letter No. ISl-r. 
of 29tk Derember 1890, to the address of tho Secrotary to the Board of Borenue). Thie 
two-thirds as caloulatetl by tho Settlement Officer comes to Bs. 3,227-10, and tltis is shewn ae

27. Tho settlement operations within the year under report have rosnltod in a net 
decrease of rents payable by Bs.

32. For the survey and khanapnri of the remaining 17 estates a professional party 
under the orders of Colonel Steel arrived on the island in Dooembor 1689. and remained there 
up to the following Juno.

92*3 square miles, the area of chars Bhuta Jahajmara and part of char Annanda Prosod, 

which are not at present under settlement, but which it was advisable either for eon- 
venienoe of the survey or for the prevention of further disptites as to their position to include 
within the area of traverse survey.

• Char UmedNo. 5256 wore forwarded in January 1891, of Moilhupura and Lalmoiian in April, 

• and of Goneshpum and Bairngya in May 1891. The records of tho lost flamed fair estates 
were forwarded in a very incomplete state, the terij and khatians being left half done and 
full of discTwancies ; the writing, too, was in groat part illegible. Tho seven villages, namely, 
(1) Lamehi Koralmara, (2) Kristo Prosad, (3) Bhosan laapta Madanpura, (4 j Chur Jdliairab, (5) 
Char Price, (6) Char Koralmara, and (7) CliarTJmcd, of which the jinpers have been roonlved in

28id October 1891, from Mr. Oatt, and 108, dated 23rd October 1891, from Babu Peari 
Mohan Bose) contained numerous inaccuraoies which would bo most expensire to correot by 
telegram.

Urdkb ordera reoeived from the Goremment of Bengal, and alao from the Board of 
Revenue, I have the honour to lubmit the following report of the oettlementa in my charge, 
ohowing the reaulta of the half-year ending the 30th September 1^. 

2. The mehab of the Burdwan Baj in thia diatriot, for which a aorvey and leitleinent 
have been ordered, are five in number:— 

Tanei No. 128—Oobrah. 

„ „ 129—Maliba. 

„ „ 188—Hukumapur. 

„ „ 449—Fonohbema. 

„ „ 449—Cbondnihat, Froohanderpur. 

3. The eurvey and oettlement of the first two have been abandoned at the request of the 
Manager, oa the Baj holds only an undivided fractional share therein, and as the other 
oo-sharers have not joined in the application for survey and settlement. 

I.— Hukumapur. 

4. The state of the work at the end of the lost official year was thus described in my 
annual report for that year :— 

"Fara. G. All applications for settling fair rents having been disposed of, and all dis¬ 
putes of the nature mentioned in section 106 of the Bengal Tenancy Act having been decided, 
all that remains to bo done is to finally frame the records in ncoordanco with the result of these 
applications and disputes, and cause them to be published under section 105 (2). The records, 
of 11 villages have already been publbhed; those of 5 are entirely, and of 17 are partly 
ready for publication.” 

6, The work here described as outstanding was finished on the 30th June 1891, on which 
day the records of the last of the 88 villages were finally published under section 105(2), 
Bengal Tenancy Act. 

6 . In addition to thb, all the khatians have been fair-copied. During your inspection 
you recommended the condemnation of the originals owing to their blotched and dirty apwar- 
anoe. Three copies had thus to bo made—one for the oolloctorate, the second for the landlord, 
and the third for the tenants. Forty-five of the orignal khatians, however, were considered 
by me to bo good enough fur the ooUectorato record-room; of these, I have caused only two 
sets of copies to bo prepared. Some difficulty was experienced in obtaining the servioes of 
intelligent copyists at the contract rates sanctioned under the Board’s rules. Before the copy bts 
gut acoastomod to the work, little progress was made, os much of the work done by them hod 
to be condemned. Besides a thorou^i comparison of *11 fair copies with the originals by 
mohurirs employed for the purpose at the contract K tes, I have, to insure accuraoy, caused 
a careful rooomparison of over 25 per cent of the khatians to be made by mohurirs of the 
regular establisliment. As for as I am able to judge, the fair copies prepared ore correct. 

7. The records of 87 villairea were made over to the oolle^orate on and within 5th 
September. The Baj estate got copies of the records of these 87 villages by the 11th Septem¬ 
ber ; 2,554 tenants reoeived their kbatian slips up to the 30th SeptemWr. That the rest (about 
745 in number) are yet unprovided for is owing to their own iudifferenoe in the matter, 
for the khatiau copies of their holdings are tong ready in office, and notices of distribution have 
been issued village by village. 

8 . I have not yet accounted for one village, the circumstances regarding which are some¬ 
what iieculiar and require separate treatment. The records of this village were completed, 
and the 30th Juno was, by notice, fixed for their final publication. The reoords were pub¬ 
lished as notified ; but such publication became irregular simply by the filing of a dispute case 
under section 106 of the Bengal Tenancy Act by the Ba}, who olaimea a large tract of 
nnsurveyed land as forming part of the ^lage. These lands were then aurveyed, and the 
cose, after being severely contested by the nei^bouring zemindar, was decided as a civil snit, 
end the records of the villi^o republished under secuon 105 (2) on the 6tb Ootober 1891. 
Air^s Blustrotes the praotioal difficulty of working section 10& The words ” at any time 
before final publication^' are much too vogue. It would be desirable to substitute for them 
something to the following effeot:—” At any time before the issue of a notice under section 
1U5(2) for the final publication of the reoords.” The recorda of the village concerned will be 
disposed of as soon as the offices reopen after the vacation. 

9. In my report for the year ending the 31st March last, I spoke of having disposed of 
all disputes of the nature mentioned in section 106. The lart application made by the Baj 
estate under section 106 daring 1890-91 was reoeived on the 16th September 1890. But, 
besides the case referred to in tne preceding paragmph, the Rqj has put m two other applica¬ 
tions within the half-year under report, claiming dmuar relief under seotiou 106. The oispoaa} 
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of UuMtwoiiMa, in ooniuwtira utMimrith »boat 40 trislMi luv* baan ud 600 moia ivill 
baaa to aum^ra^and tha diataibution of tha few Uiatiaaa Hut iwiain forms my only work 
in eoniiaetiao with Hukomwur. 

10. Fair-copying of khatiana haa been the prindpal worik dona during tha half-year. 
But much was done beaidas. No leaa than 1,545 khatiana ware tcooRooted in oonaequenoo of 
MoUJknamah* or agraementa filed in af^paal. This neoeaaitatad tha raooiraotioa of the oonneoted 
papora, khaar^ torij. &o. OonaidmUo time was taken up in preparing the atatiatical 
•totementa ( Forma ;(0 («), 20 (5), and 20 (e)), village by village, and also in drawing up 
village reports and oorreoting village maps. 

11. Now,* as before, %e aowoe of the managers or of some affioient and duly em- 
powOTsd agent on their behalf, CMsas serious delay and inooni'enienoa. The local agents have 
apparently no power to settle disputes amicably, althou^ their disposition to protract 
matters is notonous. 


• II.—PaMCBBBRBU. 

12. The settlement of this mehsl (area 1,603 bighasl has been carried out within the 
half-year under report. The mehal consists of the 'vilhisa Panohberria and 03 detached pieces 
of Umd situated in 10 of the neighbouring villsgcs, ue tiw of the larg^ piece being 331 
bighas, and diet* of the smallest 6 oottahs. The proceedings wore hold on the spot and 
ooonpM four da;fB. The statrui, existing rents, and other partioulars regarding tha noldings* 
(225 in number, including under-tenures) were recorded, and 23 disputes as to the amount of the 
existing rent, rent-free title, status, do., were disposed of summsrily. The llaj estate 
applied for s^lement of fair roots against 80 of the tenants separately, all the cases being 
then and there disposed of by amicable arrangement. 

13. This is the first settlement done on the lines proposed by yon and ^proved nf by 
the Board in their No. 404A, dated the 17th April IK91, toyouraddrees, and! believe it Iim 
proved a complete success. This result is duo sololy to the presence and oo-operation of the 
Assistant Manager, Mr. Srinath Dutta. 

14. The draft records of Panohberria have boon published under section 105(1) and the 
period of one month after the date of suoli publication has expired. The lUj estate has filed 
no objection or dispute care, but the tenants have put in— 

1 Objection under secliou 105 (1); 7 disputes under sootion 106; 2 mplioations to set 
aside the orders made in 2 out of the 80 oases under sootion 104 (2). Five of tbuio oases 
were disposed of before the end of lost month, and the rest were decided on the 8nl 
instant. The effect has boon tho revival of one of the 80 suits for settlement of fair rents. 
Barring possible appeals, the disposal of this case is tho only thing that remains to be done 
in oounootiou with Panohberria. 


in.— OlIASDNIHAT. 

16. The sottlement of this insignificant mebnl (area 12 bighas) was oompletod during 
the half-year. As thore was no application for sottlement of fair rents, the existing rents onl v 
were recorded and the proceedings teiminated. In your No. 1048T.A., dated t^ .|>irth 
July 1891, to the address of tho Commissioner of the Burdwan Division, you were pleased 
to i«roe with me that a survey and reoord of rights of jtetty scattered areas of this kind 
should not bo asked for.

WiiR reference to your Ciioalar No. I5TA., dated the 17ih October 1391, I hare 
the honour toaubmit the foHo«ring annual re|)ort for the period let October 1890 to 30th 
September 1891. in connection with the eettlement of ilokmapore in Birbhtun. 

2. A report for the year ending theSlet March laot was aubmitted to the ('olleotnr 

of Birbhum with this office No. 8. datra the 6th April IM l, and a romrt for the half« 
year ending the 39th September laat haa been eubmitted to you with t^ office No. :i29, 
dated the 14th Ootolwr. 9 ' 

3. Two other petty mehaU in Birbhum have been lettled during the year under 
report, but ae the wxrk in oouuectiao with them waa done during the half*year ending the 
Both September loot, and has been described in my report for tW period, I may as well 
confine n^self in the present report to Uukmapore 

4. The srea of the estate as professionally sunreyed amounts to 15,6!)6'69 acres, its 
recorded area according to tlie revenue survey being 15,491 acres. This discrepancy may 
be accounted for by the fact that the external limits of villages have not, in the present 
survey, been laid down by reference to the revenue survey maris, os also by disturbance of 
pcssession in the course of the last 40 yean, and is also prooably due to iusoouraoics in the 
old survey. The former figure does not include an area of 216 acres clmmed by the Itaj 
in an application under section 106, Bengal Tenancy Aut, as forming part of llukmapore, 
but not yet adjudicated upon or surveyed. It, however, indudes an area of 531*85 acres, 
which in obDae<}ueuoe of enquiries into boundary disputes has been found to form no 
I>art of the Burdwan estate, and an area of 16 acres not yet adjudicated upon. 

5. The records of Hukmapore ooutain 37,387 knasra entries and 4,6lH khatian slips. 
A tabular classification of the lattm* is annexed. 

6. Uukma[>ore was surveyed at the end of 1888; no sottloroeut officer was apitointed 
till January following, and no settlement work wss done till the middle of Uotolrar lo89 
when I was placed in ohargo. 

7. I tM>k charge of the settlement office on the 14th trotober 1889, and ooropletod 
by the 31st March following a draft reoprd of the partioulars required to be recorded under 
notification dated the 24th SoptembOT 188u, published in the CaMUt Gati-tU of the 25th 
September (Part I, pages 807-808). Applications for euhanoemont and additional rent were 
mMe by the Baj, most of them being filed after the expiry of the period fixed under rule 
16 of Chapter VI of the Qovemment rules. Toe tenants of certain groups of villages wore 
joined together as defendants in 37 suits under section 104 (2) which covered 4.he entire 
tenantry of Unkmapore. All these suits were ountettixl by the tenants, who filed written 
statements in answer to the daims put forward by the iiaj. 

8. The following plan was laid down by you for settlement of rents;—'* Mr. Roily 

will obtain from the settlement officer copies uf kbatians of villagus of which the records 
have been mode over to the soitl^ent offioor, and see if he oan effect an atninaVile 
settlement of rents with the ryots, so, he should report the arrangements which bo 
proposes to make.If Mr. Itoily ind the ryots do not oomo to an amicable arrange¬ 

ment as to what are to be entered oa fair rents, then the settlement offioor will pro¬ 
ceed to settle loir rents according to the principles laid down in sections 27, 30 to 36, 
38, 51 and 52 of the Tenancy Aot.’'^tMerao. on Survey and Settlement of Burdwan Khas 
Mchals, dated Buri, the 2Uta August 1889). The Manager accordingly asuod me for oupit-a 
of the khatians in April 1890, and previous to doing so, reTOrtcd certain projiosals for 
introduoing soil-oloss rates which received the approval of the Board of Itevenuu. Nlrong 
hopes of an amicable settlement in these terms were entertained tilt the end of October 
1896, when the Manager reported (Manager’s No. 742K, dated 1890, to the Col¬ 

lector of Birbhum) that the tenants bad played false with him. Meanwhile Mr. Reity had 
been asking me demi-offioiaUy to push on with the coses, while his local agents were cuu- 
tinn^y applying fur adjournments on the ground (among others) that an amicable settle¬ 
ment was being arranged. These local agents were never preiiarod to pruduoe evidenoo, 
and oompimned of the difficulty in obtaining witnesses in oonswjucnce of a hostile com- 
binatioa of the tenantry. Taking these ciroumstaAoes into oonsidaratinn, and holding that 
mi amicable adjustment was desirable in the interqsis of all couc«ru(«l, 1 held the cases 5v«r 
nntii about the middle of Novemls'r, when the Manager’s No. 742K just referred to cnuie 
into my hand. The Manager about the same time impnted an officer with full iiowaiii 
and definita inatruotions to treat with the tenants. ’This was a wise step, and it h**It>ed 
ma more than anything else ill gettiog through my work. It was between Noverolier J890 
and Febraary 1891 uiat the settlement oaaeo were disfnsed of, altbough one case was 
settled in July and four more between that month and October 1896. • 

9. My work up to October 1890 waa to write up the reecnds i<tr publication under 
•aotion 106 (1). The amrvey records with which I had to deal siiuwed the eutire area of 
Unkmopora aa '‘rent-paying” and almoot the whole external boundary of the estate oa 
**disp6tM*' Befoib the drafts could be poblishod, 1 had to dispose of 049 daima to 
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hold land u part of other zamindaii^ oa rent-free or at a flied renti or u elMari», Ae. Tin* 
I did in the nrst initanoe aummarily in the manner laid down in paramph 4 of Appendix D 
of the Board's Seltlemni Manual. The records had to he amended in aooordance with 
the decisions arrived at in these oases, as also aooordi^ to 374 lists of disormndes noted by 
the attestation amins under paragraph 2 of Appendix U of the Manual. These lists were 
abnormally heavy in consequence of the knaiiapuri having been made by amins nn* 
ooquaiuted with the local language, and also because ibe tenants often did not attend on 
them to point out the limits of their holdings. The homestead sites were originally clubbed 
together, a detailed survey was made \>j the Bnrdwan detachment of the Surrey of India, 
and the records were received by me in July 1890. These had to be worked into the original 
kliatiuns before draft publication, which work was oompleted on the 17th August 1890. 

10. Matters stood thus till the end of September 1890. Only five oases under section 
104 (2) embrooiijg 129 tenants and 318 out of 846 depute cases filed under section 106 
were dis]Hised of up to the end of that month. By the end of Februaty last all tlie 37 
apidications fur the settlement of fair rents had been msposed of, and ut the end of Konh 
1891 the entire file of dispute oosi a under section 106 hod been cleared. 

II Two of the COSOS under section 104 (2) wore triedej-porfo, as the tenants, after 
filing written statements oontosting the claim of the samindor-plaintiff to enchancement and 
additional rent, did not appear at the trial; throe casus wore practically withdrawn by the 
pleader for the Itaj estate on the ground that the lands in question formed the deboitar 
Tiroporty of nn idol; nine were dismissed under sections 102 and 158 of the Oodeof Oi^ 
I'roecdure; t e habitual neglect of the Baj agents in appearing and in producing evidence being 
a source of constant annoyance to me and of hardship to the opposite parties, and rendering 
the adoption of snob procedure necessary. The rest of the oases wore tried and decided 
Bociirdiug to law, a considerable number of the tenents filing noh-hnamahi or agreements 
by amicable arrangement with the Uaj These iolehnatnaht were nc^ drawn up in accord- 
anue with Mr. Heily’s terms, but stipulated os follows 

(1) An allowance of 3 cottoh per each standard bigha in calculating areas of 

holdings. 

(2) Acoi-ptniico of patnidar's papers (showing areas and rentals) and kabuliyats as 

oorreot. 

(3) AssesHtnent of excess areas (if any) at the average rate payable for the rest of the 

hiildiug. 

(4) Atnienble ai^ustment of the petitions fileilby the Raj estate under section 106 

disjmling the right of the tenants to hold lauds rout-free. 

After a searching examination of all the rooords in March last, you were satisfied as to 
the hona-fi<le character of these toMnamafit. On that oooaaion you recorded the following 
observation : — 

“ If thn prinoiple of oomnromiso whioh was ultimately adopted hod been put forward 
at the beginning, it is probable that it would have been readily aooeptod by the ryots, that 
the settlement proceedings would have been oompleted in a shorter time, and that much 
i<xponso and labour would have been saved.” 

Ilioso words exactly express my own view of the matter. If a duly qualified offioer 
with full powers aud iusiruotiaus Im i lieeii deputed by the Manager in October 1889 
instead of 12 montbs Inter. th>< result would oertaiuly ,ave been most satisfactory. As a fact, 
the affairs of the estate in connection with the settlement wore left in the hands of a number of 
inofiiciont subordiuate olHoials. These men were vested with no powers (wisely as I think) 
to treat with the tenants, so that in each case roferooce had to be made to the Manager, whu 
was away at Burdwan, nr in some remote part of the Bunlwan estate. As regards those 
tenants who did not file sgreeiueuts, I put the Uaj os plaintiff to striot proof of the grounds 
of onhaiioement and additional rent claimed. As a result no enohauoement was deoreed by me. 
The Raj produced meosiireiuout papers and kabuliyats obtained from the late patnidar to prove 
its claim to additional rent under section 52 (l)o. In sbme oases these papers were not 
proved and were not admissible in evidenoo. These oases were dismissed, the existing rents being 
adhered tc. In some oases the papers produced wore proved by oompetent witneasea. Tha 
evidence adduced clearly proved that the previous measurements were made with a cubit of 
19^ inches, and the areas wore consequently calculated aooording to that standard. Such 
ualoulation showed exoeas area in the majority of oases; in a few instanoes it showed defioienoy, 
and ill fewer instanoes it showed no alteration of area. Where exoeas area was provM, 
evidenoe was fnrthooroing that the excess consisted of new lands encroached upon by the 
tonhnts such lands being designated mabadi or "newly oultivated,” and the prevailing zate 
for fliioh lands being proved to vaiy in different villages from 4 annas to 10 or 11 annai 
[ler bigha. The excess areas srere assessed aooordingly. The tenanta have not appealed 
against such assessment. When the evidenoe proved defioienoy in area, abatement was 
allowed, in the absoiioe of proof of the yearly 'rslue of the land loet, aooording to tha latter 
piorUoD of sei'tion 52 (4) of the Bengal Xenanoy Act. No alteration in rent was made in those 
cas>B in which no alteration in area was proved. The result of the settlement hee been ea 
increase of He. 2,073 over the previoue jamabondi. 

12. Not the least ivirtion of mv work was the disposal of 861 " dispute ” ooeea andsr 
section 106 filed up to March last,—539 of them being contested end tried as dvil suits. 
Must of those were merely revivals of the 949 oases I had summarily disposed of under 
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pani^ph 4 of App^ix D. «d 4 won fU«d bj tbs Baj. At Torions lUget in tbo oouiw of 
trial the Biy ageota withdrew or abai^med 135 of the oasea. Of the reat, 66 were diamiaaad 
under aeotioBa t02 and 1&8 of the Oivil Procedure Code. The Agenta applied under aeotion 
103 of the (XtU Prooedure Code for oi^era to aet aaide the diamuaala under aeotion lOIL They 
eventual};^ withdrew 20 of theae applicatione after notioea were rerred on the defundanta, aa 
provided in aeotion 103. Civil PrpOMuie Code. Tbe«e droumatancea are mentioned to ahow 
the haphaaaid manner in which the oaaea were conducted, and the trouble it entailed on me 
by oorapelling me to m over the name ground aereral timea All thia would not have happened' 
if a competent man had been on the apot to repreecnt the Manager from the beginning. In 
Hukmapnre the plainta under aeotion 106, Bengal Tenancy Act, were received on plain 
paper. The new rule by which court-fee atampa of the value of M aiinoa are to be levied 
on auch applicationa u likely to have a aalutaiy effect in checking indiacriminate iuatitutiona 
of the kina rorerred to. 

13. liatteia ateod aa followc at the end of March 1891 ;— 

Ail applicationa for aettling fair rente having been diapoaed of, and all diaputea of the 
nature mentioned in aeotioa 106 of the Bengal Tenancy Act having been decided, all that 
xemaina to be done ia to Bnally frame the reooniu in accordance with the reault of theae appli- 
cationa and diaputea, and cauae them to be published under aeotion 10.1 (2). The reoorua of 
11 viUagaa have already been published; those of 5 arc entiroly, and of 17 are partly ready for 
publication. 

14. The work here described as outstanding was ffnished on the 30th June 1891, on 
which day the records of the last of the 88 villages were Bnally published underscotion 106 (2), 
Bengal Tenancy Act. 

'15. In addition to this,all the khatians have been fair copied. During your inspection 
you recommended the oondemuation of the originals owing to their blotche>l sikI dirty appear¬ 
ance Three copies had thus to be mode,—one for the colhclorate, the second for the landlord, 
and the third for the tenants Forty-Hvo of the original khatians, however, were cr>nsi(lored 
by mo to be good enough for the coliuutorate record-room; of these 1 have caused only two 
sets of copies to be prepared. Home diifionlty woa experienced in obtaining the services of 
intelligent copyists at the contract rates snnetionoa under the Board's rules. Before the 
copyists got accustomed to the work, little progress was mode, as much of the work done by 
them hod to be oou'iomuod. Besidos a thorough oomparisou <»f all fair copies with the origiusis 
by muharirs employed for the puqKise at the oontrad. rates, 1 have, to unsure oocurm^y, enusod 
a careful reconiparison of over 25 mr oent. of the khatians to be made by niiiharrirs of Uie 
regular eetablishment. As far as i am able to judge, the fair copies prepared ore oorre<>t. 

16. The records of 87 villages wore made over to tlio Colleotorato on and within the 
•1th 8(>ptomher. The Uaj estate got copies of the records of these 87 villages by the 11th 
R^tember. Two thousand five hundred and Bfty-fuur tenants received their khiitiau slips up 
to the 30th Sopteraher. That the rest (about 746 in number) are yet unprovido<l for is owing 
to their own indifference in the m^ter, for the khatian eupios of these holdings are 
long ready in office, and notices of distribution have Imk)u issued, village by village. 

17. Besides the 861 oases under section 1U6, referrnd to in paragraph 12, 3 more oosos 
were instituted by the Raj later on, claimiug certain unsurvoyod areas os port of Ilukmapore. 
Of these, one has been disposed of and two are {tending. 

18. Ifuring the period under reitort 1 have boeu in camp fur 84 days.

1 therefore boliore that no demarcation work was properly done on the surrey of tbe 
pargana if done at all. This is nofortunate, as the alteration of tbe village boundaries now by the 
Surrey Department is causing much additonal work in this office.

PrfUminary. —The reoords of 31 Tillages, besides of six non-ront paying ones, had been 
made over to me on my arriyal to Eajlagar as Settlement Officer, i.r., on the lOth Fobmory 
lb90. The attestation work and tho setuemcnt work reptrding all those villages were oom« 
nleted by tho end of May 1890. The months of June. July, August, and a part of Soptem- 
her were employed in disjKwiug of applications and suits under section lU(t of the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, in completing tho correction of tho reoords for errors as found on applioatmn 
by the raiyats filed otter attestation, and in the preparation of the jamabandis ana decrees 
regarding the 31 villages according to my decisiunB in the settlement suits. Seven hundred and 
twelve such applications were disposed of either suramararily or by framing thorn into suits, 
as oircuuistauoes required. It is a singular foot that none of those applioalions, as far aa 
I can see from the register of applications, was filed by the landlord who reserved his 
objeotions till after the publication of the draft records.

Notices were issued for tho settlement of rents in those villages, and the settlement work 
regarding these villages was taken up in the middlo of September iHUl, tho work of atlas- 
tatiun having been eommnnood a mouth hofore its being redone in my prosenoo. Tiinro were 
disputes affiKiting <3 330 holdings filedbefore mo at tho attestation, wliich wnro decided by 
me, resulting in the correction of th^^irds afTccling 3,ft2H ntiyiits and plots. There 
were besides survey errors regarding Ssi8 holdings and 1,440 plots. 

After deciding these disputes 1 took up the settlement suits which hwl been institutod ont 
spplicatinns by the landlord. 1 was hearing these suits regarding the 33 villages simulta¬ 
neously with carrying on a corrcs|iondvuoo with Mr. Keily for atTecting an ami<'ai>le settlement 
between the landlord and tho raiyats. Several projKisals were maiie, and Mr. Itoily was 
prevailed upon to agree to certain tonns which he iiiul proposed at the beginning of the settle¬ 
ment, the essence thensif being that the survey areas be assessed at the existing rates* afUir 
a deduction therefrom of 35 (M>r cent. lie, however, at last withdrew th^se terras and pro¬ 
posed fresh ones which tho raiyats would not accept. 

Things had reached this stage when Uis Honour the Lieutnnant-Oovernor of Bengal 
visited Miduapore, and after iDS}>ei!tiou of the workproposod that the landlord should not look 
' tor an enebanoement of rents in the present ouuditiun of the raiyats. Mr. Finucann visited 
Bttjamutha on the 20th March, and after local inspeotion recommended to tho Board the 
eompromiae on the basis on whioh I had so long been vainly trying to bnng about an agree¬ 
ment Lala Ban Behary Kapar was directed by the Board to oomc to Hujamutliatogivo effect 
to the oompromise recommended by Mr. Finuoane. He came here in A in’ll and went away 
after filing in genoral terms agreements with the raiyats, tho essence of which was that, the 
ariatin g rents be held aa fair, leaving it to me to wotk out the oomproinisos as to each indivi^ 
dual nuyat in a form whi^ ^ gave to me.

to hdp mo u I followed the plan of working them out in the form laid dam bv the Haaagw. 
Thie wae in a manner dictating to me the oonne I ehoold adopt, ae it implied that telem I did 
(0 the Su^Manager muld no< help me in working out the compromioes, ae wae evidenUy hie 
duty to do, irreepeotive of the oouree I was adopting, which if he or the Manager did not 
approve of he mig^t represent to the Director in the meantime. This I believed woe unreal* 
aUo, the more so as the working out of the oompromise in the manner indicated was vei^ little 
neoessaiy, and that too for the purpose of enabling the zaminder to objeot to aubdi visions of 
holdings to which ho ought never to have thought of objecting at all in a case like the present. 
This course too was altogether impracticable, os the identification of nearly 80,000 survey 
plots with samindary ohUta plots would be herculean work and could not be done in a 
reasonable time, as is proved o^ the fact of the landlord’s having been doing this work with 
an average of 16 well-paid amins for nearly eight montha and n^ yet half finishing the work. 

On the 26th June 1 saw Mr. Fiuuoane in Oalcutta and relam to him the whole case. 
He asked mo to go with him to Burdwan to meet the Manager, which 1 accordingly did. 
There at the Conference bo entirely agreed with me regarding the inoompleteness of tlie 
corovromises and the oumbrousness of the form in which the landlord proposed that they 
should bo worked out, laying down at the same time that it was not sufficient for the landlord 
to flic oomproinisoB in general terms, and that it was the landlord who should work out the 
compromises, in which view the Commissioner agreed. It was also arranged tliat the Survey 
Department would now note the tauzis in the khasros and mark them on the traces, and 
that 1 should thou enter them in the khations. 

The landlord now took up the working out of the compromises and the Survey 
Department took up the work of entering the Uuzis in the record. I was at the same time 
helping the landlord with a port of my establishment in preparing the latwari rent 
statements and deciding suits and froshijr raised dispntee, and was havmg the records os 
complete as they could m before publieation, viz. completing the ocrreotlon of the records for 
errors, writing up the Kachomehal customs in each khatian as required, and the filling up 
(if the blank oolumns of the khations, which had hitherto boon left blank.

The work allotted waa— 

(a) Belaying of old thakbuat boundariea in diatrict Bankura of 21 maoaaa ad. 
mitted by the Manager to have been leaaed in patui. 

(A) The oa^tral anrvey of all landa in dutriot Burdwan that had been omitted 
from meaaureuent daring previoua aeaaona. 

Field office waa opened at Baniganj on the 20th December 1890, and until the arrival 
of inatrumenta on the 6th January 1801, the niweaaaiy oompariaon of old revenue anrvey 
map^ thakbuat maps, and boundary aurveya executed in 1889.0U were buing undertaken 
prior to atarting the demarcation in diatrict Bankura. 

*^0 relaying of boundariea of the 21 mauaaa waa completed on the 20th January. 
Tlie demarcation of each village waa teated by indemndent aurveya of the boundariea of 
each mauxa on the 4* acale. The aalicnt pointa on the boundariea of the mauxaa ao relaid 
were marked by <tU0 drainage pipea, of 8* diameter, obtained from Meaara. Hum and Com¬ 
pany of Itaniganj. The coat of the p>pea, aa well aa the coat of embedding them, waa borau 
by the Baj management, and forma no port of tiie amount ahown aa aurvey expenditure, 
although the work waa done by the detachment. 

Much unaatiafaotory delay waa oauaed in atarting the field-by.fleld aurvey of lamia 
omitted during previoua operationa owing to the ignomttce of the Baj offloiala about the 
aituatiou and extent of the landa to be meaaured. The landa are very much aoattcrod, and are 
aituated in 99 villogea extending from Culna on the Ilooghly river to Saiuthia atation on the 
Eaat Indian Railway loop line. 

The avOTogc aize of tlia blooka meaaured ia 4'73 aorea only and that of the Aelda O-.'M of 
an acre. 

The cost of surveying such amall and acattered areas haa neooaaanly been high, being 
Bo. 1-4 an sore, ineluding maps, records, trooea, Ao. 

The lands were known to bo situated in nearly IU8 vilh^ea, but oa they were pointed 
out for meaauremont in a most desultory mimoor by the tahaildars, it waa not known what 
the area would ultimately prove to be. The lauds, too, are aituated in villages not in khas 
posseaaion, and tenants were with difficulty got U» attend for the neouaiary entries in tlte 
kbaaras. ^ 

The coat and difficulties of thi^work cannot, therefore, be gauged by thooe of similar 
operations in other ports of the country. 

Tlie following statement shows the outturn of cadastral survey during the season under 
report:— 
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The measurement of the amaller blocks and isolated fields was tested by an Inspocter 
in the field, while through the larger blocks teat lines were run after receipt of the maps 
in office. ,

During ronoRs the work ondertaken by the detachment waa aomewhat diflerent from 
that usually performed by cadastral parties. 

In district Midnapore the I'urdwan Baj owns 6C villages, which constitute paigana 
Sujarautha. These villages, however, although all belonging to the Baj, are made up of 13 
dilToront tauzis or properties, seven paying revenue to Government and six revenue-free. 

The Manager pointed out at the meeting on the 3Uth Juno, previously alluded to, that 
these had all men measured as one estate, and that the reoo;[^ of rights had been similarly 
treated. It was necessary, ho said, to have these separate tauzis marked on the survey maps 
and the khatians correct^ to agree with the maps. The Manager further brousht to notioa 
that thn bnundnrins os pointed out by the Baj offloials at the time of oadastral surv^ in 
1888-80 did nut in ail cases oorresjxmd with the boundaries as they existed at the time of 
thakbust survey iii 18o4, and that the zamindari papers were based on limits of villages 
us they existed at this latter nicntioncxl period. 

1'ho old boundaries were oonsequently entered on the original plans and on the traoes 
supplied to the Settlement Otllcer and the Manager. The diJTorent tauris were also shown 
on the traces by moans of distinguishing colours m aocordanco with the thakbust maps. 

This method of showing different taiizi on the traces, as also revenue-free, ghatwali, and 
other lands marked on the thakbust maps, was extended to districts Burdwan and Bankura, 
the old thakbust boundaries being likewise shown on the traces. 

Allhotigb in distriet Burdwan the boundaries of mauzos now pointed out differ in 
many places from the old boiiiidaries, yet the number of mauzas has remained the same, 
but in distriet Bankura very few indeed of the mauzas now reoognisod on the ground 
norrespond with those shown on llio old revonne survey aud thakbust maps. The oomparison 
of boundaries aud oolouring of tauzis in district Buniwan have all been completed; and 
it was anticipated that the same would hare been done for all the mauzas of Bankura, 
but the difficulties in this district were greater than was expected. The mauzas are so 
mixed up that portions of six, seven, and sometimes ten original villages now go to form 
one village as lately pointed out to the surveyors. 

The following statement hIiuwh the number of village traoes to be compared aud 
coloured and the number actually completed up to date of report

The present Mai.agor, Lola Dun Bebary Kapur, reports that the work done is valuable 
to the Ibii, that he has boon enabled to resume possession of some of the missing villages, 
and that though opposed to the undertaking of the survey at Uie beginning, now asks for 
tho extension of it to touiis 1, 2 aud 3 of the Bankura district.’'

With referenoe to year oiroular No. 15T.A., dated 17th inetant, I liaye the honour to 
enbmit the annual report of survey and settlement of the Sarail estate for the period 1st 
October 1890 to 30tb September 1891. 

2. FVom the two statements submitted herewith, it will appear that the total area 
under survey was 180,664 acres, consistiug of 299 villages. The survey was commenced 
with by a detachment of Party No. II of the Survey of India in the month of November 
1889, and up to the month of September 1890 the party finish^ the whole of ^e traverse 
survey, 166,882 aorei of kistwor survey, and oomptoted the k^uapuii or record writing 
with respeot to 126,696 acres. The Survey Department not having made over to me the 
papers of a ainrie village during the first sixmontbof the operntioni, 1 virtually did no 
settlement work during the period. Up to the 6Qth September 1890, they sontto me tlie rooords 
of .31 villages only, oompnsing an area of 3,378 scree. Oat of those 81 villages, the rooords 
of 26 villages havmg been recoived iu the month of September 1890, the sotUoment oiiera* 


iring ._,__ 

1890 to 30ih September 1891,1 recorded tbo rights and sottlod fair rents of 16,773 tenants 
holding an area of 37,089 ooros. The villages I have sottlod contain a total number of 
20,864 tonants, out of whom tho tents of .6,091 tenants Lave not boon boUIihI, as they hove 
DO direct relation with the Court of Wards, but hold lands under palaidor and oUier 
propri(4ort. 

3, Tbo ofloot on tho ramindar’s rent-roll by the sottloraont of tho above villagos has 
been on increase of rent to the extent of 22'2 per cent. Tho inoroaso is, howovor, liable to 
alteration, and is likely to bo rodaoed after the publioation of tho draft jamabamli and dis< 

of objections undwsootions 103 and 106 of the Tonanoy Act. Tho increase is oliielly 
due to tho excess quantity of lands found in tbo {Msscssiou of raiyats by the iincruaohmeut of 
fallow lands. In assessing rents on excess lands, an allowunoo of 31 gandns por liuni, or 
about 17 per cent., bos boon mado in favour of raiyats fur ails of fiolds and close misumroinent. 
In a very small numbot of instances the rate of rent has boon enhanced to tho provailing 
rate after personal local enquiry and satisfaotory ovidonoe addumwl by tho landlonl. 

4. The total cost of survey up to 30th Soptorabor 1891 has booh lU 99,168, out of 
wliioh Ks. 27,876 wos spent during tho last 12 months. Tho sctllomont ex|ioiises from 1st 
October 1890 to 30th September 1891 hove boon Its. 10,.633, and tho area settled 47,002 
aoree, so that tho overege rate per acre for tho lost 12 moutlis has boon found to bo 3 aimos 
7 pie por acre. In villagos wliioh still remain to bo sottlod, the bulk of tho attoslation work 
bos boon oorajdotod, so that at tho close of tho sottlnmonl proUMidings the rate per acre for 
tho whole work is likely to bo considerably roduood. Tho sum of Rs. spimt up to the 
30lh Septombor 1890 for Bottlomont oxpiwtsi in foot went for untiling, tho actual soltlemoiit 
opctalions not having begun bofoto Ootober 1890, owing to iLo non-receipt of papers from 
tho Survoy Department. 

.6, So far the sottlcmont work 1ms procao<led without any hitcli, and both the landloivl 
and tenants seem to bfi satisfied with llio pwociiJings. I, howovor, had to undergo grtwt 
diftiouUios iu making settlement^wing bt the numerous iuaisiurauios whieh had erept into 
the survey jiaporB, tho khaliaus Bot»ving Wu locally compared by the 8arv<*y Dopartmenl 
iu tho presence of raiyats aud landlords' agents. Tli« pargaiia consists of thnm largo 
zamindaris and a largo numlier of small roronuo-iiaying aud riivenue-freo <«tates tbo 
lands of which are intermixisl allnost in overy villago. The Survey Dejiartmeut imviiig 
measured tlio lands of ouo ostato as apimrtainiug to auotuor, grout jiaius had to be taken iu 
corrcctiug tbo mistakes. 

6. Another difficulty met with while proceeding with tho settlomont work is tim groat 
variety of rates in the sumo village. A village is generally dividwl into live or six bandas

lx accordance with the inetruotious oonvojed in OoTornmeut Uiroular No. 4.151'K, dated 
24th September 1891, I have the honour to tubmit the following report with eUtemeuta 
A and B regarding the aettlcmont oiierations of killa Ei^aug for the half<jrear ending 
30th SeptemMr 1891. 

The aettlement of killa Kujang ie made amicably, and the principle which ia aaaumed ‘ 
in adjusting the rent is a oalomotion of the village rates of rent on the land ascertained 
by measurement by 20 dusty pedika in which a mitt ia equal to '7it of an oore, found in 
occupation of a tenant, with the several kinds of crops, referenue being at the same time had 
to the description of tenure under which the land is held and oultivaUiu. This, together with 
the class of soil as asosrtaiued, forms tho boais of assessment of rent of the raiyati tenures in 
the estate. 

The aubstitutioD of 20 dustir podika for that of 16 dustv, thiouithout the ealate except 
Chokra, under Board's order, had caused a reduction in the rental in pro}iortiuu hi the 
decrease ia the area of the holding. Tho jauiabsudies made out on this prooeduro had, 
however, to be overhauiod and oorreotod, in acourdanoe with tho instructions subsequently 
received. 

There are certain class of lands called palandas. These palandos are sold every year 
by auction to the highest bidders, who sublet thorn to tho raiyata fur ouUii^Btiuu as welt os fur 
pasturages after the crops aro -roa|N]d. Many of these palandas have been brought under 
cultivation by the tenants for more than five years, whu got their names noted in khasrs. 
These lands were settled with the raiyats under the orders of the late Maua;{er, Ur. Itcily. 
But S 0 tho rent so asscesod was found to bo less than the amount realuiiblc by tbo palandas 
being put to auction as usual, the lands in question have, under the orders of llio present 
Manager, been shown in tho name of tho Raj estate. The former rental has therefore been 
noted in khatian as the present rent. 

These circumstances necessitatis} a revision of most port of my works, which took a long 
time during tho half-year. 

No attempt has been mode to resume tho lukhimj tenures that are entered in tbo land¬ 
lord’s register or in tho road uess pa[ior. I seltled only suoh lauds as rout-free os ore 
noted in the register supplied to this oftiue by the Bub-Manager, the figures nif whioh tolly 
with thoso of the first rood oessqEoturn of 1280, the excess lands being resumed. The 
servioe tenures were settled ooeortAg to tho utbati paper received from the Hub-Manager’e 
office. It was not nocossory, therefmc, to go into details of euoh tenures. 

During the half-year under review, my time was mostly devoted to settling tho reni>fi«te 
tenures and in recording the rent of the uiider-raiyats in tho khatian, most of whom cultivate 
lands of the Ukhirajdars on the half-produce system. There was much of miscellaneous work 
bemdes, connected with the rovistou of tbo jam'ibuudies and tho preporatiou of fresh state¬ 
ments, in which all of my subordinates hod been employed daring the latter three mouths 
of the period under rejiort. Karl^ part of tho half-year the muli|grirs wore employed in 
preparing jamabandiee and in helping me in taking signatures of tho raiyats in khuliou and 
the amins in checking olassilicatiou of soil and correcting khasros and khatiaus. 

Uy English'stolf consisting of two clerks was fully engaged, one being in charge 
of the oorreepondence, whilst tho other oonstfintly accompanied mo in ray tours for tho Bench 
work, and prepared the difierent periodical returns and statements, The bulk of the 
work having run short, tho services of one of them woe iliei>onsod with front the let Juno 
last. 

. “y head-quarters is at Marsaghoi, a place within the eitate under settlement, where 
tliere ia a tahsil cutcherry. I was away from it on tour for 97 days during the half-year.

Iw obedienoe to jour ordera oommunioated to mo by your telegram vhich roaohed mo 
yeeterday, I have the honour to aabmit the following report ahowing the prograaa of woric 
done from lat October 1890 to 30tb September 1891. 

During the year under review the rent of 28,841 tenanta and 3,000 nnder-raMa, moat of 
whom cultivate landa under half produoe ayatem, waa recorded, leaving 7,014 to oe dedt with 
in the following year. The entire 146,804 aorea were aurvoyod ptevioua to the year under 
r^rt, but the khaaraa and khatiana of all mouaaha were not prepi^ and made over to thia 
office till the year in question. 

There wore aix caaea of boundary diaputes pending in my office from the provioua year 
and four cases were instituted daring the year. Out of these 10 cases, nine were decided 
and one pending at the close of the year. Beaides these, 2,738 oas<« relating to the mutation 
of names, claasinoation of soil, riyati tenures claimed os rent-free, and about titlo of rent-free 
tenure-holders were disposed of. 

I was away from tne head-quarters for 181 days durinf the period under report. 

I have completed the setdoment of killa Kmang, and am now arranging the reoorda and 
drafting the completion report, which I hope to uiish soon.

I HAVB the honour to submit half-yearly^ Progress Report, No. II, for the period ending 
nrith 80th September 1891, as called for hi Oovemment letter to the Board of Berenue, 
No. 456TB, dated Darjeeling, the 24tb Beptraber, copy of vhiob was demi-offioially received 
on the 1st instsut. 

2. As tlus is tho first half-yearly report, it would not be improper to give a brief 
account of won done in connection wiu survey and settlement up to the beginning of the 
period under report. 

8. The estate has been under tho management of tho Court of Wards since 1864, and 
soon after it come under the Court, a regular s^tlement of it was taken in hand and oompkted 
in 1871. Since then there bos been only a reviidon, which was mode in 1880-61, and in 
which the new lands were assessed and the papers of 1865-71 copied. As about 20 years had 
elapsed since the settlement of 1865-71, a fresh settlement, with the help of professional survey, 
was decided upon in 1888, and tho work of survey was commeneod that year. 

4. Before tho traverse party came to the estate whioh it did in 1888, the demarcation 
work was completed and most part of the estate was traversed by Hay 18a9. About 40 
villages wore also cadastrolly surveyed before recess that ^oar. Surv^ work was resumed from 
December 1889 and completed by Juno of the following year. The settlement work was 
entrustud to Mr. Dutta, who joioM this estate early in February 1890, and oontinued in this 
appointment till 14th Hay 1891. During this period of fift^n months he was able to do 
some preliminary work iu ooniieclion with settlement and recorded rents of 7,957 tenants. 
The settlemout of no single village was, however, finally completed by him, and even attesta¬ 
tion of lalihriy and tonki numbers in most of those villages has not been done. 

5. Tho total area of tho cstato according to present survey is 282,210 acres. The 
total area of 682 villages codastrally surveyed is 177,920. The iiapers of 577 villages con¬ 
taining on urea of 158,170 acres have been received, the dotoils of whioh are given below:—

0. Of the period undor report. Hr. Datta was in charge of this settlement from let 
April to 14th Hay 1H91, and from 15th Hay to 2ud July I was in charge of tho oltioo, pend¬ 
ing receipt of orders about tho iip]iointmeat of Hr. Datta's successor. Uii Ord July, orders of 
the Boud wore re«K>ivcd, directing me to oariy on Cettlemout work iu ailditiou to manage¬ 
ment duties. To relievo me of monagomout, an A~ustaut Manager has been appointed, who 
has joined since 28(h July 1891 

7. The nmoniit of work done by Mr. Datta iu April and Hay is shown in the annexed 
stntemont. Mr. Dnttu's diiiry-look not being iu tho oilicc, an aemunt of his touring cannot 
bo correctly given. From the tvpy of his travelling allo'vmoe bills, however, it appears that 
he was out lor 10 days iu April and not iu Afay. After Mr. Datts left, assessment work was 
sto|>pcd, but attestation was continued till 18th July, and during this period 101 villages were 
attcstoi^ containing 40,(372 khosra entries, at a cost of Rs. 526-12-0. After 18ih July the 
country was fiuodud and no attestation was possible. This work cannot be resumed much 
before December, os till then Holds will mostly remain under water. 

8. As stated above, I was in ehorgo of tho settlemout from 15th May till the end of 
Septombor, but till the roeeipl. of orders on the Snl July. I was primipiiUy employed ou 
muuagemont dutira. During the first period (15th May to 2nd July), 1 was out— 

10 days in Hay, 

19 „ in June, 

and after the receipt of orders 1 was out— 

22 days in July, 

23 „ in August, and 
5 „ in September. 

In September I wm not out on settlement duties. I had, however, to go to Cuttack in 
this month iu oenneotion with a oivU suit Almost, the whole of this month 1 was em¬ 
ployed on tho prt'paiation of rate statement and other office work.

If these riven had not to be shown in the maps, a mere 
note, saying that the rivers belong to the two estates half and half, would have been suffioiont. 
The Survey Aot to of no help to tbto case, aad the question at issue is merely a legal one. 

The case hu been pending sinoe some time, and during this half-year it was taken up 
and postponed six times. The riven have been shown by the survey party both aa demsroated 
by the Aul pmple and as demaroatod by the Kanika pMple, but the |noes have not been 
signed by eitner party. I sent the traoes to the Aul Raja, with request to sign tbe traoes or 
to point out where his demarcation had not been followed, lie bas esnressM his inability 
to do either, on the ground that neither he nor any of his men undentanu these things. The 
Aul Uajp has, however,^promised to get out a placer, duly authorised, and it is hoped some 
amioable settlement will ne arrived at in November nest. 

(3) Wi^ OhattaperlSstate.—There were disputes all along the common boundury line 
six miles in length. These have been amioably settied, as thm with Utikon estate, after 
good deal of enquiries and measurement. 

(4) With Baningbpur.—Before the enquiries were omnpleted the country was flooded, 

and the settlement of these disputes bas been postponed to December nest. In ibis ease 
there will be no diffionlty in coming to an amioable settlement, as the samindar to the 
Government pleader of Cuttack. I have, however, first to ascertain the boundary aoeordiiig 
to last revenue pa|)^, and this haa partly been done, and part will be done to next oold 
weather. ^ 

(6) With Mahulia, killa Kaimll^Thto boundary has been verified, and the signature 
obtained from the proprietor on the t|^ to token of aoooptanoe. length of tbto boundary 
to one and one>third miles. 

(6) With Mahulia KanHapur, parpma Bhera.—^This boundaiy too has besn verified, 
aad toe semindar has aooeptod and aignuri the traoe. Length one mile. 

(7) With Maliulia BnatpAa, po'gnnnsb Kaima —Tins dispute has been enquired into 
and will bo decided next oold weather, aa the fields are now under water. Length one-fourth 
mile. • 

II. AtMatiom.—'tho proper season for this woric was over when I entered on my 
settlement duties. I did. however, as mu'idi as J. oould. I chocked tfie attestation of 31 
villMos ooniaining 15,087 khasra entries, aad disposed of 1,103 disputes and obieotiona 

III. PeparatioH of rate tiaUmml. —Soon atier the receipt oi the Hoard's No 442A, 
dated 24th Jane l*t9l, directing me to taka up settlement wmkof this estate, I wsa shown 
BoanTs No. C99A, dated 35to June, the 4to paragraph of whioh 1 bog to quote at tots 
plaoa:— 

•• tinder all the cironmatanoss of the eaae tha Board ara not prepared at present to 
•ppiove the Settlement Offioer's prooeedings to respeot of tbe 139 viUsgee reported on by him, 
and they miut awsit a further report after all the villages of the estate have been dealt jrith 
on toe «*"«<» principles as explained in parigraph 6 of your letter. Greater caution should, 
hevrever, ba used to niuDg lands from ona cUhm to another, and should it appear after a large 
inimWer of new villages have been thus dealt with that the asvseiment to the 139 villages 
) taken up by Mr. & Datta ahoold be eomawhat to»«»d, a revision should be mode. UoUt toe 
larihar report hoe been reoaivsd aad ordare have bem passed on it by tbe Board, the fieri 
■ettiement of toe villagoa should be kept toabsyaaee. The preoeedinjn ehonid nim he pusbed 
on raptofiy to the remaioing villagea, and tha r^rl deeired by the Board eqbmittod without 
avotdaUe delay.*'

aoeotding to tM.olaaa of aoil, at the rate whioh ia generally ]^d at pieaant for land of the 
olaaa, after allowanoe of one-aixth for doae maaaurementa. The rate ehonid be applied to 
aiaaa of holdioga, and ahonld, aooording to the Board’a orderi, operate in reducing rente of in* 
dividual holdiuga as wril aa in inoroanng them where the new aeea ia more than onewnzth 
leas than the old area.

The Board have pointed out that the cost of theie>bunda ia the consideration whioh the land* 
lord has to pay for receiving any rent in these parte.” 

In aocoimnoo with the arove instructions, I have prepared a rate itatement for 611 
villages out of 577, of whioh papers have been received from the Survey OIBm. A copy of ti^ 
statement whioh is under preparation will shortly be submitted. The result obtained in theae 
611 villages is an increase of Ba. l(>,470-7>9 in the rental and 8,464*10 acres in area. The 
old area and rental of these 611 villages were 78,325*68 aores and Be. 89,344>13>3, and the 
area and rental now obtained are 86,789*83 acres and Bi. 90,815>5. 

Ibe Board's instructions quoted above would explain why no actual settlement has been 
made by me. The Board have directed that until they have passed orders on this rate 
atatement, flnal settlomont of villages should remain in abeyance. 

IV. Mi§etllanmu,~-{o) Before I was shown Board’s letter, paragraph 4 of vriiich 
has been quoted, 11^ settled two villages, the result of whioh was SMwn to you when I had 
the pleasure of meeting you in Ghandbui on 16th July last. This settlement was,done at 
exietiug rates, but us the rates have now been revised and shown in tbe rate statement, Uie 
settlement of these villages will be revised. Only one village, Nooagan No. 400 of the rate 
statement, bos been settled at the proposed rates.

(5) Olasaifloation of soils was done in a few villages, but on reconsideration and with 
your sanction demi-officially given, it was decided to accept the survey work.

The Boara's orders 
directing me to carr^ on settlement work in addition to management duties were received on 
3rd July lost, and unoe then I have been doing settlement work of the estata 

4. In the half-yearly report submitted mth this office No. 116, dated the 7th ultimo, 
full details have bem given of the settlement work daring the period 1st April to doth 
September 1891, andan account of work dona during the let n^-year, vis., 1st October 1890 
to 31st March 1891, has been included in the annim report submitt^ by Mr. Datta with 
his No. 62, dated 20th April Ihst, and as in these reports, vis., annual repi^ No. 62, dated 
20th April 1891, and holi-yearly report No. 115, dated 7th October 1891, full information 
has been given, there is little lint to be included in the annual report now called for.

6. A short account of work done during the period oovared by ti>e repmrt u'pveB 
below:— t 

From Mr. Datta’a annual report No. 62, dated 20th April 1891 (paragnqdi 4), it is seen 
that by the end of March 1891 he was able to settle rente of 176 villiiges with the total 
area of 26,873 acres, and obtained an increase of about 15 per cent, over the old rental. Of’ 
these 176 villages, 80 wore settled in March oulv. The progress in this month was much too 
n^id. The rest of his report describes his diffioultiea, lus procedure of woik, and otW 
qiattera. The total quantity of settlement work done by the time he left the estate, via., 
14th May 1891, is shown in the statement B annexed to Utis report.

With reference to Government order No. 465TB, dated the 24th September 1891, 
a copy of which wae forwarded to me b^ the Seoretaiy to the Board of Revrane with hie 
memorandum No. 1102A of the 30th idem, I have the honour to eubmit herew^ my 
progteea report on the curvey and eettlement of the Mollarpore eetate, dietriot Birbhnm, 
for the eiz montha ending 30tn Beptembw 1891. The report wae due on the 16th inatant; 
but I regret that acme delay unavoidably occurred in compiling the etatietioal reeolta given 
in paragraphs 21 to 28. 

2. Otneral deieripiio* »f th* freef.—Pargana Mollarpore, desijgnated on the district 
tauri M No. 450, comprises 45 villages, and contains an area of 23,.'iS0 acres, or 80'76 
square miles. It is a pemanently-eettled estate, and is owned by Mohunth Gopal Dos as a 
patnidar. It is subdivided into 14 huddas, or blocks, each hudda containing a group of 
villages for convenience of collection. The western portion of the pargana is overrun 
with jungle, and is inhabited by Sonthals; the remainder is im extensive and unbroken 
sheet of noe land, fringed round by villagea and foliage. Some of‘the villages in the eastern 
(Kirtion of the pargana m liable to inundation. 

The tract is a purely agricultural one, rice being the chief staple. Aman rio» auffioes 
to feed the population and allows of some export. Along the bank of the river Dwarka, 
which flows for about 3 miles through the*pargBna, vegetirolos are raised in great abun¬ 
dance. There is a small production of kndo and makai in the Sontholi villages, and 
these, with some mulberry and sugarcane ottltivation, comprise the whole resources of the 
pargana. 

3. Soil. —The soil of a portion of the pargana is affected by its proximity to the 
iron bed, and contains a great quantity of clay in its composition. 

4. Irrigation.—-Tho tank area is large, end water plays an important part in the irri> 
nation of the pargana. There are no less than 1,241 tanks, of whioli 1,025 are used for 
irrigation purpom; the remaining 216 tanks are reserved for purposes of drinking-water 
and for the rearing of fish. Out of the 1,02<'> tanks used for irrigation, 565 are in t^erably 
good condition, but the remaining 460 srand in need of thorough repair. They are almost 
silted up, and water drirs up in them shortly after thd rainy season. Although they have 
not yet produced a markedly injurious effect on the agricultural operations, there can be 
no doubt that it will give n great stimulus to ogricultural improvement if they are repaired 
and made availoble for irrigation purpMee. Many tanks are in khas jpossesdon of the 
landlord, Mohunth tiopal Dos, who over since his suooe'sion to the estate by purchase, has 
been toobiuy in fighting out his quarrel with his tenow'I to think of making any improvement 
in his xamindari. Some of tlio tanks are owned by h. iyats, who are not so well off as to be 
able to bear the cost of their re-excavation. 

5. Orating grctna.—1'ho orea of the grasing ground is not so large as compared with 
that under plough. 

6. CondilioH of the pe^le.—Tbo material condition of the inhabitants of the eastern 
portion of the pargana is said to have much improved of late years owing to the enhance¬ 
ment of the prices of ngricultural products. This is due principally to better means of 
communication with the great commercial centre of Calcutta since the opening of the Boot 
Indian Railway loop Ibe. 

7. The Iwntbals ore, however, poor on account of their habits and custcim. Thdy 
are generally in debt to the mahrian, or village money-lender, 'who advance mon^ or grain 
on the security of next crop, ^ough rents ore low and the produce of the land good, the 
Sonthals are in constant difficulties, mefly from improvidence. They are, however, very 
usefttLb clearing jungle and keeping in cultivation the waste lands which abound in the 
west n the pargana known os Jungle Mehal. 

. 8. The nuyots of the eetate had to fight out their quarrel with their landlo^ Mohunth, 
for. nearly 18 yeaie, whose men tried to equeeso as muon as they could out of the raiyato. 
Some of the leMing raiyats bred ill in the fight, having lost th^ jotes which the Mohunth 
caused to be sold in execution of deorces for arrears of rent obtained against them. 

9. J^iteal Ait/oiy—Uollupore derives its name firom Motlor Sing, who was its otigind 
proprietor, a religious and popular man. It is said that he was imposed upon by a persori 
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wbol^ him thdt the BajiA of Ntgom iataadod to nuho him adopt tho wl^on ei Mahomod. 
Ho took it oo mtudi to heart fiut without ouauiir oa to ito truth ho put hinuolt to dooth. 
^ death the paqpinuah Ml into the hioili m the Bi^ah of Malooti, whoao o n eoo w c r aoU 
it to the Uahamiah of Burdwan, who ia iia praowt popnotor. 

10. luham|ah let out the pargunnah y^uaiTa of a pM^n known u Jua^ 
ICahll) ia putni taluk to TTmaaundari Oaeaya and Khetia Kumari &hi at a jroarljr rantal of 
Ba. 2^600. But the latter {iuto a darputai laaae of her 8 annaa diare in the taluk to 
UmaBundari Damya, who agrm to pa; her Ba. IfOOO aa profit, heaito the natal pa]rabla by 
her to the Maharaja for her 8 annu ahare. ^ua Vmaaundari Daaaya beoame the aow 
maiik of taluk, which ahe held for 26 yean, 1262 to 1278 (1846 to lo72 A.D.). 

11. £a 1278 tJmaaundmi Baaaja aold her putai and darputai right to Mohuath 

Oopal Daa, who ia the pieeant talukdar. * 

12. The wattern pc^n of the pargaaa known aa Jungle Mahdl did not form mrt 
of the putni and darputai laaae of Umaaondari Daaaya. The Jungle Mahdl waa then add 
aa a amtato putn\tuuk by one Kedar Nath Mitra, whoaa intareat in it waa aold in ezaoution 
of a deoree againat him and pvdiaaad by Mohunth G<^ Daa for Ba. 7,000, the «ant 
payable to the Maharaja being Ba. 3,282. 

13. It will be thoi aeen that Mohunth Gopal Daa bolda the whole eatate, which ia 
identical with pargana Moliarpon, under the Maharaja' of Burdvan, at a total natal of 
Ba. 28,832peraonum. 

14. llie pnaent mofuaail colleotion of the Mohnntii from the whole eatate, inoludinir 
Jungle MahUl ia Ba. 41,196. Deducting from thia amount Ka. 28,832 paTuble by the 
Mohunth to the Mahanjah of Burdwan and Be. 1,000 to Khetra Kumari Bibi, it leavaa to the 
Mohunth a profit of Us. 12,364 according to bii own papers. But tha amount of axiating 
rent asoextunod under rule 26, chapter Vl of the Ooveniment rules under the Bengu 
Tenancy Act ia Bt. 37,632>6>l6i gimdaha, which ia leas than the amount shown in toe 
Mahunth'a rent-roll by Ua. 3,663-9«3{, The diffennoe ia duo to the fact that the Mohunth'a 
nnt-roU shows oollootions on acoount of hAt, aaer, nij>joto, &e., which do not appear in our 
khatian. Baudot, nearly a sum of Bs. 1,0U0 was exoludod from tha existing rent as it 
appeared to be doubtful and disputed. The Mobunth's agent is trying to astaUish hit 

. to this amount in the oases for the aettlement of rent The Government reTonue of 
the estate is Ks. 17,741-0. 

16. Origin of ditpult bt/wem iht landlord and ftnantt.—'When Umasundari Darnsra 
wanted to dispose of her talukdari right, she could not obtain a good price, as bar profit 
(about Rs. 2,871) was so smiiU that nob^y oared to purchase it. She therefore caused a sat 
of papers to be prepared raising the nuyats’ rent at the rate of 2 anuas, and in some oosas 
4 annus, per rupM. The Mubunth without sufficient enquiry as to the oorreotnesi of the 
papers, purchased the estate at Us. 74,000 and called ujpon the tonauta to pay him rents 
acoordingly. But, as might be exiicoted, the raiyats refused to pay anything over and abova 

rent actually paid by them; and bonce the split. Ths Mohunth has been at feud with his 
tenants for the last 16 years, each party spending much good money on bad advioa. Things 
went on from bad to worse, and ssiaral breaches of the pesos occurred. To remedy the evil 
the local authorities recommended for a survey and aettlement of the eatide under e^on 101 
(2) (6) of the Bengal Tenancy Act, 

16. Govemtnrni SoUflciition Mnetioning the turety .—^The Government was pleaaad to 
sanction the survey and record of eights of the estate by its notification dated the 6th Nov¬ 
ember lb89, and 1 was placed in raarge of the work. 

17. ContmenotmtHt of the op««toa.—The preliminaries having been sottlod in Decem¬ 
ber 1889, the survey oommenoed in January J890 under my superriaioD, in addition to my 
duties as lettlemeut officer of the Dubolhati estates in the diririot of llejahahi. 

18. Pragrett of the mmey and »rtUtment,—’iho survey and klianapnri having 
been finished in October 1890, the work of bujhantt or local explanation of entries in the 
khasra and kbatians to the parties oonomied, and the offloe duties, such as oomparison 
and paasbg of boundaries, oomputation and pawing of field areas, checking the tutu area 
of villages oy summation of field, &o., were mostly done during the Igft cold weather. 

19. Difflenlty in carrying on the eurvey and attitude qftht jMqpfc.—'But the inexperience 
and inoomprienoy of the field wtoblisbment to cope with the work without olose supervi- 
son, and the diffioulties experienced in teouring the attendance of the tenant# before the 
nmfna to point out their lands, not^ a little airMted the progress of the survey. Of the 
amint who bed worked under me in Dubalhati, some had been transferted to Dumka and 
Dinajpore, and others bad been dJsobarged before 1 recrived orders to oomntoooa the 
survey of Mollorporo, and so new meu bad to be trained and employed in survey work. 

20. The attitude of the landlord and tenente waa not on tna whrie favours^ jto the 

sarvey in the beginning. It must be remembered that the survey in a manner haf bsen 
foroad npon them. Neither the landlord nor the tenants applie^for them. The lan^ord 
viewed the work vrith distfust, as likely to leaeen his influence over the tenants. The raiyats 
at flrat regarded the survey with apathy, as thqr laboured under ths imp te a a ion that tiie 
survey waa ma^ at tha instance of the Mohunth to leaume their rent-free lands and enhanM 
tkair rent. They wen, however, diaabused of their wrong impression aa the survey pro- 
gremeo. They now take paioa to see that entries in the khations. regarding their lauds and 
rents have been oorrBotly made. • 

31. Ctme^tion of ludding.^TL)at attestation work of the Mdlaipora estoto was 
Uqwlmd daring the period under report, and a record of rights of all tenants, iaolndiag 
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undaMTuyaU, wu prepared. The aubjobed atatement givea dataila of fha diffareot oilaaaae 
of taiumta in the eatate

22. Area held bji proprietor. —The area of land entered in the name of the proprietor, 
ia 6,228 acres, or 2C'4 per cent, of the whole area. But this is not his private land within thp 
meaning of chapter X of the Bengal Tenancy Aot. 

23. Rent-free area.*-The area of rent-free land in the eataio, such as brahmotter, peerpal, 
debottcr, ehokran, Ao., is 2,343 acres, or 9'9 per cent, of the whole area. 

24. Rent-paying orca.—The rout-paying area is 13,592 acres, of 57’7 per cent, of the 
whole area. 

25. Aocording to present survey the area of oidti rated land is 13,700 acres, or 58-6 
per cent, of the whole area is oultiratod and 41*4 per cent, is uncultivated.

27. Aterage area oj raigati hohting.--Tho average area of a raiyati holding is 14 bighas 

or 4*6 acres. * 

28. Average »m of field.—Thio average area of the field ia found to be 2 bigboa, or 
*66 acre. 

29. Coat of eurrey and wKlement.—'^e actual cost of survey and settlement from the 
eummencoment to 80th Benteinber 1891 amounts to Ha. 12,988-9-3, of which Ha. 7,125 an 
for survey and Ha. 5,863-9-3 arc for settlement. 

80. Raplana/ion of KepenJiinre Hkely to be incurred in exeeee of the eatimate. —The 
aotual charges of the survey have bc<'n annas 4-10 per acre. But the cost of settlement is 
likelv to be higher than would appear to be desirable. This is due to a variety of causes, the 
chiei among whioh ore mentioneif below:— 

fn the first place, the Mohunth's men caused a largo area of land of the neighbouring 
estates to be demarcated as bolougiug to Idotlarpore estate, whioh gave rise to sevem 
liouiidary disputes, whiph had to bo disiMwed of arter local enquiry into eaob ease. As it 
wsi proved that the Mohunth had Ixwn out of posseerioa of tm luid for a long time, hia 
«)laim was disallowed, tho^h the cost ineidimtal to their demaieation and survey and to thnr 
exclusion after local enquiry had been incurred. In Otae of these cases it was necessary to 
^e the xamindar of a neighbouring estate Be. 60 for having destroyed boundary maAs 
in ordw to deter others from following his example, and my order was confirmed on iq[ipeai 
by the S^wcial Judge. 

The total mimW of boundary disputes reported was 31, whioh have all been disposed of. 
Of these 5 were dhqxMed of before and 26 during the period under report.

Tba 
real atmggle between the liohunth and bia tenaata ia not ao nuob for anbanoemant aa for 
raaumption of nnt-frea landa. The Mohuntb’a men would not admit tha exiatanea of any 
x«at>fm landA ia tha eatate. They have objaotad to ererr plot of land oUmed by tin 
tenaata u xeat-free. 1 hare zejeoted the Ifohunth'a objeouon ia almoat all eaaea, u the 
tenaata* uJchmj title ia aupported by long, uniaterruptad poaneaaion, and ia aararal oaaea by 
good documentary eridenoa. 

31. f»lmting to oea^anef/ bmi omd rmt-ftn awane.—Tba total number of 
diqnitea relating to oooupanc^ of land and rent-free teauraa diapoaed of up to 30th September 
laat waa 818, leering 28 pending on the lat inatant, and of thaae 818 diaputea, 353 irate 
di^NMed of before and 466 during tha bdf-year under report. 

32. AfplkaUna for KWrmnU of rmt.—Tba total number of appUoaHoni for the 
aettlement of fair rent waa 133, of which 43 were diapoaed of, leaving 90 pradtug at tba tloaa 
of the period under report. 

33. Explanation ff delof/ in th$ wtlltmont of rani.—Tha diaputea relating to rant-free 
landa atood in the way m aettlement of fair rent. It would be worie than uoeleaa to aetila 
fair rent without diapoaing of claim to rent-free landa, oa the landa which the raiyata claimed 
to hold rent-free were al^ed by the landlorda to be rant-paying. It may be aaid that fur 
rent of a village should have b^n settled ee soon aa oleims to rent-free landa were dbpoaed 
of in it. But this could not be done in MoUarporo, whero raiyata make lump paymeuta, 
thougb the lands comprised in their respective hdmngn lie aoettered in two or more viilagM 
in the hudda. 1 have in numerona Inatadoea found that the raiyata cultivating land in 
one village have got their rents entered ia another in the aamindari papers. This matter did 
not eeoape the notice of the Director when he inspected thooffioe on the ^ February last. In 
patagrwh 9 of hia memorandnm of inapeoUon the Director observed 

“Xhe result of the present measurement oannot at present be oompered wttb areae 
dlbwn in the Mohunth’s papers generally, beoauae these papera do not show the am of sadi 
raijrat’s holding in eooh village, but die total area held the ruiyat in all the villagee of 
the eetato.*' 

34. It wee therefore oonsiderad advisdble to prepare jemabendi of the eetate 
after settlement of disputee relating to oooupanoy of land and renUfreo tenures. Now that 
the majority of such disputes have been oendad, oasea for settlement of rent have been 
taken up and are being disposed of with all possible speed. 

35. Propotal for amicable trlllemtnt of fair rtW.—’Aa I have pointed out in previous 
reports, the settlement of Mollarpore requires delieato handling. Tbs relation betwaan 
the landlord and tenanta is alraiuM in the highest dbgrea, and we have to prooead with 
caution and to employ much persuasion for reducing the bitterness of feeling and for 
•ffeoUng amioable srttlement as far as possible. The oases were at Brst postponed at the 
inatenoe of the Mohuntb and his tenants, to enable them to soe if they oould oome to an 
amicable arrangement, aa suggestedl^ the Director in bis memorandum of inspection referred 
to. They did not, however, oome jl terms, though suffidont time was allowed to them 
as applied for by them. The Umants said that they could not accept the terms of 
oom^mise witbout an essuranoe from the Ifohunlh that ho would not contest their oleims 
to rent-free lands. The Mohunto’s agent alleged that os the tenants had eii^gorated their 
olaims to rent-free lands, he oould not &nd himself in a position to admit them all 1 
therefore set about settling claims to rent-free lands in view of pving way to amioable 
settlement of fair rent. As soon as a number of those oases was dupos^ of, raiyats began 
putting in petitions accepting the terms of compromise. I was arlutratiiig and liying 
to arrive at terms which both parties would consent to. It was a case of compromise, 
of oonoiliatioD, of give and take. But it now appears that the Collector disapproves of the 
terms of compromise on the ground that they are likely to enhance the existing rent of 
tha raiyats, and that in his opinion the Hohunth is not deserving of such onbanooment. 
But I respectfully beg to point out that additional rent {or addiiional land is no enhanoemont 
in the eye of law. I have pointed out in my previous r^rts that there are no grounds 
for enhancement of rent under section 30 of the Bengal Tenancy Act. It appeaiea to mo, 
however, that grounds for alteration of rent under eeotion 62 (o) existed in a large number 
of instaneee. It is true that in many oesee the Mohunth enhanced the raiyats’ rent by 
scbitraiy exercise of proprietary power and abuse of the rights of contract, which led to 
the formation of amnan le^e agatnrt bum. But it would, I fespectfully aubmit, be 
ahenid to suppqee that in aetthng fair rent of holdings, oases of enoroaohment bjr raiyats 
upon the nnwUveted end unoocupied land of their landlord would not oome to light. Of 
wnne, m a more advanced and more settled part of the oountiw, where there ia little or no 
waste, where the fields are tolerably well denwoeted by eils, ena every field haa a well-knowa 
owner, it would be diffionlt to grt good and aufficient evidence of the existence of emeu land 
in the ooenpation of raiyete. But such evidence would be forthcoming in several Plages 
of the lIoUai|ioi« estate, where a considerable area of land liee fallow or waste, the oppor- 
twiity and temptation to enanoohment are greater, and the bond fide oaaoe of enoreoohment 
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an oonMquently numarow. That a ooniidanfaia ana of land haa leen laong^bt into 
onltivation eren within aiz montha aftar flu pnaent anrvey m»j be aeen on the tpot. And 
it ia for the aaaeaament of each exoeaa land tb^ the tenna of oompromiae wen aoggeated. 

dntj of a Settlenunt Officer will no doubt end witit settling rent aooording to law. But 
it will not only fail to reaton good feeling between the landlord and tenant, but will involw 
them in a hearier cost of litigation. Oettainly the oost of anrrey and element ia only 
a fraction of the tofad oost to the parties in the shape of fees to mookhtars, pleadeta, oourt* 
fees, prooeas fees, payment to witnesses, expenses of appeal, do. But an amioable settlement 
of disputes, whioh ia a pledge of good faitn betwemi tne oontendiog parties,, enables them 
to avoid the cost of litigation and cnates mutual eonfidenoe and mutual reliance on one 
another which bind them together in a oommon bond of aymirnttiy and fellow feeling. 

36. The terms of oompromiae proposed give t^ tfetttement Ofikmr entire liberty of 
action to fix in wary individual case what he eonaidsn to be a fair jrmit..and aeotion 35 
of the Bengal Tenancy Act empowers him to refuse enhancements,, wherever existing 
rents aro excessive. Of oourse amioable settlement of disputes cannot be made an exonae for 
prolonging the operations, and so the oases are being decided aooording to law. 

37. Work eapecM to be oimpiered.—l hope to be able to finidi the oase work by 
end of January next, when my servioee may be available for settlement of Bukaoleand 
other villages belongbg to the Hurdia Factory in Ghamparan. But it may be neoesaaiy, 
to retam a portion of the establishment up to the ena of March next to arrange records 
to distribute k ha ti ans, &o., and the next nalf>yearly progress report will be my final 
oompletion report. 

, 38. Total aoet per acre.—The total oost of survey and settlement from the oommenoe* 
ment of the operations to its oompletion is estimated at Be. 16,180>2>6, or annas 10>10 per 
acre, exclusive of Bs. 1,130<9*6 on account of the price of office furniture, printed forms, oc., 
whioh need not be included in the survey expenses. They will be disposed of after the 
oompletion of the work and the prooeeds nreditod to the estate. 

39. Cowl-feet, proeeit-feet, ^e. —A aum of Ba 1,680 has already been realised on account 
of process-fees, court-fees, and copving fees, and a further sum of Bs l.dou is expected 
to bo realised on these accounts before the oompletion of the work, making a total of 
Bs. 5,180, which must be deducted from the total oost of the proceeding to M recovered 
under section 114 of the A'ot. Deducting Bs 3,180 from the total oost of Bs. 16,180-i>6 
the cost per acre is reduced to annas 8-9, that is to say, 9 pies in excess of the rate required by 
Buie 40, Chapter VI of the (Government Buies under the Uengol Tenancy Act; and this, 
1 trust, will be oonsidered satisfatory. 

4U. Conclu*U».—lu oonolusion, I beg to add that during the period under report a 
portion lof my time was oooupied in preparing my final completion report on the survey 
and settoment of the Dubalhati estate. 1 also went to Chomporan in September last and 
tested the survey of a village belonging to the Hurdia Factory, os will appear from my 
memorandum of iusdootion, a copy of which was forwarded to you with my memorandum 
No. ^, dated the 23nl September 1891.

la oontinuation of my No. 62, dated the 27th ultimo, I haTO the honour to aubmit a 
aepacate annual report oovering the period from the (at October 1890 to 30th September 
1891, aa oalled for in your tal^ram of the 4th inataat whioh baa been juat reoeired. 

2. Oeneral th« tract .—Pargana Mollarpore, deaignated on the diatriot 

taoii aa No. 460, oompriaea 45 rillagea and oontaina an area of 23.630 aorea, or 30'7G ai^uare 
milaa. It ia a permanently-aettled eatate, and ia oyrnad by Mohanth Oopal Dan aa a patmdar. 
It ia aubdirided into 14 huddoa or bloeka, each hudda oontaining a group of villagea for 
eoBTanionoo of ooUeotion. The western prtion of the pargana ie overrun with jangle 
and is inhabited by Sontbals, the remaioder ie an extensive and unbroken sheet of rice land 
fringed round by villages and foliage. Somu of tlie viliagai in the eoatern portion of the 
pargana ia liable to inundation. 

The tract ia a purely agricultural one, rice being the oluef staple. Amun rioe sulHoes to 
feed the population and allows of some export. Along the bank of the river Dwarka, 
whioh flows for about 3 miles throiuh the pargana, vegetables are raised iu great 
abundance. There is a small production of kodo and mokm m the Southall villages, and 
these with some mulberry and sugarcane cultivation ooinpriso tho whole reiourooa of the 
pargana. 

3. 6oi7.—The soil of a portion of the pargana is affeotod by its proximity to tho iron 
bsd, and contains a great quantity of olay in its composition. 

4. Irrigation —The tank area is large, ana water plays an important part in the 
irrigatiem of the psrgaua. There are no less tlian 1,241 tanks, of whioh 1 025 arq used for 
irrigation pui^ioses; the remaining 216 tanka are rusorved for pu^ioses of drinking water and 
for the rearing of fish. Uut of ^ 1,025 tanks used for irrigation, 565 are in tolerably good 
condition, but the remaining 400 stand in need of thorough roimir. They are almost silted 
up, and water dries up in them shortly after the rainy season. Although they have not vet 
pr^uood a markedly injurious ofieot on the egriouHural oiicrations, there oan be no doubt tuot 
u will give a great stimulus to agricultural improvement if they are repaired and made 
available for irrigation purposes. Many tanks aio in khos poMOSsion of the landlord, Mohsiith 
tiopal Das, who ever since nia succession to the eatate by purohuo has been too busy in 
fighting out bis quarrel with his tenants to think of making any improvement in his soniiudari. 
wme of the tanks are owned by raiyats, who ars not so well off as jo he able to bear tho xost 
of their re^xcavotion No faoility ^or irrigation exists in Southali villages, and the orop 
is entirely dependent upon rainfall. ^ 

5. Orating grvutul.—lho area o^e graxing ground ia not so luge os compared with 
that under plough. 

6. CoudtiioH of I hr people.-—Tho material condition of the inhabitants of the eastiwn 
portion of the pargana is said to bavo much improved of late years, owing to the enhance¬ 
ment of the pruws of agricultural products. This is due priuoipallv to hetter luosns of 
oommunicatiou with the great commercial centre of Oalcutta since tne opening of tlie Kitst 
Indian Railway loop line. 

7. The eontlials are, however, poor on accoant of their habitg and ousioms. Tliey ore 
aeneraUy in debt to the mahajan, or village money-lenders, who advance money or gram on 
Sie security of next orop. Though rants are low and tho produce of the land good, theBontiials 
ate in constant difficulties ohiefly from improvidence. They are, however, very useful in 
dealing jungle and keeping in cnltivatbn the waste lands which abound in tho west of tho 
paifana known as i angle MabsL 

6. The raiyats of the estate had to fight out their quarrel witli tlicir landlord, Uolmntb, 
for nearly 18 years, whose men tried b squseae as muoh as they oould out of the raiynta. 
Some of the lemting raiyats fared ill in the fight, having lost their jotes, which the Mohapth 
to be aohl in execution of decrees for arrears of rent obtsincl sgainst them. 

9. ISteal AMfory.—MoUwpore derives its name from Mollar Bing{^, who yiu its original 
proprietor, a raligiona ud popular man. It is said that ho was i mposed upon by a iMrson', 
who told him that the Bigah of Nagore intended to make him adopt the religion of 
IffolwBaA Ha took it to mnoh to heart that without cnouiry as to its truth bo put lumsolf to 
daaSi. On hia dwh the pargana fdl into the hands oi Rajah of Ualooti, whose successors 
■old it to tha Hahanga of Btirdwaa, who is its present proprietor. 

16. The Maharaja let ont the pemnsah (cxelnaive of a portion known aa duiwle 
to patni talnk to Umaanndari Ban and Khetoa Kttmari Bibi at a yearly rentoTof 
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Bf. 26,600. Bat the latter gave a darpatni laaae of her 8>aiiiia dune in the talok to 
TTiiuMandari JJaci, who weed to pay her Be. 1,000 as profit, besides the rantal pavahle Ijv 
her to the Maharaja for her 8>aiuia share. Thos Umasandun Dasi beoame the sue mauK 
of the talok, whioh die held for 26 years, 1252 to 1278 (1846 to 1872 A.D.). 

11. In 1278 XJmasundari Dost sold her patni and darpatni right to Mohanth Cbpd 
Das, who is the present talnkdar. 

12. The western portion of the pargana known as Jangle Mahd did not fonn nsrt of 
the patni and darpatni lease of Umasnndaii Dasi. The Jangle Mahal was tiien held as a 
separate patni taluk by one Eedar Nath Milter, whose interest in it was sold in exeontion of a 
deoree against him and pnrohased by Mohanth Chtpal Dae for Be. 7,000, the rent payable to 
the Maiuraja being Bs. 3,232. 

13. It will ne thus seen that Mohanth. Oopal Das holds the whole estate, adiioh is* 

idontioal with pargana Mollarpore, under the l^dunja of Bnrdwon at a total rental of 
Bs. 28,832jper annum. ^ 

14. llie present mofaasil ooUection of the Mohanth from the rrhole estate, ineln^mg 
Jangle Mahal, is Bs. 41,106. Deduoting from the amount Bs. 28,832 payable 1^ tm 
Mohanth to the Maharaja of Bnrdwan and Ba 1,000 to Khetra Kumari Bibi, it leaves 
to the Mohanth a profit of Bs. 12,364 aooording to own papgrs. The amount of existing 
rent asoertained under Buie 25, Chapter VI of the Government rules under the Bengu 
Tenanoy Aot is Bs. 37,682-6-161, which is less than the amount shewn in the Mobanu’s ' 
rent-roU by ^ 3,5G3-9-3{. Tho difibronoe is due to the fact that the Mohantii’s rent* 
roll shows oolleotion on aooonnt of htt, sair, nij-jote, &o., whioh do not appear in our 
khatians. 

Bosidos, nearly a sum of Bs. 1,000 was exoluded from the existing rent, os it appeared 
to be doubtful and disputed. The Mohenth’s agent ie tiying to establish his olaim to this 
amount in the oases for the settlement of rent. 

The Government revenue of the estate is Bs. 17,741-9-0. 

10. Origin of ditpuir between landlord and tenant*.—’When TTmasundari Dasi wanted 
to dtsposo of her tnlukdari right, she could not obtain a good price, as her profit (about 
lla 2,871) was so small thiB nobody cared to purchase it. She therefore caused a set of 
papers to be prepared raising the raiyats’ rent at tho rate of 2 annas, and in some cases 4 annas 
per rupee. The Mohanth, without snifioient enquiry as to the correctness of the papers, 
purohosed the estate at Bs. 74,000, and called upon the tenants to pay him rent accordingly, 
but, as might he expected, the raiyats refused to pay anything over and above the rent 
actually paU by them; and hence the split The Monanth has been at feud with his tenants 
for the last 18 years, each party spending much good money on bod advice.

Of the amins who bad 
worked under mo in Dubulhati, some had been transferred to Dumka and Dinajpnr, and 
others had been discharged before I reoeived orders to commence the survey of Moilaipore, 
and so new men had to be trained and employed in survey work. 

20. The attitude of the landlord and tenants was not on the whole favourdble 
to the survey in the beginning. It must be remembered that the survey in a manner 
had been forced upon them. Neither the landlord nor the tenants applied for it. The 
landlord viewed the work with distrust as likely to lessen his influence over the tenants. 
The raiyats at first regarded the survey with apathy, asthey laboured under the impreasion 
that the survey was mode at the induce of the Mohuth to reeume their rent-free 
lands and enhance their rmit. They were, however, disabused of the wrong impreasion as 
the survey progressed. They now take pains to see that entries inthe khatians regarding 
their lands and rents have been oox|eatiy made. 

22. Aitettathm and eltt»*{fieaHoH <f hoUmg*.— The khatians of 41 ont of 45 ^tiQitfsa 
were attested during the fint half of the year ending 31st Match 1891, and those of the 
remainbg 4 villages during the seopnd half-year ending 30th September Iwl. 

Out of the 8,997 tenants in the estate, rent and status of 8,006 were reoorded during 
the first halt ud those of the remaining fipl during the seoond half of Uw year under

29. Co*! of lurrey and ee-UlemeHt.—The actual oost of surrey and sottleroont from 
the oommonoement to 30tli Septemlow 1891 amounts to Its. 12,liK8-9-H, of which Its. 7,126 
are for survey and Its 6,86.6-9-3 are for sottlemont. The total cost during the year under 
report amounts to Its, 6,621-11-4, of which Us. 6.68-2-1 an for survey and Its. 6,80.6.9-.6 for 
settlement, ns detailed in statement A. 

M Tho actual charges of the surrey hare been 4 annus snd 10 pies per aorn. 
But tho oost of settlement is likely to be higher than would appear to lie doeirable. 
This is due to a rarioty of causes, the chief among which are mimUonea below 

In the first place, the Uohaath’s men mused a largo area of land of the neighbour¬ 
ing oeiates to be demarcated as belonging to Molkrpc-irn estate, whinh gave rise to 
several boundary dispntee, which had to bo disposed of after local enquiry into each,oase. 
As it wse proved that tho Mohanth had been out of (wissession />f the land for a lopg 
time, his ch^ was disallowed, though the cost incidental bi their domarcotion wpd survey 
and to their exclusion after local cmjairy bod been incurred. In one of those coses it wse 
neoess^ to fine the semindor of a noichbmiring oetato lie. CO for having destroyed boundary 
marks in order to deter others bom following hu example, and my ormir vros oonffmed on 
of^ieal by the Speoiel Judge. 

The total number of boundary dispntes reported daring the year was 31, winch have all 
been disnoeed of. Of tbeee, 6 were disposed of daring the first half, and the remaining 26 
dnriog toe eeooad half of Uie year under raport. 
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In tho second place, in several villagw detached lands of other estates an aitoatad. 
Those lands wore demarcated at the instwee of the Mohanth and his friendly tenants as 
belotinng to tho Uollarporo estate, Bot the proprietors of these estates an now oonteering 
the Mnhanth’s chum. Tne lands are not rituaM in separate ootnpaot bhxdu marked off by 
deflned boundaries, but ore oU interlaced with raiyati land of tiie Mollaipore estate, ana 
much time is taken up in excluding them after local enquiry into each plot. In tlw third 

S looo the attempt mode by the Mohanth to resume renUfree lands has given rise to numerous 
isputes relating to ocoupancy of land and rent-free tenures. The real struggle between 
the Mohanth and his tenants is not so much for enhanoemont as for resumption of rent-free 
lauds. Tho Molionth’s men would not admit the existence of any rent-free lands in tte 
mtato. They have objeetod to every plot of land claimed by &e tenants as rent-free. 

1 liave rejected tho Mohanth’s objection in almost all oases, Os the tenants’ Iskhiny title 
Is sup{H>rted by long uniuterruptud possession, and in several oases by good documentary 
evidence. 

31. Jhijmirt rvliitinij to ocmipamif of land tiiul rimt-free fcmnws.—The total number of 
disputes relating to oocunanoy of land and rent-free tenures disposed of during the year 
wiut Hlf), leaving 28 penuing on the 1st October 1891. Of these 818 disputes, 352 were 
(liKposed of from Ist October 1890 to Slat March 1801, and 466 from Ist April to 30th 
Heptombor 1891. 

32. Apjdimlion for mdHrmcnt of mit.—The total number of applications for tho settle¬ 
ment of fair rent rooeiv«Hl during the year was 133, of which 43 wore disposed of, leaving 
90 pending at the close of tho year. 

33. RjrphtmlioH of tk-lay lo ihr ludtlemrut of retd. —The disputes relating to rent-free 
hinds stood in the way of sottlemcmt of fair rent. It would be worse than useless to settle 
fair rout without disusing of oloim to rent-free lands, as the lands which the raiyats oladmed 
to hold rent-free wore allegMl by tho landlord to bo rent-paying. It may be said that frir 
rent of a village should have been settled as soon as olaims to rent-free lands wore disposed 
of in it. But this could not be done in MoUorporo, whore raiyats make lump payment, 
though tho lauds comprised in tiieir respective holdings lie scatto^ in two or more villages 
in the hudda. 

I have in numerous instances found that the raijjrnts cultivating land in one village have 
got their routs entered in another in the zamindori papers. Tliis matter did not esoapo the 
notice of tho Director when ho iuspoeted the olliw* on the 9th Febnuiry last. In [paragraph 9 
of his memorandum of inspection the Director observed:— 

“ Tho result of the present measurement cannot at present be compared with areas shown 
in tlic Mohanth’s patiers gmiorally, bcoausc these |)apors do not show the area of each raiyat’s 
holding in each village, but tho total uina hold by the miyat in all the vdlagos of the 
estate.” 

31. It was therefore considered advisable to prepare jummabundi of tho estate after 
settlement of disputes relating to octMipancy of land and rent-free tenures. Now that the 
majority of such (lisputes have Wni dticidisl, cases lor settlement of rent have been token up 
and are being disposed of with alliHMsiblo speed. 

35. ProftoHttl fur itmieithir m UIrmeid of fmr rent. — As I have pointed out in previous 
reports, tho settlement of Mollapore rctiuires delicate handling. The relation between tho 
laiuUord and touauts is strained in the highest degree, and we have to prfH»od with caution, 
and to employ much persuasion fur reducing tho bitUimoss of feeling and for effecting 
amicable sotthment ns far as ]H)ssible. The esses were |C first postponed at tho instance of 
tho Mohanth and his tcuauts to enable them to sec if thtiy could come to an amicable arrange 
ment, as suggostcil by the Direotoriu bis memorandum of iuspootion referred to. They did 
not, however, (x>me to terms, though sutrieiout time was allowed to them as applied for by 
them. Tho tenants said that they could not accept the terms of compromise without an 
nsBurnnee from tho Mohanth that ho would not contek their claims to reut-froe lands. The 
Molinnth’s agent alleged that us the tenants had exaggerated their claims to rent-free lands, he 
could not find hin^lf in a positioa to admit them ml. 1 therefore sot about aettling claims 
to rent-free lauds in view of paving way to amicable settlement of fair rent. As soon as 
a number of those oases was dispose of, raiyats began putting in petitions accepting the tenns 
of compromise. I was arbitrating and trying to arrive at terms which both parties would 
(Hinscnt to. It was a case of compromise, of ooneiliation, of give-and-take. But it now 
appears (hat tho Collector disapproves of the terms of compromise on the ground that they 
are likely to cuhauce the existing rent of tho raiyats. and ttud in hu opinion the Mohanth is 
not deserving of such enchancement. But I respectfidly beg to point out that additional rent 
for aiUitioimt land is no enhancement in the eye of law. I nave pointed out in my previous 
reports that there are no nounds for enhancement of rent under section 30 of the Bengal 
Tenuoy Act It appearea to me, however, that munds for alteratian of rent under section 52 
(«i) exii^ in a largo number of instanoes. It is true that m many cases the Mohanth 
eiuiauoed,tke raiyavs rent by arbiti^ exetniso of proprietary power and by abuse of the rights 
of oQDtmk which led to the formation of agrarian league ogmmt him. But it would,! rs^ot- 
fully submit, be absurd to suppose that in settling fair rent of holdings cases of enoroadimsnt 
by raiyats upon the unoultivatMand phoconniedland of their landlord would not oome to 
light. Of course in a more advanoki and more settled port of the oountry where there is 
little or no waste, whore the fidds are tolerably weU demarcated by ails, and every fidd has 
a well-known owner, it would bo diffioolt to get good and suffieient evidnioe of the existeaoe of 
tjcrett land m tlio occupation of raiyats. But sum evidsnes would be forthooming in sevenl 
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villagw of the UoUairore eeUite, whm a oonwierable am of land lie* fallow or waste, the 
oppcxmnity and temptation to enoroaohment are greater, and the bondfde onaae of woroaoh* 
ment an eonsequentlp nameroua. That a ooundonUe am of laud liaa been brooght into 
cultivation even witiiin eix mouths after the urueent anrrey may be aeon on the spot. And 
it ia for the aaaeaament of auoli exoeaa land that the tenna of w)mproimM waa auggoated. 

The duty of a aettlement officer will no doubt end witli settling rent aooordiug to law. But 
it will n^ only ^ to roetore ^ood feeling between the landlord and tenant, but will involve 
them in a heavier coat of litigation. Certainly tlio uoet of aurvey and aettlement is only a / 

fraotion of the total coat to the portiee in the ahapo of fooato mookhteara, |ileaden, oourt-few, 
prooeae foea, * payment to witnnoace, expenaea of appeal, Ao. But an anuuable sottlemunt of 
d^utee, whioh ia a pledge of good faitli between the contending partioe, cnablea tliem to ovoid 
the cost of litigation, and ereatea mutiuil oouBdcuce and mutual reliance on one miothur, 
which hind them together in a oommou bond of aympatliy and fellow feeUng. 

36. Theteros of oonipiomiae {irupoaed give the settlement officer entire liberty of 
action to fix in every individual case what he oouaidera to bo a fair rent, and eection of 
the Bengal Tenancy Act em^wera liirn to refuse cuUaiioements wherever existing rents are 
exoeaaivo. Of oourao amicable aettlement of disputes oonnot be made an excuse for firoloiig> 
ing the 0 |>eratinnH, and so the coses arc being decided according to law, 

37. Work rxperfrd to /«' nmpkM —I hope to be able to finiali the m«o work by «'Uil 
of January next, when my sorvioes may be available for settlement of Uuksole and other 
villagM belonging to the Uunlia factory in Ghamnoran. But it may bo necessary fo retain 
a {lortion of the eatabliahracnt up to the end of March next to arrange ri>oords, distribute 
khotiaiis, &o., and the uext lialf-yeorly progroas report will bo ray final completion report. 

3(1. Total roiit }M-r acre. —The total cost of aurvey and settlnnicnt from tliu miiimciiat}- 
ment ot the u]ieratiott8 to its completiou is estimated at Its. l(>,18<)-2><i, or unnas lli>10 per 
acre, cxoliisive of Its. 1,130-9>C on aocuunt of ttio price of office fumiturv, printwl forms, Ac, 
which need not bo iuciu<le<l in the survey o.xpeuses. Tliey will be ilisjiuMMl of after the 
completion of tlie work, and tho pruceoJs crraitoi! to the estate.

RenU have been provisionaUy fixed for tlie 
whole ar^ and they were explained to the ryoU in 674 villages during the Wf-yoar under 

oomplotod in the majonty of the romaining villages in 


а. The rents m generally admitted to be reasonable and fair, and the small number of 
objMiou as regards measurement and clasiiiloation is good evidenoe that the work has been 
well and carefully done. 

4. The increase of rept as calculated in aooordance with the rules is about 35 per cent 
but It must not be understood ftom columns 11 to 14 of statement B that all rents entereii 
therein w^ finally settled within the half-year. As regarde a ooniiderable nnmber of 
yillegM the rents wore only provisionally settled, i>., subject to revision on objection at the 
time of explaimpg the khatian. The ultimate iucreuse may therefore be aomething less than 
what is entered in column 13, but so for the rovisioii has not as a rule affeoted the total 
rental of the village oouoorned, and it is not probable that there will be any ooiisidurablo 
reduction of the aggregate total. 

б. I am now on tour in the Sonthal Pargnnas, my chief objeot being to look into 

settlement work; and during the post week 1 have travelled with the Deputy Commissioner 
over a oonsiilerable tract undor settlement in the Dumka subdivision. I nave iuspeoted the 
Assirtant Settlement Ofiioer's records, and have personally visited several villages and spoken 
to the roi^’ots, and have been on the whole favourablr impressed by the way in whi5i the 
work is being done. The Dumka oireie oonteins 420 vUlages, and the kbatians have been 
now explained in 400 of these, and most of the objections, which wore generally not serious 
have been disposed of. *

iN Oomplianoe with your No. 1960 of the 20lh instant, I have the honour to submit 
my half-yearly report on settlement worit in this disiriot for the period ending the 30th 
September last. I have called lot .toport from the Subdiviiional OlHocr of Rajmabal but 
doobtlees owing to the Subdivisional Jfficor’s absence on leave, this has been delayed. I will 
not detain my report for it, but seng it on when it reaches me. 

2. The mam settlement work of the year has been that being oonduotod by Mr Craven 
Settlement Officer. This work was undertaken under the orders of Government, itaesot 
at various times, for 18 private estates, including those of Wards’, comprising 1 430 rillaires 
1 need not lengthen this report by a detailed oeoount of the work, but fhink it enoiiglh tn 
say that by the .^Ist March last the whole area comprising 411,610 of which 20;j Olg 
were cultivated and 238,402 wore uneulUvatod. hod been measured, and a totol cost hod been 
incurred of Bs. I,00,4.’i8. 

The payment token from the propriefoni was st the rate of 8 annas per acre for nilti- 
vated, and 3 annas for uncnltivated land, a little over Ue. 140,200, so that Uiere was a balonoe 
to credit in the estimiito of Us. 46,744. 

3. The principal iwint remaining for determination was the rules for fixing rente and 
thcM were drafted and published after the visit His Honour tbo Lieutenent-Goverhor 
paid to Dumka from the 8th to the 11th April, within the half-year under report. He also 
issued burtructions for Mr. Craven’s gnidanoe. 

4. The first work to bo done whs the calculation of the rente in aooorduuee with the 
rales. The old calonlationi bad to be revised and the rente in many altered As 
this had to be done for some 65,000 holdings, whose land was cUreified under five 

sach with its own rates, this was a (xmsidanblo addition to flic recess work of checking the 
khams of the test season’s field work, oomprismg 411,800 plots. Frtim the rough 
fiir khotiaDs were written out. This work was done by tlie end of Ang.^* 

6. Besides snporvteing the work of the office. .Mr. Craven wee engaged (a) in drawing 
up prooeedmge Axing the ssseasment in the 1,430 vilteges; (6) molung enquiries as to tlte 
fitness of certain heaven. 

6. From the Angnat Mr. Cravsn having fix<Hl centres for the pnipose, a list of 
whiidi was submitted to yon and approved, began the work of explainmg the k^tens to the

villogen. He etortod in the Dtunka Cinde, with his asaistent Babu J. G. Bhaajo, then 
went on to the Uodda Cirolo, where he started Baba Baeh Behary Dutt, and then went on 
to Deoghur, where he had his assistant Babu B. I>. Gupta, and taught him. He ^en 
liaodod over the Jamtara part of his work to the assistant and retained in his own oharga 
the Deoghur part, which is, owing to the nature of the raiyat^ the most troublesome. 

7. As desir^ by His Honour, I spent a certain time with each of the four putiee, and 
hod an opportunity of seeing the way in whieh the work was dune. In my opmion it has 
been done on a vei^ good method, and any enquiry at whieh 1 hare been personally preeent 
seemed to me to be made with patience, intelligence and thoroughness. 1 must nave been 
with or in the noigbourhuod of omoers explaining rents fur about three weeks -in all. There 
did not suein to me to bo any excitement or obj^on to the amounts of the rents, which have 
bettn quietly accepted. Not only has every ryot been told what land he has and what rent he 
has to pay, but every korphador also has b^ told. 

8. Xheru liave been objections, chiefly on the part of the persons who,drom*varioas causes, 
were absent at the time of moosiuemeut and who clawed that their lands have been recorded 
in the names of others. The objections to olossifioation or measurement have been wonder¬ 
fully few. Serious objections of a general character there aiqiear to have been none, if we 
uxeept a petition that was filed before me at Deoghur, suggesting that the old settlement 
should be maintained and the new not intruducid. The orders were that all objeotions 
should be enquired into on the spot, before the oifloers left the neighbourhood, and I believe 
these orders have been generally acted on. The number of objeotions filed in all was 1,051, 
and of those 002 have been disjMsod of by the end of September It is obviously not 
IHiHsiblo to give an unlimited latitude as to filing objeotions, if we ore to hope for a sfieedy 
I'luse of the work. 1 consider that the Settlumeut Officer and liis assistants have been careful iu 
<lis|iosing of oljeotions, and have given wtisfoctiou thereby. Except as regards the removal 
Ilf headmen declared unfit, no objections to Mr. Oravou’s proooeiliugs have as yet liecu 
reouiveil by me, nor have 1, while touring about, as 1 have lioon, iu or near every port of the 
area under settlement, bu^ any expression of distrust or dissatisfaction, except such ns is 
always to be expected from the mahajau-riyats near Doughur. There is a oloas of men there 
who would grumble at anything whatever. 

!>. The progress made in explaining tlie khatiuns was up to the end of the half-year 
!)7i villogos, leaving 850 villages remaining to be done. 'Jlio progress has been salisfoctory. 
eiueiit iu the Uodda Division, where it has been slow. It U) not likely that the work will 
bo closed within the mouth of Uotobor, as originally desired by Uts Honour, but it is to be 
bopod that there will bo no great delay. I will, when 1 see the Settlement Officer in a 
day or two, prepare an estimate of the time tliat will still be necessary to finish the work, 
and submit it. It is never possible to sny exactly how long a work of this kind will 
toko, and my iustructiuus have always boon rather tu exceed the time than hurry on the wurk 
and leave it imperfoot. The work nos been .somewhat deloyed by want of forms, indented 
for in February and not yet supplit<d by the Stationery Utiiee. IVi my tiersoual knowledge. 
Mr. Graven and most of bis subordinates, iKith gutted and ministerial, have been working 
very luinl, and spared uo olfort to bring the work to a oorapletiou. 

10. An regards the fluancial position, the oxpeudituru during the half-year was 
U.S. 22,022-2-10, uringiug tlio total oxiMmditure up to Its. 1,2:1,078-2-10, so that by the end 
of the half-year we hiui still a sum of Us. 2:1,122 tu cnxlit, enough to carry on with fur six 
months more, if necessary, besides the value of the tonts,^urmturo, aud instruments. There 
is, therefore, no present fear of ex|>en8<>8 out-iuuuing estimates.

I KAVK the honour to eubmit my annual report of aettlemeut operations in this distriet 
for the period let October 1890 to 30th September 1891. 

2. The field work that remained to bo done at tho closo of the field season 18S9<90 was 
the survey anh mchsiiremeut of 430 villngos. On the 1st November 1890 I took the Hold 
with two assistants,‘Babus lias Behory Dutt and Jogeudm Ohandra Bhonja, to oompletu 
this work. 

3. There wore three field parlies, one being under my immediate charge, and the tw<i 
others under the two assistauts, while I exoruised also general suprvisiou. In the middle of 
December, a third Assistant Sottiement Otiioer, Babu Balaram Dos Oupta, was amiointed 
to relieve me of the ]>er8oaal charge of my party, which was then working in the Jamlara 
subdivision. The supervising stsiT was further strengthened in February lost by the appoint¬ 
ment of a oauoongoe to each party. 

4. The |iarty working under Babu Ras Behary Dutt, in the Oodda subdivision, 
surveyed the boundaries and measured in detail the fields of 170 villages, covering an area of 
31,709 acres of cultivated land and 13,753 acres of uncultivated laud, ootufirisedin 103,900 
plots. 

The Dumka party under Babu Jogendra Ohundor Bhanja surveyed the Isiundaries 
and measured in detail 60 mousns, consisting of 13,000 acres of oultivaled land and 20,060 
acres of uncultivated laird ; the wliole area being comrpised in 97,400 plots. 

The party in Jamtara under Habit Balaram Das Gupta surveyed the boundaries and 
measured in detail 178 villages, with an area of 29,160 acres of cultivated land and 49,376 
acres of uncultivated land, consisting of 210,000 plots. 

5. Tho boundaries were surveyed with plane table, oompass and ohain, and the fields 
measured with 30-fi«t ohaiu. The writing up of the khasras aud the plotting of tho fields 
was done on the field as the work proceeded. 

6. Tho livid work of tho throe parties was completed on the dates below mentiuned

7. As tho rules for tho fixing of rents were not passed until April Iasi, no rents could 
be fixed duriirg the first half-year.

RESOLUTION. 

Head— 

The Annual Bpport ~ot the Direotor of the Department of Land Beootd* and 
Agrioulture, Bengal, for the year ending 80th Septen^r 1801, 

In Septombor 1891 tho LioutonanUGoTernor iesuod order* that in future 
the Director ahould furnuh two eetdomont report* in tho course of tlie year, 
vis., (I) financial, for tho period from tho 1st April to the 31st Moroh, oonsutiog 
of a brief, mainly statistical and financial, account of tho progress of sottlemeut 
work, and (II) odministrativo, for tho period from tlte 1st Ootolier to SOth 
September, containing a full account of the progress of surroy and settlement 
work in the Province. It was laid down that the latter roiwrt should ordinarily 
bo duo to tho Hoard on tho loth November, and to tho J.iOOttl Govomment on 
the 15th Docomlxsr. As tlie Director was al^nt on privilege leave until early 
in November, punctual submission of tho first report was not expected, but 
ho was dcsiroa to preporo it as soon as possible after his return. Instruo* 
tions were .given in the Govomment Resolution of the 38th Septombor 
1891, on Mr. Finucono's annual report for the financial pear 1890*91, witli a 
view to tho proporatiou of tho report in the manner required by Govoroment. 
The present report, which is tho first Administrativu Settloment Report furnished 
under tho now system, is a great improvement on the reports |iraviouslv 
laid before Government. It b^s, however, so lato a <iate as tho l8th Marcn 
1893, and was not forwarded by the Board until tho 14 th Afiril. Tho Lieu to* 
naat*Govomor is aware that w. Finucane has boon coustantlv on tour sinoe 
his return from leave, and it npears that bo has boon unable to obtain the 
mate'rial required by him froef the Deputy Sutyeyor*Gunoral and several of 
tho Sottlcmont Uflicors. It is anything but satisfactory that tho survey rofiorts 
for Jalpaignri, tho Bu^wan Kaj klias mahals, Chittagong and Boroil, were 
not received by Mr. Finucane until the 11th to 30th of January (although 
they roforred to the survey yoar 'wliich ends on 30th Septombor), and that 
no report was furnished for Orissa. His Honour. trusts that, with the 
appointment of ^Ionol_ J. E. Saudeman as Director*of Bengal Surveys, 
all such irregularities will cease. No exjilanation has bcKui offurod for the 
delay in the local sottlcauent reports. Sir Charles Elliott is willing to make 
due allowance tm tho change of system, wd he a^ees with Mr. Finucane 
in hoping that, timely notice Imving been given of iidiat is rotjuirod, the dliH* 
cultios lately encountered will disappear, and that tho next animal report will 
be submitted on the prescribed date. f 

3. Mr, Finucane has followed an intelligent order in dealing consecn* 
tivdy with (1) Goyonunont estates and temporarily'settled tracts, whid> arc 
necessarily the most important settlement operations from A revenue point .of 
view, (3) Wards’ estates, and (3) fmvate estates. In accordanou'witli the 
orders on 1 m last annual report, tlm Director has placed his account of the 
Orisaa, Chittagong and Jujpaigaii aettlemonts in tho forefront of his report. 
Apart from tlm special msttioD to be assignod* to the Orissa, Chittagong and 
JaltNuguri operations, Government also desired that an intol%»ut goognmliical 
orow shoula be adopted both aa regards tho dvil divisions and the dil^cts 
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and estates in those divisions. These instrnctions appear to have eaoaped notkei 
for the order observed has been as follows

It is evident that geographical order has not been carefully or consistently 
inointainod, and the Lieatenont-Qovemor trusts that it will not be necessary 
to again repeat his orders on this point. The appendices have been properly 
totaUud os desirod by 61ovemment. 

3. On’Ma.—The Survey Department, as already mentioned, has furnished 
no report of its work in Orissa. But it appears that 361 square miles were codas* 
trolly surveyed by the end of September 1890, and 687 square miles between 
that date and the end of SeptemW 1891, total 1,048 square miles. The total 
expenditure on tho survey is stated to have been Rs. 3,19,031, or just Rs. 309 a 
square mile. This is a oonsidorablo increase on the rote, Rs. 165 per s^are 
milo, previously reported. It is mentioned that Mr. Pattersonf tho surrey officer, 
unfortunately overlooked-tho survey rule which requires/>arfA<is or jamabandi 
sliiM to bo given to the raiyats at the time of survey; also the errors and 
inaccuracies of tho khasras prepared by the Survey Deportment delayed the 
work of attestation, and even now the records of all the villages measured by 
Mr. Patterson before lost rains have not all been sent in. With regard to theso 
and other matters which have come to his notice, tho Lieutenant-Governor 
thinks it right to put on record his opinion that Mr. Patterson Was entirely 
unfit for tho position in which ho woa placed by the Survey Department, and 
that a hopeless block would have ensuM hod that officer not left Orissa, and 
had Colonel Sandeman not come in to sot matters stmight. Mr. H. R. Roily 
was in charm of tho settlement since ho joined on 16th February 1801 to 
tho end of the yoor under report. Uo was assist^'', b^ Mr. Walsh, a Civilian of 
experience, Mr. Ambioa Charan Son, Mr. Tahikiddio Ahmed, and Mr. Baaoda 
Charon Mitro, Statutory Civilians, Babus Huriw Chandra Roy and Chaku 1^ 
Sarkar, besides others who from ill-health or other causes did not remain long in 
tho Department. There wore six oircles and nine Assistant Settlement Officetfi 
in charge of them at different times, who were, it is said, in the field on an 
average 63 days each. This information would have been more valuable if 
tho time during which they wore on duty had also boon mentioned. In'future 
tho Director mould state for each officer the number of days (a) on duty, 
(5) on leave, (e) on tour. Tho six circles have lately, in March 180^, been 
ro-arronged under eight officers. Tbe demarcation wOTk has been tronnerred 
to tlio Survey Department. Up to 30th September the status of 39,190 tenants 
was determined and their rents recorded, and 138,043 plots were attested over 
an area of 83,753 aoros. Jamabandi slyts are now being distributed by the 
Survey Department, and it is hoped wat in future each officer will be ablo to 
attest daily many more than 600 mots, which is the standard of work laid 
down, and to some oxtdnt attoinea, in Chittagong. No rents were setded and 
no land revenue Mamied. Out of tho 464 patwMts in Orissa, 377 were trained 
in surve^r, but their work is found to be more expensive than that of amina. 
jVrmngemeuts have bemi made also for the utilirotion el the kdnangos as 
required. Tho expenditure on settlement dating the portion of theyear ending 
30th September 1891, daring whidlthe work was in progress, was Rs. 45,598. 

Tho survey and sotUemont of fianki, in Cuttimk^ wore coo^eted before 
March 1891, at on average cost of 7 annas and 10 pies pw acre, llie estiiaste 
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non-profeMnona] sunref and for aetflecoant was Bs. I|Q4,411 for the 
76,800 aotes of die estate: the aotoal cost of a nrotosiiioiial sor^ has bewi 
Bs. 35,097 8|^ of ^ setdement Bs. 13,598,- total 87,695, the iaerease of 
mv<Niue ohtained heiiw Bs. 7,974. The final report of- die prooeeditigs has not 
yet beat reoeiTod. ^ The Lieutenaat>QoTemor has already dbaractorised tide 
delar as nnsatisfactoiy; a fall explanation will bo required from the 
Settlement Offioer. 

4. >Mr. Slack was in charge of the operations till the llth 

of July, and Mr. C. G. H. Allen for the rest ox the year under report. They 
were asaiated by Mr. Atnl Krishna Bai (for one month only), Baba Dorga 
Charan Ghose, Baba Bomosh Chundw Das, as Assistant Setuemont Officers. 
The denuuoatioa of the Sadar sub-diTinon was completed with the exception 
of the hilly portions, the woric done oomprising 405 'rillagos. The oadasbral 
sorvey of 380 sqaaro mJles had betm accomplished by September IfeOO, and 
daring the season under report 348 square miles were done, besides 113 square 
miles of topographical work. Aftw September 1801 534 square miles of 
cadastral ana 353 of new top<igraphical surrey romoiued, besides some impor¬ 
tant trareiso work. Arrangements hare bera made to aoedorate the rate 
Qf progress. Since the Ist January 1891 the work of iwoparing the records 
requirra for attestation in the Sadar Biib>dirision has boon made over to the 
Settlement Department. The records of 313 villages with an area of 305 

3 ;Uate miles were liandod over for settlement work. The Khanapuri of 477,683 
lots was completed, and the entries regarding 306,463 plots wore revised. Jn 
the Sadar sub-division tlio status of 33,679 tonants was determined and thoir 
existing rents were recorded. . No fair-rent docisiona were piwsod, and no land 
revenue was assessed. A sdiome has boen sanctioned for strongthuuing and 
utilising the kbas tahsil establishment for the maintenance of the records. 


In Old Thdna Banin the survey had been completed by September 181)0. 
The Bettloinout work was mainly conducted by Babu Jogendra Kumar Bose, 
who completed the attestation, dealing with the lands of 15,389 tonants, 
disposed of 558 original suits and 1,062 objootions, and passtsl eight fair-rent 
decisions. Fair-rent decisions have bocin passed in 43 of tho 50 villages in 
Bamu. Soil class ma]M arc now in preparation and statolnonts of the rovunuo 
assessable on tho avomge soil class rates are being' drawn up. Tho settle¬ 
ment expenditure amountodi during tho year, to Ks. 68,803 in the Sadar anti 
Bs. 15,389 ill Ramn, tho cost of the survey being Bs. 1,32,540 in the Sadar 
sub-division. A reasonable standard of work expected from each omin and 
Assistant Settlement Officer has boen drawn up in Chittagong, but from the 
monthly prQgress reports rocoivod, Uis ilonumr has reason to fear that tho 
standard required is not attaindL 

5. JaJp<uguri,^)iy the om of the year under report 765 square miles 
bad been codastrally surveyed* beink practioally tho whole of tho area under 
settlement. Beaides this 174 miles cl forest ana 61 of waste lands had been 
snrveyed, leaving 290 of forest and 3W of waste lands for the sgrvoy work 
of the cniient year. Tho records of 8,430 jotes were made over to tho Sottlo- 
nssnt Officer. An area of 163,063 acres in 8,507 jotes in the Hainaguri tahsil 
was assess^ dm^ the year, giving an increase of Rs. ‘36,310 rovenno, fnit 
the revised assessment has not boen finally passed by tho Commissioner. 
Hr. Sunder was in chaige throughout the year, and was on tour for 317 days. 



employed in parMua Mora^t in oolloeting information preparatory to tho 
settlement of the ntes on jotes in the Falakata tahsil. It is unsatiafoctory to (|ud 
that some of Uie lyter roomrds of the Survey Department were so carelessly 
prqiared that thw had to bo returned for revision. The increase of revenue, 
amounting to Rs. e0,(^, expected in the Mainaguri tahsil, is chiefly due to tho 
extenrion of eultivadoa bn neatly every iole, to tho recovery of tho amount 
which was remitterlsevmi yean ago under the redaction scheme then advocated 
and apparao^ MnetionM under miaappreb^ion, and to the application of 
,the rates amitoved lor tliis settlement^ Considerable delay has been caui^ fay 
the ne co sa rty of requirii^ tho people to record the mutatioos of ownexriilp and 
to pay fees due on this aeoount. The cost of the survey during tibe year 
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is separately stated to Have been Be. 1,03,658 or Rs. 1,10,784. Snob disccep' 
andes should bo cleiured up before this annual report is laid before Govem- 
ment. The expenditure on settlement was Rs. 30,459. 

6. The srork done in the settlement operations in progress, other than 
the important proceedings mentioned in the {Receding paragraphs, has been 
sufficiently summarised in the Director’s r^rt, to wnicb reiorenoo tna^ be 
made. As the details have been reviewed for tne financial year 1890>91, It is 
not necessary, especially at this late date, to review them again.. A very lew 
oteorvations only are now required. In future the Administrative Settlement 
Report for the year ending 30rii September will be the main report of the 

J roar, and the principal 'comments of Government will be reserved for the 
losolution on it. The Srinagar-BanaOi settlement, which has beep •completed, 
will shortly come under separate review. The lientenant-Govemor understands 
that the cUspute as to the standard of measurement in pargana Akberabad in 
the Malda district has been settled tx parU* In Backergunge there were 87 
Oovommont estates under settlement under the Tenancy Act, and up to the 
close of the year under report the proceedings had cost Rs. 30,015. The 
Director does nut mention the onlianced revenuo to bo set against this ezpen* 
diture, but from the statements furnished by the Collector of Backergunge it. 
appears that an increase of revenue to the amount of Ks. 5,639 has already 
been obtained from seven of the villages, estates, and that a total increase 
of Rs. 25,114 is expected from the 27 estates. An e:^lanation has been given 
of the discrepancies noticed in paragraph 11 of the Government Resolution of 
the 28th September 1801 in the number of estates under settlement. It 
is a matter for satisfaction that the compromise accepted by the Manager and 
tlie roiyats in Sujamutbu has been worked out and brought into effect. The 
Lioutemiat-Oovornor concurs with the Director that the number of days spent 
on toiur by thu Sottleniont Officer, Dwijendra Lall Roy, viz. 65, in spite of 
the orders ruwatodly given to him to go into every village and dispose of 
objections on wo spot, was utterly inadequate. The Manager of tbo Burdwan 
Raj will be informed of the want of co-operation on the jiart of tbo Raj officii 
which has entailed delay and extra ox])on8e. 

7. The total area of Government estates and temporarily-settled tracts under 
survey and settlomout during the your was 9,090 square miles, of which 2,381 
miles had boon surveyed prior to, and 1,307 miles were surveyed during, the 
year under report, total 3,778 squaro miles; tbo total expenditure on survey 
and settlement, from tlio beginning of tho operations to the end of tbo year 
being Its. 13,04,875, and tho increase of revenuo actually obtained being 
. Rs. 1,10,078, or 8*44 per cent, pn tho outlay. This amount docs ngt represent 
anytbiug like the increase that will bo obtained ^;ion tho settlement operations 
aro completed in Chittagong, Orissa, and Jalpai^ri, wliich ore oxpectea to yield 
an increase of revenue, amounting to about eiglii lakhs of rupees in addition to 
what has been actually obtains. Tho total area of wards’ estates under 
settlement is 2,220 square miles, of which ],94.'} squaro miles had been 
surveyed prior to, and 50 squaro mihta were survoyod during, tho year un^r 
report, total 1,995 square miles; tho increase of rental actually obtained 
twiounted to 0‘90 per cent, on the outlay. The total aroa of private penna- 
nontly-settlod estates under survey and settlement was> 815 square miles 
(inclusive of the Sonthal I’arganas catatesj, the increase of rental obtained 
9 being 42*49 per cent, on tho ouUay. 

From a revonue point of view, these results may be considored to be 
satisfactory. There has nowhere bran any serious opposition to tbo proceed- 
iugs, nor bos any serious dissatisfaction with the results been expressed, on the 
pf^ of either tho landlords or tenants concerned. 

Sir Charles Elliott agrees witB the Board that much labour has been 
bestowed on die preparation of tho Director’s report, and thii valuable finAn^ al 
i-csolts will be obtaiitod from the operations under notice. He has bad occosirm 
more than onoo to state the importance which be attaches to sorv^s and 
• settlements on administrative and statistical rounds, and bis views are 
corroborated by everything that 'comes before him, especially in a Province 
dominated, as Bengal is, by the permanent setUoment. The work done by Ifr. 
Finucane in supervising the Settlement Dejiartment again meritk the admow- 
lodgments of Qovenimcnt.
